Kilkenny,  Dec.  23. — The  election  of 
Heuneesy  yesterday  has  been  announced. 

The  detailed  result  of  the  election  was 
as  foUowB:  Hennessy,  2527;  Scully, 
1.3.16;  majority  for  Hennessy,  1171. 

The  excitement  of  the  election  has 
subsided  and  the  streets  have  resumed 
their  usual  ajjpearance.  Opposite  the 
court  house,  where  the  ballots  are  "being 
counted,  a  few  persons  are  gathered 
(juielly  discussing  the  result.  The  lead- 
ers of  three  parties  are  in  the  counting 
room,  the  door  of  which  is  strictly  guard- 
ed, observing  the  tally  of  the  poll. 

Once  during  the  forenoon  Michael 
Davitt  came  out  of  the  room  and  claimed 
that  John  i'ope  Hennessy,  the  anti- 
Parnellitos  candidate,  had  received  a 
majority  of  at  least  12(X).  The  opjionents 
of  Mr.  Parnell  are  exultant  over  the  re 
suit,  which  they  consider  but  the  fore- 
runner of  a  sweeping  victory  in  the  com- 
ing general  election. 

The  Parnellites  are  greatly  cast  down 
and  practically  consider  the  cause  of 
their  leader  to  be  hopeless. 

Opposite  and  about  the  court  house  at 
noon  a  small  crowd  gathered.  Messrs. 
Parnell,  Harrington,  Redmond,  Scully, 
Hennessy  and  Ilealy  were  inside  await- 
ing with  varying  emotions  the  actual 
announcement  of  the  result.  Though 
the  Parnellites  claimed  up  to  the  last 
moment  that  victory  was  hovering  over 
their  banners,  the  defeat  of  their  candi- 
date was  virtually  admitted  long  before 
the  cloise  of  the  polls  yesterday. 

It  is  announced  here  that  Dr.  Tanner 
IS  bringirg  suit  against  Mr.  Parnell  for 
libels  contained  in  speeches  made  by  the 
latter  during  the  campaign.  The  leading 
members  of  the  Parnellite  party  in  this 
section  are  to  be  seen  dolefully  parading 
the  court  house  passages,  apparently 
being  in  a  very  de6pondent  state  of 
mind.  It  is  admitted  that  it  was  really 
a  victory  for  the  priests  and  that  had 
they  not  adopted  the  tactics  they  did, 
the  result  of  the  election  might  have 
been  different. 

Vincent  Scully  has  filed  a  petition 
praying  that  a  certificate  of  election  be 
not  granted  to  Sir  John  Pope  Hennessy. 
Mr.  Scully's  petition  is  based  upon  the 
allegation  that  undue  pressure  was 
brought  to  bear  by  the  priests  upon  the 
illiterate  voters  of  the  constituency. 
Especial  complaint  is  made  of  the 
action  of  the  clergy  in  connection  with 
the  canvass  of  Castle  Comer,  during 
which  Mr  Parnell  and  his  friends  are 
alleged  to  have  been  assaulted  by  a  mob 
led  by  priests. 

NEBRASKA  JOBS. 

The  Attorney  GenerHl   Kelieves  in  Govero- 
luental  Control  of  RailwayM. 

L1N001..N,  Neb.,  Dec.  23. — In  his  report 
to  the  government  Attorney  General 
Lee  has  added  some  fuel  to  the  excite- 
ment growing  out  of  the  present  politi- 
cal muddle  in  this  state  by  handling  the 
transportation  question  without  gloves 
and  advocating  government  control  of 
railroads. 

In  speaking  of  the  board  of  transpor- 
tation he  t^ays  the  present  system  is  a 
complete  failure,  experience  fully  de- 
monstrating that  the  railroads  are  too 
powerful  in  their  influence  for  the  people 
to  expect  much  relief  under  the  present 
system. 

The  attorney  general  recomtuends 
that  a  maximum  schedule  of  rates 
should  be  adopted  by  the  legislature  on 
a  basis  with  other  states  similarly  situa- 
ted. He  thinks  the  railroads  should  be 
made  to  understand  that  it  is  to  their 
interest  to  lighten  the  burdens  of  the 
people  and  not  merely  to  make  ae  large 
a  per  cent  as  possible  for  the  Eastern 
inventor. 

"The  rates  charged  today,"  he  says, 
"are  large  enough  to  yield  a  dividend, 
amounting  in  some  cases  to 8  per  cent  on 
stock,  that  cost  the  stockholders  noth- 
ing whatever  but  for  the  printing,  and 
the  officers  of  these  roads  use  every 
effort  and  strain  every  point  to  have  the 
stockholders  of  thoir  road  receive  their 
annual  dividends,  and  they  have  to  do 
this  to  hold  their  jobs." 

TOO  GENEROUS 

The  EyauHton  Co-operative   HouHekeepIng 
Project  lu  the  Hole. 

Chic.\oo,  Dec  23.— Two  weeks  ago,  a 
co-operative  housekeeping  association 
in  Evanston  began  business.  It  was 
modeled  on  the  plan  outlined  in  Ed- 
ward Bellamy's  "looking  backward."  and 
was  ddHgned  to  solve  the  vexatious  do- 
mestic servant  question.  A  Central 
kitchen  was  established  from  which 
meats  were  served  at  the  houses  of  the 
members. 

It  has  not  proved  the  success  which  it 
promised  to  be;  in  fact,  it  is 
said  to  have  shown  a  loss  for 
the     two      weeks     of     about     $2000. 

This  ill  success,  however,  is  laid  at  the 
door  of  Manager  Grau,  who,  the  lady 
managers  say,  does  not  understand  the 
principles  of  economy.  They  have  asked 
for  his  resignation  and  will  make  an- 
other;trial  under  a  different  management. 

The  charge  of  meals  for  persons  has 
been  $4  per  week  each  and  the  ladies 
say  that  Mr.  Gr»u  has  been  so  generous 
in  the  portions  furnished,  that  their 
value  has  been  $7  per  week,  and  the 
amount  about  twice  as  much  as  could 
Ije  eaten.

THE  KaAN   INVESTIGATION. 


Rather  Uamaginu  TeftHuiuny  lor  that  Late 
GoimI  .>Ian,  Mr.  Kean. 

Chicago,  Dec.  23.— S.  M.  Douglass,  of 
the  Dun  agency,  was  the  first  witness  at 
today's  session  of  the  Kean  investiga- 
tion. He  testified  that  June  5,  Mr.  Kean 
stated  his  capital  and  surplus  to  be 
8120,808.38,  and  his  personal  assets  8191,- 
WO.  He  said  he  only  owed  S1G,(X)0.  Mr. 
Douglass  said  this  statement  of  capital 
and  surplus  was  made  up  of  exaggerated 
estimates  of  the  value  of  land  scrip, 
etc.  Mr.  Kean  swore  yesterday  that  he 
never  made  such  a  statement. 

John  E.  Culver,  whose  name  was  given 
by  Kean  as  one  of  his  partners,  testified 
that  notwithstanding  the  books  of  the 
bank  showed  that  he  owed  the  concern 
85800,  he  did  not  owe  it  a  cent.  He  gave 
a  note  for  that  amount  to  Kean  as  an 
accommodation,  but  the  latter  and  his 
wife  gave  him  a  paper  agreeing  to  hold 
him  harmless.  He  was  not  legally 
bound,  but  he  was  morally  bound  and 
would  pay,  but  it  would  require  time. 
He  had  never  received  any  value  for  the 
note. 

Lewis  Daune,  of  Bradstreets,  pre 
sented  reports  on  the  financial  condition 
of  the  bank  furnished  by  Mr.  Kean  in 
February,  1889,  and  January,  1890.  Both 
reports  said  the  bank  was  in  a  sound 
financial  condition. 


A  Chicago  Congrei^atlonal  House. 

Chioa(}o,  Dec.  23.— The  Chicago  Con- 
gregational club  commemorated  fore- 
fathers' day  by  a  banquet  at  the  Grand 
Paci tic  last  night.  After  the  feast  a 
resolution  was  passed,  providing  for  a 
committee  of  three  to  furnish  plans  for 
the  building  of  a  congregational  house 
in  Chicago,  the  building  to  be  some- 
what similar  in  design  to  the  great  con 
gregational  house  in  Boston  and  fuUv 
equal  in  beauty  and  size  to  the  new 
Womens  Temperance  temple  here. 


Deaths  In    New  Orleans. 

New  Orleans,  Dec.  23.— The  weekly 
statement  of  the  city's  mortality  shows 
the  largest  number  of  deaths  during  one 
week  ever  recorded  here,  save  when  yel- 
low fever  prevailed  in  epidemic  form 
twelve  years  ago— 2.36.  The  large  death 
rate  is  due  in  the  opinion  of  many  prom- 
inent physicians  to  prevalence  of  the 
grip  of  which  there  are  now  nearly  30,000 
cases  under  treatment  here.

Findings  of  the  Judges  in  Several  In;> port- 
ant  Cases. 

Judge  Ensign  today  tiled  a  volumin- 
ous decision  in  the  case  of  J.  H.  Triggs 
versus  J.  B.  Jones,  William  G.  Cooke 
and  wife  and  Hilton  George.  There  are 
thirteen  findings  of  fact  and  two  of  law. 
Judgment  is  given  for  the  plaintiff 
in  the  sum  of  815,000.  The  facts  are 
that  Jones  purchased  of  Cooke  one-half 
interest  in  a  patent  frog  for  $75,000,  sell- 
selling  an  interest  to  Iriggs  for  $15,000, 
for  which  the  latter  turned  over  lot  1, 
block  2,  Industrial  division  of  Duluth 
for  815,000  to  Jones  to  be  held  in  escrow 
until  CJook  and  others  transferred  that 
amount  of  stock  in  the  patent 
frog  company  soon  to  be  organized. 
Jones  turns  the  property  over 
to  Croke  while  Triggs  got  no  money  nor 
stock  in  the  company.  Meanwhile  Croke 
had  mortgaged  the  property  and  Triggs 
could  not  recover  his  title,  but  got  judg- 
ment for  $15,000  in  lieu  thereof  against 
Young,  while  the  action  was  dismissed 
against  the  other  parties.

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A  RICH  NEW  IRON  MINE. 


Capt.  Macomber  Talks  of   His 
Splendid   Iron  Mine. 


STOCK  PILE  OF  12,000  TONS  ALREAOy. 


A     Townsite     Already     Surveyed     On 

Annstrong  Lake;   Road  to  the 

Stock  Pile. 


Capt.  W.  C.  Macomber  came  down 
from  the  Vermilion  range  today  and 
gave  The  Herald  reporter  an  interesting 
account  of  the  progress  being  made  at 
the  Macomber  mine.  The  mine  is  be- 
ing operated  by  the  Macomber  Mining 
company,  who  have  leased  it  twenty 
years,  while  the  fee  simple  remains  in  J. 
A.  Willard,  C.  E.  Shannon  and  others. 

At  present  two  working  shafts  have 
been  sunk  parallel  with  the  trend  of  the 
vein  about  100  feet  apart.  These  shafts 
are  connected  by  a  tunnel  through  solid 
ore  at  a  depth  from  the  top  of  the  shafts 
of  about  sixty  feet.  As  the  main  work- 
ing shaft,  however,  is  in  the  side  of  a  hill 
a  cut  or  run  has  been  mdde  to  some 
distance  in  the  hill  before  the  shaft  was 
sunk,  consequently  from  the  burface  to 
the  tunnel  a  distance  of  about  one  hun- 
dred feet  intervenes.  Two  cross  cuts 
have  been  made  the  one  thirty-five  feet 
and  the  other  twenty-five  feet. long  at  a 
distance  of  eighty  feet  apart  with 
excellent  results.  Ihe  vein  of 
ore  is  found  to  be  unbroken. 
The  ore  itself  is  of  a  very  high  grade, 
some  of  it  averaging  as  high  as  6i9  per 
cent.  A  portion  of  the  ore  is  soft  and 
the  rest  hard,  so  that  altogether  it  will 
be  much  more  easily  worked  than  the 
ordinal  .  hard  ore. 

A  stojk  pile  of  ore  is  being  accumu- 
lated as  fast  as  possible,  and  by 
the  end  of  this  week  a  stock 
pile  of  12,000  tons  of  ore  will 
be  piled  at  the  mouth  of  the  shaft.  It 
IS  Capt.  Macomber's  intention  to  sink 
the  shafts  abovt  60  feet  more  so  as  to 
enter  another  level  50  or  60  feet  below 
the  first  one,  so  that  next  year  two  levels 
can  be  worked.  At  least  25,000  tons  will 
be  shipped  in  the  year  and  perhaps 
much  more.  An  excellent  system  of 
noistJQg  gear  has  been  placed  and  every- 
thing is  in  ship  shape  to  begin  shipping. 

Tne  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road  has 
surveyed  the  ground  for  a  new  track  for 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  Macomber 
stock  mill.  The  surveying  was  finished 
last  week  and  the  grading  will  be  done 
next  week,  so  that  the  track  can  be  laid 
in  time  to  begin  shipment  in  the  spring. 

The  new  townsite  of  Armstrong,  near 
the  end  of  Armstrong  lake  and  close  to 
the  Macomber  mine,  has  been  surveyed, 
a  party  being  engaged  in  the  work  for 
the  last  month,  and  a  new  town  will  be 
built  up  to  accommodate  the  miners  to 
be  employed  at  the  new  mine. 

Capt.  Macomt>er  has  traced  the  iron 
formation  on  what  is  known  as  the  Ma- 
comber property  for  a  mile.  There  is 
but  one  short  dip  in  that  distance  where 
the  formation  is  lost.  The  working  pit 
is  near  the  center  of  the  foramaiion  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  supply  of  iron  ore 
IS  practically  limitless. 

Kxtensive  Manufactares  to  he  Closed. 

Media,  Pa.,  Dec.  23.— Samuel  J.  Levis 
&  Son,  extensive  manufacturers  of  Clif- 
ton, have  had  judgments  for  849,300  en- 
tered against  them  and  on  one  of  these, 
in  favor  of  Moses  Brown  Sons  &  Co.  for 
831,.'j00,  an  execution  has  been  issued. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  to  work 
up  material  on  hand. 

Murdered  and  Burned. 
Cleveland,  Dec.  23. — John  Brennan, 
station  agent  at  Bays  station,  on  the  To- 
ledo, Findlay  &  Springfield  railroad,  was 
murdered  and  robbed  last  night  and  his 
body  was  then  thrown  into  the  depot 
which  was  set  on  fire.  How  much 
money  was  secured  by  the  miscreants  or 
who  they  were  no  one  know's. 

A  Vessel  Lost. 
Salisbury,  Md.,  Dec.  23 — News  was 
received  here  yesterday  of  the  loss  of  the 
schooner  Mary  Ellen,  Capt.  Henry 
Wheatley,  off  Popular  island,  Chesa- 
peake bay,  in  the  gale  of  Wednesday 
night,  with  the  captain  and  crew  of  five 
men.  The  vessel  left  here  Tuesday  for 
Baltimore. 

A  West  SuperiorakA  Robbed, 

Elmira,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  2.3.— Charles 
Gates,  who  claims  to  be  a  cigar  manu- 
facturer of  West  Superior,  Wis.,  reported 
to  the  police  this  morning  that  while 
drunk  last  night,  his  {pocket  was  cut  and 
82500  in  money  was  stolen  from  him.

The  Sherman  Silver  Bill  and  ItsProvlsiouB; 
House  Comuiittees. 

Washington,  Dec.  23.— Nothing  of 
consequence  was  done  until  Mr.  Mor- 
gan's resolution  of  yesterday  instructing 
the  committee  on  privileges  and  elec- 
tions, to  report  on  the  election  bill  was 
taken  up.  Chairman  Aldrich  of  the 
senate  committee  on  rules,  was  this 
morning  instructed  to  report  a  closure 
rule.

Senator  Stewart  gave  notice 
that  he  would  move  to  amend  the  amend- 
ment reported  by  the  committee  oa 
finance  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  first, 
fourth  and  fifth  sections  of  the  bill  and 
insert  the  following:  "That  any  owner 
of  silver  bullion  may  deposit  it  at  any 
mint  to  be  formed  into  dollars  or  bars 
for  his  benefit  and  without  Tharge;  and 
that  at  the  said  owner's  option  he  may 
receive  instead  an  equivalent  therefor 
in  the  treasury  notes  of  the  act  approved 
July  14,  1890.  And  such  treasury  notes 
shall  be  a  legal  tender  and  be  the  same 
as  other  treasury  notes  and  may  be  held 
by  any  national  bunk  association  and 
counted  as  part  of  its  lawful  reserve."

Judge  Brown  was  born  at  Lee,  Mass.

MixxEAPOus,  Dec.  '21 -Col.  Piatt  B. 
Walker,  of  this  city,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  his  exploring  expedition  to 
Itasca  county,  the  Rainy  region  and  por- 
tions of  the  Meaabi  and  Vermilion 
ranges,  has  an  interesting  story  to  tell 
about  his  trip  and  its  results. 

To  a  Journal    reporter  he  said  he   left 
Minneapolis  last   August   at  the  head  of 
a  party  chargetl  with  the  duty  of  invest! 
gating  the  natural    advantages  and    re- 
sources   of    this    hitherto  little    known 
region,  and  tlie  interve^ing  months  have 
been  full  of  surprises.      The    county  ex- 
plored is  about  300    miles    long,  with  an 
average  width  of  seventy-five  miles,  and 
abounds  in  choice  timber  and  iron.  There 
is  also  an  excellent  quality  of  lignite  coal, 
which  at  preJ^nt   has  no  value,  for  there 
is  timber  enough  on  the  tract    to  supply 
all  of  Minnesota  with   fuel   for  100  years 
to  come.    This  vast  tract  is  entirely  un- 
inhabited. 

The  llainy  river  waters  it,   and  drains 
about  half    of    Minnesota    and    fully  as 
large  an  area  of  Manitoba.     There    is  no 
better  water  ixjwer  in  the  world,  the  col 
onel  says,  than  on  this  Kainy   river,  and 
the  potisibilities  for  manufactures  of  all 
kinds  are  of  the  best.    There  is   the   na- 
tive  timber    for    the    charcoal    burner, 
while  the  iron  for  manufactures  of  every 
description  awaits  the  pick  of  the  miner. 
The  vast  forests    of    both   hard  and  »o(i 
timber,  as  well  as  the  abundance  of  good 
lignite  coal,  make  the  question  of  cheap 
fuel  for  the  furnace    and    the    factory  a 
ihing  settled.    The  climate  is  very  mild.

Col.  Walker  "is  very  Enthusiastic  as  to 
the  future  of  this  region,  and   says   that 
twenty  five  years  from  now  Itasca  coun- 
ty will  be  richer   than   the   entire  state 
now  is.

LOOKINQ  UP  DAIRI ES. 

InHpector    Ronsiter     Fiuils     Them    to    His 
Mind  so  F»r. 

John  Rossiter,  of  the  health  depart- 
ment, is  making  a  raid  on  the  dairies  at 
present.  He  has  inspected  about  half 
of  them  in  the  vicinity  of  Duluth  and 
as  far  as  he  has  gone  has  found  them  all 
right  as  regards  sanitary  regulations. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  health  de- 
partment to  watch  these  dairies  closely, 
especially  as  regards  the  matter  of 
swill  feeding.  It  is  time  that  the  state 
law  provides  for  the  inspection  of  the 
milk  itself,  but  it  is  by  no  means  attend- 
ed to  in  the  Duluth  district.  The  health 
department  has  warned  all  the  dairymen 
that  strict  account  would  be  kept  of 
them.  There  is  apt,  however,  to  be  more 
or  lees  swill  feeding  because  feed  that 
the  dairymen  paid  twenty-five  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  for  last  year  costs  sev- 
enty five  cents  this  year. 

Mining   >{otes. 

The  Badger  Mining  company  ships  alf 
its  ore  by  rail  both  in  summer  and  win- 
ter. Should  a  single  barrel  of  the  ore 
fall  and  burst  in  transhipment  the  loss 
would  be  more  than  the  whole  of  high- 
est rail  freight.  One  of  the  company's 
barrels  of  ore  weighs  1400  pounds,  worth 
nearly  SIOOO  dollars,  and  it  would  not  be 
economical  to  ship  by  water  or  give  the 
barrels  much  shifting  or  handling. 

They  are  taking  as  rich  silver  ore  out 
of  the  Porcupine  mine  now  as  ever  came 
out  of  the  famous  Badger,  which  has  as- 
tonished mining  people. 

Professors  Pumpelly  and  Van  Hiseand 
their  backers,  who  have  tafcen  up  the 
tracts  of  iron  locations  noted  in  The 
Herald,  have  also  entered  gold  bearing 
properties  south  of  Finmark  station,  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad,  about 
forty  miles  from  Port  Arthur.

There  is  much  lo  this  couiinunication, 
a  good  deal  more  doubtless  than  our 
friends  of  the  water  company  care  to 
acknowledge,  and  tlie  board  of  health 
should  lose  no  time  in  satisfying  Du- 
luthians  that  a  careful  microscopical 
analysis  will,  or  will  not,  reveal  hurtful 
impurities  in  our  drinking  water. 

In  his  letter  to  The  Herald  Dr.    Tufte 
BPks  why  no  microecopical  analysis    was 
made  when  the   water  company   was  so 
urgently    defending    the    purity  of    its 
fluid    by    chemJBts'  work.    He  answers 
his    own    question    by   the  remark  that 
probably  it  uaen't    the  business    of  the 
analyst  to  do  any  other    work    than    he 
did.     Probably    not,    probably   ako,   be 
was  employed  by  the  water  compary   to 
do  just  what  he  did,  and  not  to  look  for 
hurtful  impurities.    But  it  is  the  busi- 
ness of  the  city  government,  through  its 
board  of  health,  to  test  the  water.    Who 
ever    heard    of  a    wholesale  purchaser 
leaving  all  examination   and   inspection 
of  his  important,  in  fact  vital,  purchases 
to  the  seller? 


Sir    John    Pope    Hennessey's    return 
from   the   Kilkenny   district   by  a  very 
substantial  majority  is  a  straight  blow 
in  the  mouth  to  Parnell,  and  if  it  is  not 
a  knock-out  in  the  Irish  political  ring  it 
is  a  staggering  shock.

A  FAIR  SHOW. 

By  the  recent  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state,    in    a   test    case,  the 
claim  of  the  Duluth   &    Winnipeg  rail- 
road to  contested  lands  has  been  denied, 
and  the  lantls  go  to  a    fully    established 
road   already  abundantly    blessed   with 
this  world  8  goods.    Thus  is  fulfilled  the 
Bcriptural  saying,  in  its    modern  version, 
to  those  that  have,  more  shall    be  given 
and  from  those  that  have  not    shall  be 
taken  away  even  that  which  they  hoped 
to   have.    From    the   standpoint  of  the 
letter  of  the  law  and  the    world's  usage 
this  allotment  cannot    be  gainsaid,  but 
if  there  is  to  be    any  just  consideration 
in  equity  of  the  position  ahd    claims  of 
the  new  northern  road,  compensation  in 
kind  will  undoubtedly  be  granted  to  it. 
If  there  ever  was  a  road  in  Minnesota 
entitled  to  the    encouragement  and  as- 
sistance of  a  land  grant,  it  is  the  Duluth 
&    Winnipeg.     This  was  heartily  recog- 
nized and    conceded  when  the  road  was 
projected,  and  its  equitable    claim  today 
is  stronger  than  ever.  For  it  has  actively 
gone  ahead  and    already  constructed  an 
important  stretch    of  line  which   would 
have  been  extended  far    beyond  toward 
•Winnepeg  had  it  not  been  for  the  ridicu 
lous  red  tape  bar  of  tife  interior    depart- 
ment.   It  is  opening  a  new    channel  for 
a  great  transcontinental  current  of  com- 
merce, certain  to    flow  along  the  line    of 
least  resistance,  south  of  Lake  Superior, 
instead  of  north    over  the  present    line. 
It  proposes  to  run  west,  draining  a  most 
fertile  country,  lacking  only  proper  rail- 
way facilities  for  an  extraordinary  yield 
of    reeouroes.      Northern  and    Western 
Minnesota  have  a  stake  in  the  success  of 
this  line  which  can  hardly  be   over-esti- 
mated.   It  gives  the  state,  and  thestates 
beyond,  an  independent  connection  with 
the  head  of  the  lakes  and  its  great  trade 
center  which  they  cannot    afford    to    be 
without      This    is  so  patent,    and    the 
road's  equitable  claim  to  the  pledged  as- 
sistance is  so  clear,  that  we  must  believe 
that  the    coming    state  legislature   will 
recognize  it.  The  grant  denied  by  reason 
of  legal  technicalities    will    be  bestowed 
on  appeal  upon  the  suflioient  grounds  of 
equity  and  state  interest.

Judge     Ayer     Will     Refuse    to 
Start  Any  More  Cities. 


Discussion  OF  MOIICIPAL  M\'l 


Business  of  the  City  Council  at   Last 
Evening's      Regular     Ses- 
sion. 


The  question  of  the  separate  muni- 
cipal governments,  and  nobody  knows 
how  many  more  in  time,  for  the  muni- 
cipalities on  this  side  the  bay,  between 
Lester  river  and  Fond  du  Lac.  is  creat- 
ing a  good  deal  of  a  stir,  and  bids  fair  to 
raise  many  arguments.  The  general 
sentiment  of  the  community  seems  to  be 
adverse  to  creating  three  cities  in  place 
of  one,  having  three  sets  of  officers,  three 
boards  of  works,  three  fire,  engineer  and 

police  dt^partnienta,  etc.,  when  one  would 
servo  as  well.  Of  coure©  the  one  would 
be  much  hirger  than  either  of  the  three, 
but  unionist*?  ctjnieud  that  it  would  not 
be  near  t>o  large  as  the  three  combined, 
while  of  h'gh  salaries  of  chiefs  and  ex- 
perts one  only  neot?  be  paid. 

It    is    considered  that    the    poliiry   of 
creating  three  cities,  with   a   probability 
of    New    Duliith    and    Fond  du  Lac  in  i 
time        forming  one         or         two  j 

more  is  Buicitial,  especially  for  thei 
smaller,  its  it  is  believed  it 
will  increase  taxation,  reduce  representa- 
tion and  the  strength  of  combination 
and  so  badly  cut  the  statistics  of  all 
classes  of  business  by  division  as  to  hurt 
all.  In  answer  to  this  the  West  Duluth 
people  say  that  their  town  was  started 
to  get  manufacturing  plants  in,  that 
they  are  able,  and  will  be  able  under 
separate  control,  to  make  conceHsions  to 
mauufactories  that  they  can  not  as  a 
part  of  Duluth.  They  admit  that  ulti- 
mately West  Duluth  will  t>e  a  part  of 
the  central  municipality,  but  say  they 
are  not  ready.  They  also  claim  taxes 
will  be  lower  outside  than  in,  but  thii 
claim  is  not  borne  out  by  the  county 
rolls. 

Lakeside  wants  to  stay  out  but  for  an 
entirely  different  reason.  It  wants  to 
be  able  to  govern  itself,  as  a  residence 
city,  as  it  sees  tit,  to  keep  out  objection- 
able features  and  to  run  itself. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  it  is 
well  to  recollect  that  petitions  from  the 
voters  of  both  the  proposed  cities  are  to 
go  before  Judge  Ayer  for  an  order  allow- 
ing the  first  steps  toward  cityhood. 
Without  this  order  the  matter  must 
come  up  at  the  next  legislative  session. 
What  is  Judge  Ayer's  attitude? 
Of  course,  he  will  not  say,  but  it  is 
under6tAK)d  from  the  best  authority  that 
he  will  deny  the  request  on  the  ground 
that  the  matter  is  too  important  to  be 
decided  by  him  so  close  to  a  session  of 
the  legislature. 

The  strong  sentiment  of  those  inter- 
ested in  West  Duluth  ngainst  anne.^a- 
tion  rests  to  a  large  extent  in  the  minds 
of  the  men  who  have  made  west  Duluth 
what  it  is,  and  whose  money  has  been 
spent  in  the  town's  development.  Such 
men  as  R-  S.  Munger,  C  Markell,  O.  H. 
Simonds  and  other  West  Duluth  prop- 
erty owners  do  not  believe  in  present  { 
annexation.  While  the  matter  of  taxa- 
tion cuts  quite  atigure  in  the  calculation 
of  those  who  are  opposed  to  annexation, 
there  are  other  cogent  reasons  given. 
Said  Mr.  Munger  to  a  Herald  reporter: 

"I  do  not  think  the  time  is  yet  ripe 
for  the  annexation  of  Duluth's  suburban 
t<iwns  to  the  city.  I  do  not  mean  by 
this,  that  this  matter  should  rest  until 
Lakeside,  West  Duluth  and  New  Duluth 
have  grown  into  rival  cities,  but 
until  the  time  comes  that  they  are  on 
the  sure  road  to  progress,  and  when  out- 
side manufacturers  need  no  encourage- 
ment to  locate  in  them.  West  Duluth 
has,  practically  speaking,  just  begun  her 
improvement.  Streets  are  being  graded, 
manufactories  are  coming  in,  lands  are 
being  condemned  and  no  time  is  lost  in 
red  tape  matters.  Had  W'est  Duluth 
been  under  the  government  of  the  city 
the  town  could  never  have  made  the  ad- 
vancement it  has.  If  we  want  to  put 
through  a  street  in  West  Du- 
luth we  go  about  it,  and 
no  time  is  lost.  It  takes  six  months 
of  council  and  board  of  public  work's 
proceedings  in  Duluch  to  do  any  street 
work.  If  it  is  wished  to  condemn  lands 
for  manufacturing  purposes  the  lands 
are  condemned  at  once,  and  streets 
closed  for  the  same  purpose.  In  the  city 
only  a  lengthy  lot  of  necessary  red  tape 
could  bring  about  the  same  results. West 
Duluth  is  trrowing,  and  therefore  she 
should  not  be  disturbed  in  this  growth 
for  some  years  yet.  Taxation  is  small, 
the  town  has  fair  fire  and  police  protec- 
tion and  things  are  better  as  they  are. 
When  the  place  has  reached  a'  larger  and 
more  unwieldy  size,  then  Duluth  should 
give  her  full  city  protection  and  con- 
veniences." 


Dermott  at  318  Lake  avenue  south,  was 
grantetl.

The  treasurer  was  in- 
structed to  issue  an  8  per  cent  order  for 
S0275  in  favor  of  the  State  bank  to  pay 
interest  on  bonds,  also  to  transfer  8C(),000 
from  the  permanent  improvement  fund 
to  the  general  fund,  and  to  loan  foOOO 
from  the  general  fund  to  the  interest 
fund  and  120,000  from  the  general  fund 
to  the  fire  department  fund.

Giles  Gilbert  has  appealed  to  the  dis- 
trict court  to  have  a  certain  tax  judg 
ment  reopened  and  all  tax  delinquencies 
and  liens  declared  void.  The  petitioner 
claims  that  he  owns  blocKs  107  and  108. 
Rices  Point,  and  that  the  outer  edge  of 
these  blocks  is  beyond  the  water  line, 
that  blocks  HI,  127,  12<i  are  beyond  the 
outer  edge  of  his  property,  totally  sub- 
merged, and  therefore  not  taxable.  He 
also  claims  that  his  riparian  rights  give 
him  title  to  these  submerged  blocks.  He 
has  paid  the  taxes  on  blocks  107  and  l';>8, 
but  the  others  nre  under  water  and  not 
valuable  of  themselves  but  merely  as  the 
riparian  rights  of  his  property.

The  City  Council. 

At  council  meeting  last  evening  the 
board  of  works  submitted  a  letter  in  re- 
lation to  the  paving  of  Bench  street  be- 
tween tracks  by  the  street  railway  com  - 
pany.

The  board  of  works  reported  in  favor 
of  constructing  a  sanitary  sewer  on  First 
street  from  Thirteenth  to  Fourteenth 
avenues  east,  cost  $1286,  The  tire  com- 
missioners' report  for  November  showed 
that  the^  expenses  of  the  department 
were  8<J2<D€.15.  A  petition  for  vacating 
streets  in  West  Park  was  tiled.  The 
city  attorney  reported  on  the  Duluth 
Transfer  and  Storage  company's  claim 
of  $200  damages  for  injury  to  a  horse 
and  wagon  whicii  fell  over  a  precipice  at 
Twelfth  avenue  west.  He  thought  the 
city  and  driver  were  each  partly  to 
blame.

Pine  Ridoe  Agknoy,  S.  D.,  Dec.  23.— 
The  police  have  arrested  the  xVIeseiah  in 
Red  Cloud's  camp.  When  they  pulled 
the  white  blanket  off  they  found  &u  in- 
telligent but  harmless  cr^nk,  A.  C.  Hop- 
kins   by  name,    from   Nashua,   la.    He 

claimed  be  was  here  in  the  interest  of 
peace  and  that  he  had  come  because  the 
Indians  misinterprete<l  his  message.  He 
w^anted  to  go  to  the  Bad  Lands,  but  In- 
dian Agent  Rover  changed  the  address 
to  Chadron,  starting  him  under  an 
escort  of  police. 

Some  of  the  IndiaBS  were  indignant 
over  his  arrest,  while  others  laughed  and 
said  he  was  a  crazy  fool.  None  of  the 
chiefs  take  any  stock  in  him,  and  Red 
Cloud  walked  up  to  him  and  said:  "You 
go  home;  you  are  no  son  of  Ged." 

One  hundred  friendlies  have  left  on 
their  peace  mission.  They  took  three 
wagon  loads  of  rations. 

Keafly    to  Fiffht. 

PiXE  RiDOE  Agkncy,  Dec.  23. — An  In- 
dian scout  named  Stands  First,  who  has 
just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  Indian 
camp  in  the  Bad  Lands  says  the  spirit  of 
intense  hostility  still  prevails  there.  All 
his  efforts  to  induce  them  to  come  in 
were  answered  by  jeers  and  war  cries. 
The  Indians  said  they  had  been  ready  to 
meet  tiie  soldiers  for  a  month  but  the 
latter  were  cowards  and  afraid  to  come 
out  and  fight.       

The  M«HsItih  Interviewed. 

Portland,  Ore.,  Dec.  '1}.~A.  K  Chap- 
man, a  noted  Indian  scout,  has  just  re- 
turned here  from  Nevada  where  he  went 
in  November  for  the  purpose  of  inter- 
viewing the  so-called  Messiah.  In  obed- 
ience to  orders  from  Gen.  Gibbon  he 
first  went  to  Walkers  lake  in  Nevada 
and  talked  with  the  Piutes  who  told 
him  the  Messiah  had  been  receiving 
calls  from  all  the  tribes  in  the  West. 

Chapman  found  the  Messiah  at  the 
weet  fork  of  the  Walker  river  in  Nevada. 
Speaking  of  his  interview  Chapman 
said:  "The  Messiah,  'Ouoetize  Ow',  as 
he  gives  his  name,  is  a  full  blooded 
Pinte  Indian  and  has  always  been  peace 
fully  disposed.  He  spoke  freely  of  his 
call  to  preach.  His  first  experience 
with  the  Almighty  was  one  afternoon 
while  hunting.  Hearing  a  noise  he 
started  to  learn  its  cause  when 
he  was  thrown  to  the  ground  for  some 
unknown  cause.  He  was  then  taken  to 
heaven  and  there  saw  all  the  whites  and 
Indians  that  had  lived  and  died.  He 
was  afterwards  brought  back  to  the 
same  spot  where  he  had  fallen  dead.  God 
told  him  he  had  been  looking  for  a  mor- 
tal whom  he  could  entrust  with  a  mis- 
sion of  reforming  the  world  and  had  de- 
cided on  'Ouoetize  Ow.' 

"Having  been  informed  of  his  mission, 
he  set  out  to  perform  it.  He  taught  the 
Indians  they  should  work  and  avoid 
fighting  except  in  self-defense.  Last 
summer  the  Indians  told  him  that  un- 
less it  rained  soon  the  crops  would  fail. 
He  told  them  to  go  home  and  in  three 
days  an  abundance  of  rain  fell.  Ouotize 
got  his  ideas  from  a  religious  family 
with  whom  he  had  lived." 

Chapman  thinks  Ouotize  is  only  indi- 
rectly to  blame  for  the  Indian  uprising 
and  that  the  doctrine  imbued  the  In- 
dians with  more  independent  spirit  to 
reeist  their  wrongs. 

Indian  Ceremonieii  Stopped. 
Helena,  Mon.,  Dec.  23.— The  bodies 
of  the  four  Indians  hanged  last  Friday 
at  Missoula  were  buried  at  St.  Ignatius 
n?i8sion  in  presence  of  2000  Indians, 
friends  and  relatives  of  the  dead  men, 
who  began  a  wierd  ceremony  after  the 
style  of  the  old  Indian  funeral  rites. 
The  Indian  police  dispersed  the  crowd. 
The  wives  of  LaLaze  and  Pascale  had 
cut  gashes  in  their  own  heads  and  were 
preparing  to  cut  off  the  fingers  of  one 
hand  when  they  were  stopped.  The 
children  of  the  dead  Indians  aleo  gashed 
tneir  hands  and  heads. 

LAND  SQUABBLES. 

Words  and  Bullets  Are  liniiiinent  in  Set- 
tling Disputes. 

Rhlnelandek,  Wis.,  Dec.  23.— Every 
piece  of  water  reserve  land  is  occupied 
by  from  one  to  ten  squatters  with  new- 
comers arriving  on  every  train.  Many 
who  made  tilings  at  Wausau,  Dec.  10 
entered  upon  their  claims  at  once,  but  in 
nearly  every  instance,  found  them  occu- 
pied. 

No  serious  trouble  is  anticipated  ex- 
cept in  a  few  instances,  a  few  hot  headed 
settlers  having  avowed  their  intention 
to  prevent  anyone  from  entering  or  oc- 
cupying any  claims  they  have  taken  and 
are  fully  prepared  to  protest  their  sup- 
posed interests. 

Apparently  the  most  difficult^question 
to  decide  will  be  the  "prior  rights" 
among  the  settlers.  Hundretls  settled 
upon  land  within  a  minute  after  mid- 
night and  each  brought  their  witneesee 
to  prove  their  right  to  the  land. 

For  World's   Fair  Interests. 

Chicago,  Dec.  23.— At  the  instance  of 
General  Manager  Thomas  of  the  West- 
ern Indiana  Belt  Line  a  meeting  of  the 
managers  of  the  various  roads  centering 
in  this  city  will  be  held  this  morning  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  an  interchange 
of  opinion  relative  to  the  beat  means 
that  can  be  devised  to  secure  an  outlet 
for  the  different  roads  to  the  World's 
fair  grounds  at  the  South  Parke.

Washington,  Dec.  24.— The  following 
was  issued  by  the  President  today: 

Whereas,  Satisfactory  proof  has  been 
presented  to  me  that  provision  has  been 
made  for  adequate  grounds  and  build- 
ings for  the  uses  of  the  World's  Colum- 
bian exposition,  and  that  a  sum  not  less 
than  $10,0(»0,000  to  be  e.xpended  for  the 
exposition  has  been  provided. 

Now  therefore,  I,  Benjamin  Harrison, 
President  of  the  United  States,  do  here 
by  declare  and  proclaim  that  such  inter- 
national exhibiti(m  will  be  opened  on 
May  1,  1S93,  in  Chicago,  in  the  state  of 
Illinois,  and  will  not  be  closed  before  the 
last  Thursday  in  October  of  the  same 
year.  And  in  the  name  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  I  do  invite  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  to  take  part  in  the 
commemoration  of  an  event  that  is  pre- 
eminent in  human  history,  and  of  lasting 
interest  to  mankind,  by  appointing 
representatives  thereto,  and  sending 
such  exhibits  as  will  most  fitly  and  fully 
illustrate  their  reeource8,their  industries, 
and  their  progress  in  civilization. 

^  In   the  Senate. 

Washington,  Dec.  24.— In  the  senate 
Mr.  Edmunds  asked  consent  for  the 
passage  of  a  joint  resolution  extending 
until  July  1,  1891,  the  period  during 
which  the  laws  of  Nebraska  shall  be  in 
force  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma.  Mr. 
Morgan  objected  and  the  resolution  was 
laid  over. 

The  President  has  sent  to  the  senatea 
letter  recommending  legislation  relative 
to  the  territory  of  Oklahoma.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  act  organizing  the  terri- 
tory provided  that  certain  chapters  of 
the  revised  statutes  of  Nebraska — a 
criminal  code — should  be  in  force  until 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  present 
territorial  legislature.  The  time  of  the 
legislature  has  been  principally  spent  in 
deciding  the  capitol  question.  The 
limitation  of  the  law  necessitates  an 
adjournment  today  and  the  territory 
will  consequently  be  left  without  crim- 
inal laws. 

The  senate  has  adjourned  until  Satur- 
day, the  understanding  that  when  it 
meets  on  that  day  the  vice  president 
shall  declare  it  adjourned  until  Monday. 

Prexle  DoeHn't  Summer  There. 

Washi.ngton,  Dec.  24.— The  President 
sent  to  the  senate  today  a  message  re- 
turning without  his  approval  the  bill 
appropriating  $75,000  for  a  public  build- 
ing at  Bar  Harbor.  Me.,  on  the  ground 
that  the  public  needs  at  that  place  did 
not  justify  such  expenditures. 

THE  DIVORCE  MILL. 

Hughes    is     Found    and     Makes   a    Clean 
HreaHt    of  It. 

New  York.  Dec.  24.— Wm.  D.  Hughes, 
who  ran  the  fraudulent  divorce  mill, 
was  found  yesterday  by  a  Sun  reporter 
in  his  hiding  place,  an  old  tenement  up 
town.  Hughes  was  very  penitent  and 
made  a  clean  breast  of  the  affair.  He 
said  he  intended  to  go  to  the  recorder 
and  tell  all  and  that  he  would  plead 
guilty  and  take  the  punishment  like  a 
man. 

When  asked  how  many  of  the  fraudu- 
lent papers  had  been  issued  he  said  he 
could  not  give  the  exact  number,  but  he 
did  not  think  there  were  more  than  six 
or  eight.  They  were  all  Chicago  papers, 
but  all  were  held  by  New  Yorkers  ex- 
cept Pendleton's.  He  says  that  Pendle- 
ton knew  that  the  divorce  was  fraudu- 
lent. Campbell  was  present  at  the 
time.  Pendleton  was  told  that  they 
could  not  get  him  a  court  divorce  but 
could  get  him  something  that  would  an- 
swer the  same  purpose. 

The  paper  in  Pendleton's  case  was 
written  by  Campbell,  Hughes  says,  but 
the  other,  and  all  the  forgeries  of  Clerk 
McGrathy's  came  were  executed  by 
himself.  But  he  was  also  connected 
with  the  mill  and  got  some  of  the  cash 
for  all  divorces  that  were  issued. 

Campbell  and  Butner,  when  called 
upon  by  the  reporter,  denied  that  they 
were  connected  in  any  way  with  the  af- 
fair.

Kean'M    .%tt«et«  3I«-lt  Very  Kapldly ;  C'redit- 
orit  Will  Get  Nothing:. 

Chi<".\go,  Dec.  24.— There  waa  a  further 
abatement  of  84200  in  the  assets  of  the 
bank  of  Kean  &  Co.  this  morning,  when 
Mr.  Kean  in  the  witness  chair  acknowl- 
edged that  no  allowance  had  been  made 
for  $2000  paid  to  T.  H.  Talman  on  the 
day  of  the  failure  or  for  ?2200  declared 
forfeited  by  the  authorities  of  West 
Superior,  Wis.,  upon  his  failure  to  pur- 
chase certain  bonds  of  that  town  which 
he  had  contrjiCted  to  do. 

D.  W.  Koan,  the  banker's  brother,  tes- 
tified that  it  was  not  true,  as  repn  - 
sented  by  his  brother,  that  he  had  ever 
been  a  special  partner  in  the  bank;  he 
had,  however,  at  his  brother'6  request, 
given  him  his  note  for  $5000.  The  wit- 
ness said  he  had  not  tlie  least  idea  what 
it  was  for.  Jt  was  given  wi  h  ut  con- 
sideration. Ttie  witness  had  never  paid 
either  principal  or  interest,  though  it 
was  eighteen  month  past  due. 

In  the  progress  of  the  investigation 
Mr.  Mayer  asked  Kean  what  he  would 
do  with  the  proceeds  of  his  brother's 
§5000  note.  "You  might  select  a  relative 
or  some  methodist  minister,"  said  he. 

"No,  I  will  stipulate  not  to  give  it  to  a 
Christian  at  all,  as  you  seem  to  have 
some  spite  against  Christians,"  said  Mr. 
Keau.

Kean's  private  secretary,  testified  that 
b\m  knew  there  was  a  plan  of 
reorganization  on  foot  some  time 
before  the  failure.  She  knew 
that  the  papers  were  drawn  up  and 
signed,  and  among  the  signatures  was 
that  of  Wilson  Waddingham.  This  evi- 
dence was  a  direct  contradiction  of  S. 
A.  Kean. 

Defrauded  Kean's  Cashier. 
Chicago,  Dec.  24.— Herbert  Ham- 
mond, assistant  cashier  of  Kean  &  Co., 
telegraphed  to  Cincinnati  this  morning 
for  the  arrest  of  W.  C.  Dinwiddie.  Ac- 
cording to  Hammond's  story,  about  the 
middle  of  November,  Dinwiddie  came 
to  Hammond  and  obtained  money  on  a 
mortgjige  of  Milwaukee  property  by 
William  D.  and  F.  Davis,  Hammond 
commuQi<»ted  with  Mr  Helgard,  notary 
public,  before  whom  the  acknowledg- 
ment was  taken  and  found  the  papers 
correct.  Again  to  Mr.  Hammond  came 
Dinwiddie,  and  this  time  he  brought  a 
mortgage  and  notes  to  the  order  of 
Mary  A.  Bennet  of  Chicago,  The  mort- 
gage was  for  8iOO.  Cashier  Hammond 
loaned  Dinwiddie  $50,  taking  the  mort- 
gage as  collateral,  which  he  sent  to  be 
recorded.  Telegrams  from  Cincinnati 
stated  the  mortgage  was  a  forgery.

PERUVIAN  UPRISINGS. 

Revolutionary  Troubles  in  the  South 
American  Country. 
Panama,  Dec.  15. — Rumors  of  revolu- 
tionary movements  in  Peru  have  been 
rife  for  some  time  past  and  it  is  known 
that  on  the  second  inst.  a  meeting  waa 
held  in  Port  Santa  Catalina,  outside  of 
Lima  and  that  an  elfort  was  made  on 
behalf  of  Ex-dictator  Pierola.  The 
movement  was  suppressed  but  at  a  cost  of 
forty  lives.  As  matters  stand  in  Peru  it 
is  not  unlikely  that  similar  risings  will 
occur  at  short  intervals. 


Deserved  Lynching. 
Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  Dec.  24.— News 
has  just  reached  here  that  three  tramps 
have  been  lynched  near  Huntington, 
Ore.,  on  the  Oregon  short  line,  by  rail- 
road men.  Four  tramps  boarded  a 
freight  train  near  Glens  Ferry,  Idaho. 
They  were  put  otf  by  the  brakeman,  but 
afterwards  got  on  the  train  and  over- 
powered the  brakeman,  whom  they  threw 
under  the  train,  both  of  his  legs  being 
broken,  he  dying  soon  after  from  the  in- 
juries. Three  of  them  were  lynched. 
The  fourth  escaped. 

His  Lust  Smol<e. 

Dubuque,  Iowa,  Dec.  24. — Dan  Bran- 
nan,  a  blacksmith  in  jail  in  Emmets- 
burg  for  intoxication,  set  fire  to  the  bed- 
ding last  night  while  lighting  his  pipe. 
The  jail  was  considerably  damaged. 
When  Brannan  was  reached  he  was  con- 
scious, but  dropped  into  an  epileptic  fit 
and  expired. 

Killed  By  Explosion. 

Cleveland,  Dec.  24.— The  explosion  of 
a  boiler  that  was  being  usetl  for  drilling 
a  saline  water  well,  on  Armitage  street 
this  morning,  caused  the  instant  death 
of  Moritz  Shriner,  a  workman.  Thomas 
Fox  and  Frank  Griner  were  fatally  in- 
jured and  two  other  men  were  badly 
bruised.

Chicago.  Dec.  24.— Three  business 
firms  were  forced  to  the  wall  this  morn- 
ing, Charles  R.  Lynch,  a  retail  boot  and 
shoe  dealer  at  152  State  street,  was 
closed  by  the  sheriff  on  confessions  of 
judgment  aggregating  over  ^21,00(\ 
Charles  Wiener,  a  crockery  dealer  at  172 
State  street,  was  closed  on  confessions 
of  judgment  aggregating  $50,000.  (Jeo. 
D.  Cook  &  Son,  dealers  m  clothing  and 
men's  furnishing  goods  at  Pullman, 
made  an  assignment.  The  assets  are 
placed  at  80000  and  the  liabilities  at  810,- 
000.  

It  Will  Probably  Fail  Next  Week. 
Green  Bay,  Wis.,  Dec.  23.— During 
the  last  two  days,  there  has  been  a  run 
on  the  Kellogg  National  bank  of  this 
city.  It  was  rumored  that  the  bank  had 
failed  and  there  was  a  heavy  run  on  the 
savings  department  by  small  depositors 
but  the  business  men  kept  making  de- 
posits and  confidence  has  been   restored. 


Desperado  Shot. 

Fort  Worth,  Texas,  Dec.  24.— The 
notorious  Luke  Short,  who  has  killed 
several  men,  was  badly  wounded  last 
night  by  Charles  Wright.  Wright 
emptied  one  barrel  of  a  double-barreled 
shot-gun  into  Short's  left  thigh  and  stiot 
oflf  the  thumb  and  two  fingers  of  his  left 
hand.  Short  was  at  one  time  employed 
as  courier  to  carry  messages  to  Gen. 
Crook  among  the  northern  Cheynees  and 
Sioux  in  the  Northwest. 


Gave  up  the  f  ight. 

New  York,  Deo.  24.— Joe  Dowd  and 
Jim  Mulline,  local  lightweights  met  in 
the  ring  near  this  city  yesterday  morn- 
ing. Jack  Hopper  was  the  referee. 
MuUins  was  aggressor  from  the  start, 
and  hit  his  man  at  will.  Dowd  hurt  his 
hand  in  the  fifth  round  and  gave  up  the 
tight.

The  supposed  murderers  are  under  ar- 
rest.     There  are  threats  of  lynching. 

A  Boiler  Kxplodes. 

Brazil,  Ind.,  Dec.  24— The  boiler  at 
the  Central  Iron  and  Steel  company's 
turn  buckle  factory  exploded  yesterday 
afternoon.  Gebrge  Busie,  Joe  Howard 
and  Albert  Rule  were  badly  scalded  and 
injured  from  flying  bricks. 

They  Pleaded  Guilty. 

Freehold,  N.  J.,  Dec.  24.— Joe  Colton, 
John  Daly,  Charles  S.  Thompson  and 
Isaac  Thompson,  four  of  the  indicted 
Monmouth  park  bookmakers,  pleaded 
guilty  yesterday.  They  were  fined  $200 
and  costs.  

A  Local  Company  Gets  Home  Engines. 

Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co.  have  let  the 
contract  for  their  new  lumber  mill  en- 
gines to  the  Iron  Bay  company. 


Camp  on  Cheyenne  River,  via  cour- 
rier  to  Rapid  City,  S.  D.,  Dec.  24.— The 
prospects  of  an  early  cessation  of  hostili- 
ties, at  least  in  one  section,  is  almost 
now  certain.  That  there  will  have  to 
be  a  fi^ght  with  those  in  tne  Bad  Lands 
is  also  certain. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  Sitting 
Bull's  followers  have  surrendered  at 
Fort  Yates  and  Fort  Bennett.  Col. 
Sumner  has  rounded  up  .3: JO  of  Big 
Foot's  people  on  the  Cheyenne  river, 
and  will  either  bring  them  into  cur 
camp  or  Fort  Meade.  Col.  Merriam 
is  following  up  the  stragglers  from 
Hump's  camp  who  have  broken  through 
the  cordon  and  are  supposed  to  have 
joined  those  in  the   Bad   Lands. 

A  report  was  circulated  last  night  that 
Hon.  M.  H.  Day,  aid  to  the  governor, 
while  returning  from  this  camp  last 
night  was  ambushed  and  seriously 
wounded,  if  not  killed,  by  Indians  near 
Phynnes  on  Battle  creek.  This  report, 
although  from  a  reliable  source,  lacks 
confirmation. 

In  all  probability  the  attack  will  be 
made  on  the  Indian's  stronghold  some 
time  this  week.  The  majority  of  the 
outlying  troops  are  now  concentrating 
along  the  Cheyenne  river,  and  word  is 
daily  expected  to  be  given  for  the  at- 
tack. There  are  a  large  number  of  rene- 
gade Indians  still  at  large,  who  are 
depredating  and  robbing  deserted 
ranches.  Late  last  night  a  rancher 
brought  news  that  Indians  had  set  fire 
to  a  house  on  a  ranch  belonging  to  a 
man  named  McCormick.  Troops  were 
immediately  sent  out  and  arriving  at  the 
ranch  found  nothing  but  a  heap  of 
smouldering  ashes.  The  Indians  had 
taken  everything  of  value,  had  burned 
tons  of  hay  and  had  killed  nine  beeves. 
McCormick  and  family  had  left  the 
ranch  some  few  days  ago. 

A  courier  who  was  carrying  dispatches 
to  Rapid  City,  on  his  return  camped 
under  some  trees.  During  the  night 
Indians  stole  his  horse,  carbine  and  pis- 
tol and  the  soldier  had  to  walk  about 
eight  miles  to  camp. 

Concerning  the  situation  in  the  Bad 
Lands  there  have  been  no  reports.  A 
party  of  troops  left  here  yesterday  to 
capture  a  band  of  Indians  who  had  the 
night  before  attacked  two  couriers  and 
chased  them  some  distance,  tiring  shots 
at  them.  They  proceeded  about  nine 
miles  south  of  here  when  they  saw  a 
party  of  Indians  about  two  miles  in  ad- 
vance of  them.  They  immediately  gave 
chase  and  when  the  Indians  saw  that  the 
soldiers  were  gaining  on  them  they 
abandoned  the  squaws  who  were  riding 
behind.  These  were  made  prisoners  and 
brought  back  to  camp.  The  Indians 
managed  to  escape. 

The  governor  of  the  state  has  just  is- 
sued a  large  number  of  rifles  to 
ranchers  and  cowboys.  It  is  reported 
that  some  cowtxjys  have  lain  near  the 
reservation  lines  for  Indians  and  when 
they  appear  shoot  at  them,  thus  causing 
a  great  deal  of  ill  feeling  and  trouble 
which  is  hard  to  overcome.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  although  the  Indians  are  the 
principal  aggree8or8,'yet  since  the  arrival 
of  the  troops  the  cowboys  and  ranchers 
have  become  very  daring  and  are  now 
themselves  molesting  Indians  instead  of 
protecting  their  homes.  The  troops  will 
watch  closely  all  settlers  and  disarm  and 
make  them  prisoners  if  any  of  them  are 
caught  it  the  act  of  invading  the  Indian 
reservation. 


The  Parneli  Gail  all  There. 
Dublin,  Dec.  24.— At  midnight  a 
wildly  enthusiastic  crowd  of  Parnell's 
admirers  unharnessed  the  horses  from 
the  brake  which  was  to  convey  him  to 
the  National  club  and  dragged  his 
vehicle  to  that  building,  where  he  made 
a  speech.  He  said  he  was  unjustly 
blamed  for  refusing  to  leave  Ireland  to 
the  mercy  not,  say  of  Gladstone,  but  of 
the  tag- rag- bob-tail  English.  He  said, 
in  conclusion,  that  his  justitication 
would  come  very  soon. 

The  Scottisli  strilce  Serious. 
Glasgow,  Dec.  24. — There  are  no  signs 
of  improvement  in  connection  with  the 
railroad  strike  in  Scotland.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  about  7500  men  are  now  out 
on  strike  and  business  may  be  said  to  be 
entirely  at  a  standstill.  People  residing 
in  the  suburbs  are  obliged  to  walk  from 
their  out-of-town  residences  to  the  city. 
The  price  of  coal  has  already  advanced 
7s  per  ton,  with  the  prospect  of  a  still 
further  advance. 


Windom's  Boouierang:. 
Ottawa,  Dec.  24.— The  Empire,  the 
government  paper,  says:  "The  Washing- 
ton dispatch  published  in  yesterday's 
papers  intimating  that  Secretary  Win- 
dom  is  contemplating  the  withdrawal  of 
the  United  States  consular  agent  at 
Vancouver  excites  no  alarm  here,  as  the 
stationing  of  these  oflicials  at  the  point 
named  is  as  great  an  advantage  to 
United  States  shippers  as  it  is  to  Can- 
adian roads.  Secretary  Windom  may 
find,  if  he  carries  out  his  avowed  inten- 
tion, that  he  is  throwing  a  boomerang. 

New  Humpshire's  Vote. 

Concord;  N.  H.,  Dec.  24.— The  re- 
turns of  the  secretary  of  state  gives  the 
total  gubernatorial  vote  as  follows: 
Tuttle,  rep.,  42,479;  Amsden,  dem.,  42,- 
.'386;  prohibition  and  scattering,  1375. 
Tuttle  lacked  G32  of  a  majority.  The 
returns  for  senators  give  nine  democrats 
elected  by  majorities  pggregating  4148, 
and  thirteen  republicans  elected  by  ma- 
jcrities  aggregating  2640,  making  net 
democratic  majority  in  the  state  on  the 
senatorial  vote  of  1508. 

Pillsbury   Loses. 

Gull  River,  Minn.,  Dec.  24.— During 
a  heavy  wina  storm  shortly  after  mid- 
night Monday  night,  the  entire  plant  of 
the  Gull  River  Lumber  company  waa  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  J.  S.  Pillsbury  of 
Minneapolis  is  the  principal  owner. 
The  loss  is  860,000.

Dr.  Goffe,  of  the  health  department, 
was  interviewed  last  night  by  a  Herald 
reporter.  He  expressed  his  indignation 
in  strong  terms  about  the  "rot,"  as  he 
called  it,  which  had  been  written  about 
the  health  department  lately  and  the 
city's  cleanliness. 

As  regards  the  city  dump  near  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  docks,  he   said    that   he 
would  be  willing  to  leave  it  to    any    rea- 
sonable man  as  to  whether  it  was  not  as 
cleanly  as  it  was  possible  to  keep  it.     All 
the  city  garbage  is    disposed    in    holes 
and    bogs    which  are    filled  up    to    the 
level  of  the  railroad  track.     First    swill 
and  garbage  is  dumped  in  then   manure, 
then  ashes  and  tinally  the    whole    thing 
is  covere*.!  with  dirt,  excavateil  from  cel- 
lars and  streets,  to  the    depth  of  several 
feet.     "At  present  theie   is  no  other  way 
to  dispose  of  garbage  and  it  is  fortunate 
that  the   city    has    the    holes     to    till. 
Otherwise      the        refuse      could      not 
be    disposed    of  except  by   means   of    a 
coetly  crematory.    A  man  or  two  is  kept 
at  each  dump  to  see  that  all  garbage    is 
kept  covered  with  earth  and  as    all    de- 
composition takes  place    under    several 
feet  of  earth  no  noxious  gasees  are    able 

to  escape. 

'♦At  present  there  are  no  regularly  em- 
ployed scavengers  except  such  men  and 
teams  as  have  regular  customers  from 
whom  they  take  all  garbage  and  refuse 
matter  each  day  and  unload  it  at  the 
dump." 

When  the  doctor's  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  typhoid  and  low 
fever  cases  were  confined  to  certain  lo- 
calities in  the  city,  he  said:  "Yes  I 
know  that  it  seems  to  be  confined  to  the 
Fourth  ward,  and  it  is  almost  certain 
that  there  are  no  cases  south  of  Second 
street.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
cases  on  Third  street  and  above  it  from 
Engine  House  Xo.  1  to"ttie  county  jail. 
It  would  certainly  seem  if  there  was 
anything  in  all  this  talk  alx)ut  the  un- 
cleanliness  of  the  city  below  First  street, 
that  that  would  be  the  principal  seat  of 
the  disease," 

It  occurred  to  the  scribe  that  there 
might  be  some  stoppage  to  the  sewers 
on  the  hill  which  caused  the  disease,  but 
on  talking  with  the  city  engineer  he 
said  that  it  was  imposeible  because  the 
sewers  were  tlushed  and  ventilated  every 
month.  This  had  been  thoroughly  done 
not  less  than  two  weeks  ago  and  no 
stoppage  had  been  found  in  any  of  the 
sewers.

Clerk    Donnelly,    of    the    St.    Paul    Court, 

Talks  on  the  ^ueer  Verdict  of 

Laitt  Nl^ht. 

"It  is  the  greatest  outrage  that  was 
ever  perpetrated,"  remarked  M.  J.  Don- 
nelly, deputy  clerk  of  the  district  court 
of  Ramsey  county,  commenting  upon 
the  verdict  of  acquittal  in  the  case  of 
Walter  F.  Horton,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  his  wife  a)id  daughter  by 
ilrowning  them  in  the  Mississippi  river 
in  that  county  last  Jan^uary. 

"There  never  was  a  '  case    where    the 
evidence    showed    clearer    cold-blooded 
murder  than    his.     To   be   sure   it   was 
mainly  circumstantial,    but    it    was  eo 
strong,  and  Prosecuti.ig  Attorney  Munn 
weaved   the  network   so  tightly  around 
him        that        I         do         not         see 
how        any       sensible        jury       could 
do  anything    but    convict    him.    There 
could  be  no  middle  ground,  it    could   be 
nothing  but    guilty    of  murder,    or    not 
guilty,  but  how  the  jury   arrived  at   the 
latter  conclusion  is  more  than  I   can  see. 
"Horton  in  his  defense  swore   that   he 
went  under  the  water  twice,  but  the  evi- 
dence for    the    state    showed    that   the 
water  at  the  point  where   the    drowning 
occurred  was  only    three  feet   deep  and 
that  Horton    was    only    wet    below  the 
waist.    The    defense   brought    out    evi- 
dence     from      lumbermen      that      the 
boat        used        was        a        dangerous 
craft  and  easily  capaized,  yet  on  the  day 
after  the  murder  three  heavy  policemen 
experimented  with    the    same  boat  and 
were  unable  to  tip  it  over.      In   view    of 
these  facts  it  is  absurd  to    think  that    a 
woman,  weighing  105  pounds,  would  be 
apt  to  tip  over  the  boAt. 

"Another  thing  which  made  the  drown- 
ing look  like  murder  was  the  fact  that 
Horton  left  his  lodgings  on  the  east  side 
of  the  river,  telling  his  landlady  he  was 
going  to  the  lake  for  a  week, 
but  instead,  he  rented  a  room, 
on  the  west  side,  near  the  river  and  then 
sent  a  number  of  telegrams  to  his  wife 
begging  her  to  come  to  him.  This  is 
only  one  of  a  number  of  stories  told  by 
him  which  clearly  indicated  premedi- 
tated murder.  Since  this  verdict  I  have 
lost  all  confidence  in  jury  trials."

An  Oneota  Opinion  on  the  Same  Sub- 
ject; General  West  End 
News. 


|t|l|lli'"*"' 
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As  The  Herald  stated  yesterday  there 
is  a  strong  sentiment  in  the  west  suburb 
against  present  annexation  of  West  Du- 
luth to  Duluth.     It  is  felt  that  the  time 
is    not    yet  come  for  an  amalgamation 
of    municipalitiefc.      A    group    of    men, 
among    them   being  a    number    of    the 
leading    manufacturers  and   owners    of 
West  Duluth,  were  discussing  the   mat- 
ter last  night.    Said  Mr.  Simonds:    "No 
ainexation  should  take  place  at  present. 
It  would    greatly   hinder   improvement 
and  put  West  Duluth  back  a  year,   at 
least. 

Said  D.  A.  Duncan,  of  Duncan, 
Brewer  »^t  Co.:  We  are  not  in  favor  of 
annexation.  It  would  greatly  hinder  im- 
provements. 

R.  L.  Ettenger,  of  the  car  works:  The 
matter  of  taxation  alone  is  one  great 
argument  aj,'ainst  annexation. 

Secretary  Dithridge,  car  works:  I 
should  think  that,  after  a  while,  annexa- 
tion would  be  the  proper  thing.  It 
would  never  do  to  build  up  two  inde- 
pendent cities  so  close  together. 

J.  W.  Xorton:  The  New  Duluth  com- 
pany would  be  against  present  annexa- 
tion. 

A.  Harrington:  West  Duluth  should 
not  be  jomed  to  Duluth  for  reasons  of 
taxation  and  improvement. 

On  this  same  subject,  and  on  the 
other  side,  said  an  Oneotan:  We  would 
like  to  answer  Mr.  Munger's objection  to 
consolidation  iis  reported  in  yesterday's 
Herald  in  detail.  He  said:  "I  do  not 
think  the  time  is  yet  ripe  for  the  annex- 
ation of  Duluth's  suburban  towns  to 
the  city.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  that 
they  should  rest  until  they  have  grown 
into  rival  cities,  etc."  And  yet  he  pro- 
poses and  claims  the  course  he  advocates 
would  produce  soonest  that  very  result. 
He  says:  "When  the  time  comes  that 
manufacturers  need  no  encouragement 
to  locate  in  them,  etc."  We  submit  that 
if  it  is  necessary  to  give  bonu.see  to  en- 
courage these  manufacturers,  whether 
it  could  be  done  best  by  a  poverty- 
stricken  district  for  the  benetit  of  the 
few,  or  by  the  whole.  He 
also  Bays  in  substance  that  "when 
we        want        streets  opened  in 

West  Duluth,  we  opon  them — and  when 
we  want  them  closed  we  close  them,  and 
do  not  have  to  use  any  red  tape  in  the 
matter."  The  people  along  Oneota 
street  and  Grand  avenue,  the  two  prin- 
cipal thoroughfares  between  West  Du- 
luth and  Duluth,  smile  when  they  re- 
member their  past  two  years'  labor  in 
their  attempt  to  improve  these  two 
streets  and  naturally  think  "six  months," 
which  he  says  it  would  take  Duluth  to 
accomplish  such  an  object,  would  be 
comparatively  quick  work.  We  admit 
that  Mr.  Munger's  last  proposition  is 
true.  Vou  can  see  how  much  an  engine 
could  be  used  by  those  in  power  to 
open  up  to  settlement  their  particular 
holdings  and  "shut  out"  everything 
that  does  not  dance   to  their  music.

COMMEND  THE  COMMENDABLE. 

A  push  is  made  by  Agent  McLaugh- 
lin of  Standing  Rock  Indian  agency,  for 
otBcial  recognition  of  the  bravery  and 
service  of  the  Indian  police  in  the  ar- 
rest of  Sitting  Bull.  Hie  official  report 
to  the  interior  and  war  departments 
urges  the  union  of  both  departments  to 
engage  prompt  congressional  action  "to 
secure  to  the  brave  survivors  and  the 
families  of  the  dead,  full  and  generous 
reward."  Mr.  McLaughlin  is  one  of  the 
oldest  and  ablest  agents  in  the  Indian 
bureau,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  he 
is  as  thoroughly  acquainted  as  any  one 
can  be  with  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  and  the  merit  of  the  service  of  the 
police.  Whether  the  order  for  the  ar- 
rest was  right  or  wrong,  prudent  or  im- 
prudent, it  is  clear  that  the  pohoe  acted 
in  faithful  obedience  to  it  and  risked 
their  lives  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty. 

For  the  sake  of  the  moml  of 
this  force,  one  of  the  most  serviceable 
and  suitable  arms  of  the  government, 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  families  in 
bereavement  and  destitution,  the  appeal 
of  Agent  McLaughlin  should  receive 
prompt  attention  and  favorable  action. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  to  show  that 
loyal  and  gallant  Indian  soldiers 
are  prized  as  highly  as  loyal 
and  gallant  whites,  and  that 
distinguished  service  in  behalf  of 
the  nation  will  be  fitly  honored  and  re- 
warded without  regard  to  the  race  or 
color  of  those  who  render  it.  There 
should  Jbe  a  substantial  laurel  crown  for 
the  daring  and  devoted  police,  living  and 
deap. 

LET  DULUTH  DO  LIKEWISE. 

An  action  of  St,  Paul's  chamber  of 
commerce  Monday  is  worthy  of  especial 
note.  The  chamber  resolved,  that— as 
there  are  20,CtOO,«XX)  acres  and  more  of 
first-class  farming  lands  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota  that  have  never  felt  the  plo-^- 
Share,  quite  enough  to  make  homes  for 
a  million  people;  and  at  least  20,(XiO,000 
more  acres  of  timber,  pine,  quarry 
and  mineral  lands  yet  unused 
and  capable  of  furnishing  homes  and 
profitable  employment  for  at  least  an- 
other 1,000,CKX)  people— it  use  its  every 
endeavor  to  secure  the  establishment  of 
a  well  endowed  state  bureau  of  immi- 
gration to  place  before  the  world  the 
greatness  and  multiplicity  of  our  natural 
resources  and  opportunities,  the  remark- 
able advantages  of  our  location  and  cli- 
mate and  thus  attract  hither  multitudes 
of  intelligent  citizens. 

It  has  been  a  foolish  policy  on  the  part 
of  the  state  to  suspend  the  efforts  to 
secure  population,  and  the  statement  of 
the  chamber  that  there  are  over  20,00(>,- 
000  acres  of  first-class  unoccupied  farm- 
ing land  in  the  state  ought  to  awaken 
the  legislature  to  the  importance  of 
taking  some  measures  for  further  de- 
velopment. 

The  chamber  should,  and  undoubted- 
ly will,  follow  up  the  movement  by  se- 
curing an  adjustment  of  the  railroad 
land  grants  in  the  state,  so  that  the 
people  can  know  just  what  land  is  and 
what  is  not  open  for  settlement 
on  other  accounts.  A  number 
of  the  land  grant  railroads 
have  only  partially  selected  the 
grants  which  have  been  given  them,  and 
it  is  important,  if  we  are  to  have  a  sys- 
tematic movement  for  immigration, 
that  they  should  conclude  their 
selections.  It  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  o^er  attractions  for  immigrants 
unless  this  was  done. 

Millions  of  these  acres  of  farming 
lands,  and  nearly  all  the  20,000,000  acres 
of  pine,  timber,  minerals  and  quarries, 
are  in  the  territory  directlv  tributary  to 
Duluth.  Let  our  own  chamber  of  com- 
merce follow  the  lead  of  the  St.  Paul 
concern,  which  in  this  matter  does  not 
deserve  its  reputation  for  inanimation. 


bankruptcy,  destroy  our  national  credit, 
and  involve  the  country  in  financial 
chaos.  In  view  of  these  plain  facts,  we 
think  we  are  safe  in  predicting  that  the 
Hon.  Kittle  Halvorsen  will  not  swing 
congress  over  his  shoulder  into  his  rat 
pit. 

The  national  bank-note  bill  introduced 
by  Representative  Walker,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, provides  for  the  issue  by  na- 
tional banks  of  currency  notes  based  on 
the  coin  and  coin  certificates  in  their 
reserves,  flif^rovides  further  that  an 
equal  amount  of  circulating  notes  may 
be  bought  of  the  government  with  "law- 
ful money."  The  government  is  to  use 
\M)  i)er  cent  of  the  money  thus  received 
in  exchange  for  notes  in  redeeming  and 
destroying  the  old  issue  of  treasury 
notes.  The  objects  of  the  bill  are  to  get 
rid  of  the  forced  loan  of  the  war  era,  and 
to  throw  the  business  of  issuing  paper 
currency  into  the  banks.  When  the  old 
notes  have  been  so  reduced  that  only 
81C>0,000,CX)0  remain  outstanding,  the 
81CX),000,000  in  gold  now  held  in  the 
treasury  under  the  resumption  act,  as  a 
fund  for  the  redemjition  of  these  notes, 
shall  be  appliod  for  that  purpose  and 
the  forced  loan  be  wiped  out.  The 
measure  is  undoubtedly  worth  consider- 
ing as  the  offering  of  one  of  the  ablest 
financiers  in  congress,  made  up,  as  it 
unquestionably  was,  in  conference  with 
some  of  the  most  judicious  financiers  in 
the  country.

FROM  THE    PEOPLE. 
The  Annexation  Question. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Believing  that  we  at  Oneota  should  be 
heard  on  the  pending  discussion  relative 
to  the  proposed  new  city  of  West  Duluth, 
notwithstanding  that  the  citizens'  com- 
mittee against  our  united  protest  pro- 
pose to  utterly  ignore  our  rights,  we 
come  asking  to  be  heard.  Because  we 
believe  we  have  the  intetrets  of  the 
whole  shore  at  heart,  and  because  we  oc- 
cupy that  central  position  which  of  a 
necessity  must  be  occ  ipied  by  commerce, 
if  we  intend  to  build  upon  this  t^ide  of 
the  bay  that  great  city  to  which  our 
natural  position  entitles  us. 

Four  years  ago  we  met  the  Duluth 
council  and  urged  them  to  occupy  this 
territory.  Two  years  ago  we  appealed 
to  the  state  legislature.  Each  time  we 
were  defeated.  Not  by  the  council,  for 
they  recommended  our  measure;  not 
by  the  legislature  for  they  passed  our 
bill;  not  by  the  citizens  of  West  Duluth, 
nor  so  much  by  the  citizens  of  Duluth 
but  rather  by  those  who  tell  you  that 
the  time  has  not  yet  come  to  consolidate 
our  interests. 

As  for  us  at  Oneota,  we  are  ready  to 
shoulder  that  debt  which  has  been 
fastened  upon  us  by  the  embryo  city  of 
West  Duluth  while  we  are  able  yet  to 
stand  under  the  load,  and  join  our  for- 
tunes with  the  great  city  which  is  to  be. 
While  we  do  not  believe  the  people  who 
are  agitating  this  scheme  of  new  munic- 
ipal organizations  are  intentionally 
blocking  the  wheels  of  progress  for  self- 
ish ends,  neither  do  we  believe  that  they 
are  actuatetl  by  the  patriotic  motives 
they  profess.  The  expectation  of  office, 
<he  greed  of  gain  in  the  division  of  city

The  only  question 
which  remains  unanswered  is  whether 
we  will  follow  the  example  of  unfortu- 
nate Ireland,  and  by  division  drift  far 
ther  and  farther  from  the  goal  to  wl  ich 
all  admit  we  must  finally  attain;  or  to 
adopt  at  once  that  vigorous  united  pol- 
icy which  will  command  respect  at 
home  and  abroad. 

Superior,  by  adopting  that  Bis- 
marckian  policy  of  consolidation  is  fast 
forging  to  the  front.  Shall  .we  here 
bend  our  energies  to  the  building  up  of 
one  great  city,  of  which  to  b^  a  citizen 
will  be  an  honor  at  home  and  abroad,  or 
shall  we  by  catering  to  the  selfish  mo- 
tives of  fancied  interests  divide  into 
three  t  or  more  insignificant  villages 
whom  none  will  respect.

A  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Press  shows,  in  a  forcible  way,  the  ab- 
surdity of  the  sub-treasury  scheme  de- 
manded by  the  Farmers  alliance.

In    Re  the  Wut«r. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

I  read  in  my  Evening  Herald  an  item 
"The  Latest  Fish  Net."  Now  ^Manager 
Craig  may  laugh  at  that  story  as  being 
absurd  all  he  wants  to,  but  this  fact  re- 
mains: That  the  water  the  people  are 
using  is  the  prime  cause  of  sickness.  If 
such  was  not  the  case  why  do  the  doc- 
tors say  that  the  safest  thing  to  do  would 
be  to  boil  the  water.  I  wish  I  could 
awaken  the  press,  pulpit  and  public.  I 
have  passed  through  all  that  before.  I 
arrived  in  Chicago  in  1848.  I  think  it 
was  in  1849  that  a  water  company  under 
the  name  of  the  Hydraulic  Water  com- 
pany was  started,  their  intake  pipe  was 
laid  out  from  the  shore  about  500  yards 
to  a  crib.  In  the  years  of  'oO,  '51  and  '52 
typhoid  fever  was  very  bad  there.  When 
the  cholera  broke  out  in  1853  the  people 
died  at  the  rate  of  1000  to  1800  a  week.  I 
was  at  that  time  a  news-gathei  er  on 
one  of  the  daily  papers.  In  other  cities 
the  reservoir  is  built  on  top 
of  the  highest  point  attainable. 
Any  one  can  see  the  objects  to  be  at- 
tained in  doing  so.  Some  cities  can  not 
have  reservoirs,  but  they  have  pumps. 
No  city  should  let  the  control  of  the 
water  supply  go  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
city.  Every  citizen  knows  that  no  water 
company  could  float  bonds  to  give  to 
Duluth  such  a  water  system  as  her 
growth  demands,  and  it  would  matter 
but  little  how  much  malarial  or  other 
fevers  their  water  would  breed  so  long 
as  they  could  declare  dividends  on 
watered  stock.  When  the  newspapers 
take  up  the  cudgel  possibly  they  will 
strike  some  of  our  wise  city  fathers  on 
the  back  and  awaken  them  to  a  sense  of 
their  duty  and  make  them  get  hold  of 
the  water  works  and  run  it  themselves 
and  so  give  us  a  pure  water  supply.

Destitution  In  Dakota. 

To  the  editor  of  The  Herald: 

Having  lately  returned  from  North 
Dakota,  where  1  was  some  two  months 
in  the  drouth  striken  districts,  I  can 
give  some  idea  of  the  destitution  there. 
The  dry  weather  affected  the  whole  Red 
River  valley  some,  but  it  is  west  of 
Grand  Forks  where  it  dried  every  thing 
up.  This  is  the  second  year  of  failures, 
and  as  the  people  are  mostly  new  set- 
tlers it  is  a  serious  matter  to  them.  They 
are  despondent  and  have  good  reason  to 
be;  should  Hansbrough's  seed  bill  pass 
congress  so  that  they  may  get  seed  for 
another  >ear  it  will  help  them  out,  if 
not  there  will  be  such  an  emigration  as 
there  was  immigration.  I  traveled 
mostly  in  Nelson  county,  it  is  the  gener- 
al opinion  of  all  the  large  amount  of 
water  that  fell  this  fall,  and  is  now  held 
in  the  ground,  will  assure  a  good  crop 
next  year,  but  few  have  the  seed  to  put 
in.  Another  drawback  is  the  gopher,  in 
dry  weather  they  will  break  down  the 
green  wheat  to  suck  the  juice  from  the 
stem,  and  I  have  seen  whole  fields  de- 
stroyed by  them.  They  are  now  as 
thick  as  before  the  bounty.  J.  W.

Revenue  Tax  Reduced.

J.  H.  Nordby,  United  States  deputy 
reTenue  collector,  is  sending  out  totlay 
the  necessary  blanks  to  be  tilled  by  the 
various  tobacco  dealers  of  his  district  so 
as  to  take  adrantage  ot  the  bill  passed 
Dec.  15,  1800,  giving  all  tobacco  dealers 
the  right  to  recover  the  difference  in  the 
amount  of  internal  revenue  levied  under 
the  old  tariflF  law  and  the  McKinley  law. 

The  tobacco  dealers  are  only  entitled 

to  recover  on  all  tobacco  and  snuff  in 
original  and  unbroken  stamped  factory 
packages,  provided  that  the  difference 
m  the  tax  under  the  two  regimes  will 
amount  to  upwards  of  $5  and  provided 
the  necessary  blanks  are  returned  with- 
in sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  the 
bill. 

The  claimant  makes  an  affidavit  sub- 
stantiated by  two  witnesses.  The  dep- 
uty collector  makes  an  affidavit  as  to  the 
reliability  of  the  witnesses  and  the  col- 
lector certifies  the  claim  on  to  Washing- 
ton and  the  tobacco  man  in  due  time 
gets  his  rebate.  The  reduction  under 
the  new  regime,  according  to  Mr.  Nord- 
by, is  two  cents  per  pound. 

BRACE  WEARS  BLACK. 

A  Sheriff'  Down  In  York  8tat«  S«lxeH  Some 
of  His  Stock. 

Our  townsman  E.  R.  Brace,  has  just 
got  into  a  legal  complication  down  at 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  in  purchasing  stock  in  the 
Eureka  Mower  works.  This  mower 
works  was  formerly  locatetl  at  Towanda, 
Pa.,  but  was  transferred  to  Utica  in  con- 
sideration of  a  bonus  and  the  good  peo- 
ple of  Towanda  laid  the  flattering  unc- 
tion to  their  souls  that  they  received  $50,- 
000  worth  of  stock  for  being  robbed  of 
their  valuable  plant. 

The  concern  proved  a  white  elephant 
at  Utica  and  it  was  found  that  the  good 
people  of  Towanda  had  misrepresented 
the  value  of  the  plant  and  suit  was 
brought  against  the  stockholders  of  that 
place  for  damages  and  a  judgment  se- 
cured for  $5^1,206.72.  The  Utica  people 
have  been  endeavoring  to  levy  on  the 
150,000  worth  of  stock  held  by  the  To- 
wanda people.  A  Utica  paper  prints  the 
following  regarding  the  matter: 

Yesterday  there  was  a  sudden  and  unex- 
pectetl  developiueiit  in  the  caee  P.  D.  Matliews 
visited  the  office  of  H.  J.  Cookinham,  attorney 
for  the  Utica  company,  and  stated  that  the 
certiticates  had  been  purchased  by  Elisha  K. 
Urace,  of  Duluth,  Slinn.,  and  that  he  (Mr. 
Mathews)  should  demand  that  the  stock  be 
transferred  to  Mr.  Ilrace  and  a  new  c»>rtiflcate 
issued.  It  was  fuif^rested  that  Mr.  Mathews 
should  pre.*ent  the  certiticates  at  the  oflice  of 
the  conipauy,  and  this  Mr.  Mathews  concluded 
he  would  do. 

The  Utica  people  had  the  deputy 
sheriff  waiting  in  concealment  when  Mr. 
Mathews  presented  the  stock  and 
pounced  upon  it.  After  a  sharp  scuttle 
the  minion  of  the  law  secured  the  stock, 
and  Mr.  Brace  and  others  now  wear 
mourning. 

A  visit  to  Mr.  Brace's  office  here  this 
morning  demonstrated  that  the  facts  as 
stated  are  true,  although  Mr.  Brace  is 
not  at  present  in  the  city.  The  clerks  in 
the  office  state  that  the  statements  are 
substantially  correct,  but  that  the  seiz- 
ure by  the  sheriff  was  made  illegally, 
and  that  action  will  be  at  once  taken  to 
recover  the  stock.

HOLIDAY    BUSINESS. 

The  Powtottlce  Far  l^xceeds    Any  Previous 
Year,  KHpeclally  in  Money. 

Postmaster  Howard  reports  that  the 
pressure  of  work  at  the  postoffice  result- 
ing in  the  increase  in  quality  and  bulk 
of  mail  matter  which  is  one  of  the  usual 
features  of  the  holiday  season  has  been 
largely  in  excess  of  that  experienced  in 
former  years,  and  this,  notwithstanding 
the  decadence  of  the  custom  of  sending 
Christmas  cards  my  mail. 

The  holiday  money  order  and  regis- 
tered letter  business  has  this  year 
showed  a  marked  increase.  The  market 
for  postage  stamps,  postal  cards  and  en- 
velopes also  showed  the  influence  of  the 
festive  season — the  sales  on  the  22d 
amounting  to  $400— of  which,  $265 — was 
for  two-cent  stamps,  a  total  of  13,250 
two-cent  stamps  alone.

its  mission  on    earth. 

Dublin  correspondence  states  that 
the  coming  papal  consistory  is 
k)oked  forward  to  with  great 
intert-st  in  Ireland,  as  it  is  believed 
that  the  pope  will  at  length  promote 
Archbishop  Walsh  to  the  dignity  of 
cardinal.

Mr.  Sexsmith  of  Philadelphia  has  just 
gone  to  Port  Arthur  in  connection  with 
his  purchase  of  the  Ogema  Silver  Land 
property  in  the  Black  Bay  country  from 
Oapt.  McEachern  of  Duluth  and  Mr. 
Dickenson.  The  latter  has  also  gone  to 
Port  Arthur.  It  is  understood  that  de- 
velopment work  will  commence  at  once 
and  that  as  soon  as  the  output  warrants 
it,  a  smelter  will  be  erected.  This  is  the 
Tery  ore  that  is  needed  in  silver  smelt 
ing  for  a  flux. 

H.  S.  Benjamin,  formerly  of  Moore  & 
Benjamin,  the  great  mining  operators  in 
the  Gogebic  range,  returned  yesterday 
from  a  trii>  to  the  Mailman  mine.  He 
left  for  Milwaukee  last  night.  He  was 
very  much  pleased  with  the  outlook  in 
the  Mes.ibi  range,  and  was  marked  in 
his  praises  of  the  Mailman  mine,  which 
he  examined. 

There  will  be  considerable  activity 
next  season  in  and  about  the  gold  and 
silver  fields  of  Rat  Portage.  A  party 
from  Bessemer,  Mich.,  has  secured  a 
ten-years'  lease  of  a  tract  seven  milee 
from  Rat  Portage,  on  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  and  will,  it  is  claimed,  do  active 
work  in  the  spring.  Mr.  Carlson,  county 
clerk  of  Gogebic  county,  says  that  sev- 
eral assays  of  the  quartz  have  been  made, 
the  lowest  showing  $14  per  ton,  the  others 
ranging  from  that  to  $600. 

It  is  understood  that  stockholders  of 
the  Badger  Silver  Mining  company  has 
received  advices  to  the  effect  that  nego- 
tiations for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
are  being  made  with  an  English  syndi- 
cate, in  which  an  offer  of  $600,000  was 
made  for  the  mine,  two-thirds  to  be  paid 
in  cash  and  one-third  in  stock  of  the 
new  company.  This  is  on  a  basis  of  $12 
per  share  for  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  which  is  capitalized  for  only 
50,000  shares.  The  consumation  of  this 
deal,  it  is  said,  will  depend  upon  the 
stockholders  before  whom  the  proposi- 
tion is  laid.  English  experts  are  said 
to  have  already  made  an  examination 
of  the  property,  and  it  was  on  their  re- 
port that  the  deal,  contemplated  some 
time  ago,  was  reopened.  It  is  hardly 
probable  however,  that  the  deal  will  be 
carried  out  in  the  present  stateof  the 
English   money    market.

— Jesse  Ben- 
ton Fremont,  widow  of  the  late  Gen. 
John  C.  Fremont,  will  receive  a  Christ- 
mas gift  tomorrow  morning  in  the  form 

of  the  pretty  cottage  in  which  she  has 
for  so  many  years  resided.  It  will  be 
the  gift  of  the  women  of  California  who 
sympathize  with  her  in  her  widowhood, 
and  who  desire  to  place  her  beyond  the 
danger  of  want.

Camp  nkar  Battlf.  Ckkek,  S.  D.,  Dec. 
2t). — The  situation  here  remains  practi- 
cally unchanged.  The  weather  is  cold 
and  the  rivers  are  frozen  solid. 

A  company  of  Cheyenne  scouts  is  en- 
camped at  the  mouth  of  Battle  creek. 
Two  attempts  were  made  yesterday  by 
the  hostiles,  who  number  about  eighty, 
to  break  into  their  camps.  The  first 
attack  was  made  by  only  a  few  of  the 
Indians,  who  were  M^ickly  repulsed  with 
a  loss  of  two  killed  and  several  wounded. 
Three  of  the  Cheyenne  Indian  scouts 
were  wounded  and  it  is  thought  that  one 
is  fatally  hurt.  The  second  attack  was 
made  after  dark,  led  by  Kicking  Bear 
himself.  Volley  after  volley  was  Hredon 
both  sides,  and  a  desultory  fire  was  kept 
up  by  both  parties  for  an  hour  or  more. 
It  is  not  known  how  many  of  the  hos- 
tiles were  killed,  but  'judging  from  the 
reports  of  one  of  the  scouts,  there  must 
have  been  several  killed,  as  he  says  he 
heard  several  shout  out  in  the  Sioux 
lanj,'uage  thatlhey  were  hit. 

Troops  were    sent  to    the  scene  at   an 
early  hour  yesterday  mornin?  and  report 
everything  quiet  and  no  hostiles  in  sight. 
Pine  Ridge  Agency.— Part  of  the  peace 
party  is   in   and   the  rest  was  expected 
late  last  night.    The  warriors  send  back 
insulting    messages    and    ask  no  peace 
dressing    to     their    Christmas     turkey. 
They  are  sa-d  to  be  frantic  and  ready  to 
die.      Little  Wound  is  said  to  be  threat- 
ening to  go  back  to  the  fie-'d. 

Chicago.— A  special  from  Pine  Ridge, 
S.  D.,  says:  The  peace  party  failed,  as 
was  predicted.  Five  of  the  friendlies 
are  in  and  report  that  the  rest  are  on 
their  way  in.  The  enemy  is  described  as 
crazy,  wild  and  wholly  unmanageable. 
None  have  come  over  from  the  fighters. 
It  is  now  believed  that  the  Seventh 
regiment  will  start  into  the  field  at  once 
to  subdue  these  warriors. 

liiipid  City,  S.  D.,— At  6  o'clock  last 
evening  Col.  Sumner  was  still  following 
up  the  Big  Foot  l>and  numbering  about 
;i.'>0  that  escaped  from  their  camp  on 
Cherry  creek  and  heading  southward 
toward  the  Bad  Lands.  Gen.  Carr  who 
was  moving  his  command  to  intercept 
him  has  not  been  heard  from  for  :iG 
hours,  as  he  may  have  intercepted  them 
and  turned  them  toward  the  Cheyenne 
river  agency  or  had  an  engagement  with 
them.  Either  event  would  be  favorable 
but  should  Big  Foe  t  succeed  in  avoid- 
ing either  of  the  commands  and  get  into 
the  Bad  Lands  just  at  time  it  would 
complicate  matters 

Gen.  Miles  now  has  3,000  troops  in 
posit  on  within  forty-eight  hour  march 
on  the  Indum  vidage  in  the  Bad  Lands, 
thus  forcing  a  cc mplete  cordon  of  that 
section. 

Later — A  courier  has  returned  from 
Gen.  Carr's  command  now  at  the  head 
of  Sage  creek,  and  brings  the  informa- 
tion that  Big  Foot's  band  have  succeed- 
ed in  slipping  by  the  troops  sent  out  to 
intercept  them.  They  are  now  with  the 
hostiles  in  the  Bad  Lands. 

Gen.  Scnofield  has  received  a  telegram 
as  follows:  "Col.  Summer  reports  his 
command  at  Big  Foot's  camp,  on  the 
Cheyenne  river;  that  Big  Foot  assured 
him  he  would  do  whatever  he  said  and 
carry  all  his  people  to  Sumner's  camp, 
but  that  he  had  deceived  him,  his  com- 
mand  going  south  in  light  order."  This 
was  most  unfortunate  just  at  this  time 
and  may  turn  the  scale  against  the  efforts 
that  have  been  made  to  avoid  an  Indian 
war.  Up  to  this  time  the  prospects 
looked  favorable,  and  in  one  week  241  of 
the  worst  element  have  been  removed. 


VIROQUA    FIRE. 

The  Town  has    a    Bad    Itlaze  and  a  Close 
Call. 

ViRoguA,  Wis.,  Dee.  26.— The  fire 
originating  in  Lindemanns  building 
swept  away  the  entire  block  of  build- 
ings excepting  the  Tremont  house,  in- 
volving a  loss  of  fully  6150,000,  with  but 
810,000  insurance.  The  losses  are:  A.  F. 
Linc'emann,  2story  building  and  two 
warehouses,  gTo.OOO,  no  insurance; 
L'nderaann  &,  Rush,  bank,  $10,aX),  in- 
sured; Linden: ann  &  Co.,  wholesale  and 
retail  merchants,  on  stock,  82000,  no  in- 
Sarance;  O.  B.  Wyman,  law  library  and 
office  fixtures,  83*J0O,  insurance  S500;  Dr.  , 
W.  A.  Gott,  library,  etc ,  8800,  no  insur- 
ance; Henry  Connf^r,  2-story  building 
and  stock,  8400,  no  insurance;  postoflice, 
5000,  partially  insured;  C.  C.  Brovvn, 
furniture  dealer,  2-9tory  building  and 
stock,  SG-jOO,  insurance  81500;  Pulver 
Bros.,  foundry  and  wagon  factory,  87<X)0, 
no  insurance;  D.  H.  Pulver,  dwelling, 
$5000,  no  insurance;  Russell  &  Custin, 
billiard  hall  and  fixtures, 84000,  no  insur- 
ance.

Cincinnati  Manufactory  Burned. 
Cincinnati,  Dec.  20.— Early  yesterday 
morning  a  fire  was  discovered  in  the 
Varwig  Manufacturing  company.  The 
loss  is  estimated  at  840,000,  and  insur- 
ance about  88000.  The  entire  plant  was 
destroyed,  but  the  building  is  thought 
to  be  intact. 

MuHic  Store  Scorched. 

Rf.dhank,  X.  J.,  Dec.  20.— The  piano 
and  organ  store  of  Peck  &  Curtis  was 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  813,000  by  fire 
last  night.    The  insurance  is  80000. 


Fine  Theater  Burned. 
Bai.timork,  Dec.  2.5.— Forpaws  theater, 
part  of  the  Masonic  Temple  building 
was  burned  yesterday.  Flames  were 
discovered  about  noon  and  soon  after 
nothing  but  the  walls  of  the  beautiful 
building  were  left  standing.  The  loss  is 
$200,000,  and  the  insurance  is  reported  to 
be  89«>,00O. 

THE  MASONIC  AID. 

Driven  Out  of  Canada  it  May  Revoke   Can- 
adian luHurance. 

Toronto,  Ont.,  Dec.  26.— There  is 
much  excitement  in  Canada  over  the 
affairs  of  the  Northwestern  Masonic  Aid 
association,  whose  headquarters  are  at 
Chicago.  The  organization  has  in  force 
in  Canada  over  82,O0(-),0(X)  of  insurance 
ajaong  Masons.  It  has  been  doing 
purely  a  Masonic  business  in  Canada, 
but  it  is  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Dominion  government  that  the  associa- 
tion was  accepting  non- Masons  as  ris'ijs 
in  the  United  States.  It  was  notified  to 
quit  business  in  Canada  or  put  up  the 
statutory  85,000,000  deposit  at  Ottawa. 

The  latter  it  would  not  do,  so  it  has 
been  peremptorily  ordered  to  withdraw 
from  Canada.  It  is  said  that  after  the 
withdrawal  from  Canada,  the  associa- 
tion can  snap  its  fingers  at  Canadian 
patrons,  who  have  paid  in  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  in  assessments.

THREE  BURNED  TO  DEATH. 


MEN  STAND    TOGETHER. 

The  Unions  of  Britain   Stand  by  the  Scotch 
Strilcerti. 

Edinburgh,  Dec.  26.— At  the  head- 
quarters of  the  striking  railway  em- 
ployes in  this  city  great  satisfaction  is 
expressed  at  the  prompt  and  energetic 
faction  of  the  English  and  Irish  unions 
in  warning  their  men  to  refrain  from  ac- 
cepting employment  on  Scotch  roads 
pending  settlement  of  the  existing  difii- 
culties. 

The  announcement  made  by  speakers 
at  the  various  meetings  which  were  held 
on  recei)tiou  of  the  news,  that  any  at- 
tempt of  English  or  Irish  railway  mana- 
gers to  coerce  men  into  assisting  the 
Scotch  railway  oilcials  would  be  the 
signal  for  strikes  on  the  roads  controlled 
by  such  managers,  was  received  with  ex- 
traordinary  enthusiasm.

Fire. 

RocHK-STKR,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  26.— A  terrible 
conrtiigration  occurred  this  mornirg 
about  5  o'clock  whereby  a  woman  and 
three  children  lost  their  lives. 

The  victims  were  Mrs.  John  Dietrich, 
of  No.  7  Orchard  street,  and  her  three 
children,  Libbie,  aged  6  years;  Jacob, 
aged  3  years,  and  Louisa,  aged  11 
months  How  the  fire  originated  is  a 
mystery. 

Saratoga,  N.  Y.— Mrs.  Ellen  Gibbons, 
aged  80,  was  burned  to  death  at  her 
home  on  Ash  street  early  this  morning. 
It  is  not  known  whether  her  death  was 
accidental  or  self-murder. 

Philadelphia— A  fire  last  evening  in 
the  residence  of  Edward  Penrose,  2106 
( Jratz  avenue,  resulted  in  the  death  of 
his  aged  mother- in:law,  Mrs.  Fitzsim- 
mons,  of  Brooklyn,  who  was  spending 
the  holidays  with  her  daugher  and  the 
almost  total  destruction  of  the  house. 


i  Nkw  York,  Dec.  26.— The  predicted 
snow  storm  arrived  and  this  morning  the 
surface  cars  are  making  poor  work  of  it 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  four  horses  are 
trying  to  do  the  usual  work  of  two. 
Xavigation  on  the  rivers  and  in  the  bay 
is  seriously  interfered  with.  This  storm, 
which  is  promised  to  be  the  worst  since 
the  blizzard  of  March,  1888,  has  been 
giving  the  South  a  test  of  its  quality 
since  early  yesterday  morning. 

At  2  o'clock  this  afternoon  nine  inches 
of  snow  had  fallen  and  there  was  still 
no  tign  of  a  let  up.  In  fact  the  storm 
seems  to  be  gathering  force  everv  hour. 
"We  shall  be  lucky,"  says  the' signal 
oflicer,  "if  we  escape  a  repetition  of  the 
blizzard  of  three  years  ago.  The  storm, 
of  whose  violence  we  are  feeling  the 
mere  beginning,  is  moving  gradually 
northeastward.  Simultaneously  there 
18  a  eecond  storm  whose  center  is  over 
the  lake  regions,  and  whose  movement  is 
toward  the  east;  the  two  storms  may  in- 
tersect." 

Pittsburgh. — Another  big  snow  storm 
is  raging  here.  It  has  l^en  snowing 
steadily  for  eighteen  hours  and  there  are 
no  indications  of  its  cessation.  Between 
12  and  1  o'clock  four  inches  of  enow  fell. 
Trains  are  behind  time  and  street  car 
trafiic  is  suspended. 

Lyndonville,  Vt.— The  thermometer 
registered  40  below  zero  last  night  and 
30'  below  this  morning. 

Louisville,  Ky,— The  sleet  and  snow 
storm  of  yesterday,  which  lasted  until 
midnight,  has  passed  away  and  the 
weather  this  morning  is  bright  and 
clear, 

Wilkesbarre,  Pa. — Snow  began  to  fall 
here  at  midnight  and  at  noon  today  the 
storm  is  still  raging  fiercely  with  drifts 
of  several  feet  in  the  streets.  The  street 
railways  are  all  stopped.  Trains  are  de- 
layed and  business  is  suspended 
throughout  the  Wyoming  valley. 

Washington— The  signal  office  an- 
nounces that  unsettled  weather  will  pre- 
vail with  heavy  snow  storms  from  the 
lake  region  eastward. 

Buffalo— Last  night  was  the  coldest  of 
the  season,  the  thermometer  registering 
10  above  zero.  A  heavy  blizzard  began 
at  an  early  hour  this  morning. 

Newburgh,  N.    Y.— A    severe  blizzard 
started  in  this  morning  accompanied  by 
a  heavy  fall  of  snow. 

Asbury  Park,  N.  J.— A  three-masted 
schooner  is  stranded  off  Deal  Beach.  It 
is  being  driven  further  up  the  beach. 
It  will  probably  be  a  total  wreck. 

Utica,  N.  Y. — A  severe  storm  is  being 
experienced  throughout  the  Mohawk 
valley.  The  weather  is  cold,  the  wind  is 
very  strong  and  snow  is  falling  in  large 
quantities.

Alberquerque,  X.  M.,  Dec.  23.— Yes- 
terday afternoon  Samuel  McCowan,  a 
city  prisoner,  was  stabbed  to  death  by 
James  Mullen,  the  jail  cook.  While  the 
prisoners  were  eating  Christmas  dinner 
McCowan  objected  to  the  cooking,  at 
the  same  time  dashing  a  handul  of  salt 
into  Mullen's  face.  A  tight  ensued,  dur- 
ing which  McCowan  was  stabbed  in  the 
heart  with  a  butcher  knife  in  the  hands 
of  Mullen.

Co.  near  Mount  Pleasant,  The  explo- 
sion set  fire  to  the  hay  and  feed.  The 
flames  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  mine 
which  is  now  burning  with  frightful 
fury.  The  tipple  houses  and  several 
other  buildings  at  the  top  of  the  shaft 
were  also  destroyed.  The  damages  to 
property  will  be  verp  heavy.  Seven 
men  and  a  number  of  mules  were 
burned. 


LIGHT    DOLLARS. 

A  Conspiracy  to   Flood  the  iCountry  With 
Bad  ;Sllver. 

Pittsburgh,  Dec.  26.— A  conspiracy  to 
flood  the  United  States  with  counterfeit 
silver  dollars  has  been  unearthed.  Nine- 
teen persons  are  already  under  arrest 
and  $1(J00  is  in  the  hands  of  the    police. 

The  money  was  brought  from  a  cen- 
tral depot  in  New  York  to  Pittsburgh  by 
a  gang  of  Italians.  It  was  all  in  silver 
dollars  and  it  is  the  best  counterfeit  of 
the  standard  silver  dollar  that  was  ever 
made.  The  coin  is  perfectly  formed  in 
every  detail,  and  its  ring  is  identical 
with  the  good  coin,  the  only  fault  about 
it  being  a  little  lignt  in  weight. 


Maine's  Abandoned  Farms. 

Augusta,  Me.,  Dec.  26. — Labor  Com- 
missioner Matthews  has  completed  the 
compilation  of  abandoned  farm  statistics 
in  the  state.  The  number  of  abandoned 
farms  aggregate  3310;  total  acreage, 
254,523;  valuation  for  taxation,  $1,248,- 
769.  The  assessors  do  not,  as  a  rule, 
give  any  reason  why  these  farms  were 
abandoned.

Properties  in  Sudbury. 


TO  DEVELOP  UNO  MIKE  THE  OHE, 


A  Shipping  Point    to    be    Established 

by  Them  on  Georgian 

Bay. 


In  conversation  with  a  tfentleman  well 
acquainted  with  the  nickel  mining;  prop- 
erties of  the  Sudbury  and  Spanish  river 
districts^,  at  tli'^east  end  of  Lake  Su- 
perior, a  llorald  man  got  a  few  poiiilcrs 
of  great  interest  to  live  public  at  largo. 
Nickel  is  one  of  the  scai^ceet  in  distribu- 
tion of  the  metals,  but  its  usefulness  has 
been  greatly  itiereasing  from  year  to 
year.     Its  latest  use  is    the  manufacture 

of  the  best  qualities  of  steel.  A  small 
per  cent  of  nickel  is  now  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  !?teel,  anil  especially  of 
heavy  ordnance  and  in  the  casting  of  the 
heavy  armor  of  ships  of  war.  The  latest 
bill  passed  by  congress  authorizing  the 
construction  of  battle  ships  provided 
that  nickel  should  be  purchased  for  use 
in  the  construction  of  their  armour. 

These  ever  increasing  usee    of    nickel 
cannot  help  but  multiply  its  value  with 
in    a    short   time    for    the  reason  of  its 
scarcity  in  the  United  Stiite.s.      There  is 
but  one  mining  point  for  nickel    of    any 
importance  at  the  present  time  and  that 
is       in       Pennsylvania.        Nickel       is 
also     found      in        Oregon,     Missouri 
and       Maryland,       but       has        never 
been  worked  in    paying    quantities.     In 
Pennsylvania  there  is  only  2%  per    cent 
of  nickel  in  the  rough    ore.      All    these 
facts  cannot  but  serve  to    calf  attention 
to    the    rich    nickel    deposits    north   of 
parallel  and  adjacent  to    (Georgian    bay. 
Here  are    thousands    of    acres    of    land 
where  gold  platinum,  silver,   iron,    cop- 
per,   and    especially    nickel    abound  in 
rich  quantities.  Xo  one  as  yet  can  safely 
estimate  the  quantities  of  nickel  to    be 
found  here,  but  enough  is  kno'.vn  to  sat- 
isfy any  man  who  takes    the  trouble  to 
investigate  that  this  is  the  richest  nicj^el 
count r>-  in  the  world. 

Several  well  known  Duluth ians  have 
been  interested  in  mining  properties  in 
the  Spanish  river  region  for  some  time. 
Among  them  is  Robert  Forbes  who  has 
been  exploring  and  interesting  capital 
in  the  country  for  the  last  eight  years  or 
more.  Companies  organized  through 
his  work  now  control  thousands  of  acres 
in  the  district.  In  the  last  few  years  so 
steady  has  been  the  demand  for  these 
lands  that  the  Dominion  government 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  l^hat  some 
restrict ian  should  be  placfd  on  the  sale 
of  them,  and  it  is  now  stated  that  the 
land  of  the  Georgian  bay  district  has 
been  taken  otf  the  market  until  some 
scheme  more  profitable  to  the  govern- 
ment has  been'devised.  The  Canadian 
Pacific  railroad  runs  through  the  prop- 
erties of  the  Duluth  companies  so  that 
no  trou^^' vvmII  be  experienced  in  ship- 
ping or-  on  as  they  are  mined.

CHicAt;o,  Dec.  26.  -Tliere  is  now  but 
one  cloud  on  the  horizon  of  the  world's 
fair.  The  speck  on  the  horizon  grows 
out  of  the  action  of  the  coui  mission  in 
authorizing  the  committee  on  foreign 
atfairs  to  expend  .^•20,<XX)  appropriated 
bv  congress  for  work  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. ThH  day  after  that  action  had 
been  taken  the  commission  'clothed 
Director  (Jdneral  Davis  with  power  to 
manage  all  departments,  and  deprived 
the  various  standing  committees  of  all 
their  authority  and  patronage.  The 
committee  on  foreign  atfairs  alone  re- 
tained its  power. 

The  question  has  now  arisen,  shall 
Director  General  Davis  name  the  agents 
who  are  to  expend  this  amount,  or  shall 
the  committee  proceed  without  consult- 
ing the  director  general. 

Secretary  Dickinson  is  awaiting  with 
some  anxiety  the  result  of  the  meeting 
of  the  committee  on  ceremonies.  The 
committee  will  meet  early  in  January 
and  decide  upon  a  program  for  the  ded- 
ication of  the  exposition  buildings  in 
October,  1802.  Mr.  Dickinson  has  suggest- 
ed Ihe  mobilization  of  the  national 
guard.  United  States  army,  and  all  the 
leading  military  bands  as  a  feature  of 
the  ceremonies. 

Many  commissioners  have  expressed 
their  approval  of  the  sug- 
gestion, and  a  large  number  of  indorse- 
ments have  been  received  from  state 
officials  who  are  anxious  for  their  troops 
to  take  part  in  the  exercises.

SOME   FRIENDLY   CRITICISM. 

In  a  recent  personal  letter  to  a  friend 
in  Duluth,  Editor  Edwards  of  the  Fargo 
Argus  writes  as  follows,  sensibly  and 
concisely,  in  regard  to  Duluth's  relations 
with  North  Dakota. 

''North  Dakota  is  the  country    which 
gives  Duluth  its  prestige  and    business. 
It  has  always  struck    me    that    Duluth 
people  and  Duluth  newspapers  did    not 
appreciate  this  and  give    the    state  the 
advertising  which  it  should.    Four  years 
ixgo  I  was  in  Duluth  at  the    opening    of 
the  board  of  trade;  the  walls  were  hung 
with  banners,  describing  all    the    tribu- 
taries, even  to  California,  and    the    Red 
IMver  valley,  whose  wheat    crop    is    the 
basis  of  Duluth's  prosperity    and    busi- 
ness, WHS  entirely  omitted  and  there  was 
but   one    brief    mention    of  North  Da- 
kota. 

"I  have  confidently  believed  for  years 
that  Duluth  was  destined  to  be  the  great 
wholesale  center  of  the  Northwest,  be- 
cause of  its  natural  advantages  and  this 
could  be  hastened  more  by  cultivating  a 
friendly  feeling  between  Duluth  and 
North  Dakota  than  by  overlooking  the 
advantages  of  this  section  of  the  North- 
west." 

Duluth  is  cultivating  the   country    to 
the  West  of  her  but  not  as    she    should, 
and  herein  the  rotund  editor  is  correct. 
That  country  is  destined  to  be  an    enor- 
mous consumer  of  the  products    whole- 
saled      from         Duluth,         and         in 
fact,        it        takes        no       little       of 
them    now.    But    in  many  cases  of  late 
yeara  Duluth's    "cultivation"    of   North 
Dakota    has  been  somewhat  disastrous 
to  the  culivator,  for  North   Dakota   has 
not  been  as  the  Elysian  Helds  to    the  bill 
collector  for  the  past  few    years.    Then, 
too,  the  apparently  studied  neglect  of  a 
system  of  passenger  communication    be- 
tween this  city  and   that  section  along 
the  line  of  the  Northern    Pacific    road 
has  counted  against  the  free  interchange 
of  business.    But  with  good   money  in 
the  Dakotas  and  perhaps,  more  than  all, 
with  decent  rail  communication  such  as 
will  cow  soon  come,  Duluth    and    Da- 
kota will  be   closer    than   ever  to    the 
great  advantage  of  each. 


When  it  comes  to  swinging  up  against 
the  North  the  South  appears  as  solid   as 
of  old,  but    no    American    society    is    a 
piece  of  petrifaction  like  old  China.   The 
lava    is    flowing    under    its    crust,  and 
bursta  out  in  such  gushes  as  the  politi- 
cal wash-ou*.  of  Wade  Hampton,  and  the 
alliance  upheaving.     Its  How  is  frankly 
noted  by  the  New  Orleans    Picayune  in 
its  recent  remark.    "It  is    plain  enough 
that  there  is  growing  up  all  through  the 
South  a  disjwsition  to  put  aside  all   the 
men  and  all  the  memories  of  the  South 
in  the  civil  war.    This  movement  is  con- 
fined, of  course,  to  young    men,    active 
ambitious  and    full    of    energy.      They 
have  become  impatient  of  the  favor  that 
has  long  been  shown  the    war    veterans. 
It  has  repressed  them  and  they    are    re- 
volting.   The  movement  is  progressing 
more  rapidly  than  many    people    think, 
and  already    papers    in    Louisiana    and 
elsewhere  are  taking  it  up  with  favor.  It 
is  likely  to  be  the  fate  of    the  Southern 
soldiers  to  be  the    subjects    of    disfavor 
and  even  opposition  on  the  part  of  their 
own  people." 


The  New  York   World   of    Dec.  11,  is 
given  over  to  a  description  of  the  formal 
opening,  on  the  evening   previous  of  its 
new  home,  the  Pulitzer  building.

DULUTH  TO  THE  WEST. 

The  advance  of  a    movement  charged 
full  of  interest  and   importance  to    Du- 
luth appears  in  The  Herald's  account  to- 
day of  the  meeting  at  Neligh,  Nebraska, 
to  push  the  construction  of   the  Pueblo 
4.t  Duluth  railroad.      The    urgent   need 
and  signal  value  of  this  railway  connec- 
tion are  clearly  brought  out   in  the  ad- 
dress of   General    Manager    Hitchcock. 
To  shippers  of  corn  as  well  as  of    wheat, 
Duluth  is  new  a  focal    point   of   desire. 
The    certain    lowering   of  rates  and  in- 
crease of  demand  imperatively   urge  the 
change  in  direction  of  the  Northwestern 
corn  current  from  Chicago    to    Duluth. 
We  stand  today,  says  Mr.  Hitchcock,  150 
miles  nearer  Duluth  than   Chicago,  and 
reach  water  carriage  at  Duluth  400  miles 
west  of  Chicago.    "Duluth  has  for  two 
years  been  the  largest  wheat  market  in 
the  world,  and  when  proper  connections 
are  secured  it  will  be  the  greatest  corn 
market."    That  is  so,  and  the  connection 
made  by  the    projected    road    with  the 
Denver  and  Rio  Grande    and    Southern 
railway  systems,  is  not  the    least  of  its 
prospective  benefits  to  the  head  of  the 
lakes  and  the  regions   reached   by  the 
extension  of  this  new  arm. 


The  apportionment  bill  is  not  likely  to 
strike  any  snag  in  the  senate,  after  its 
quick  run  through  the  house.  By  general 
consent  it  is  the  least  objectionable  bill 
that  can  be  devised,  and  if  it  had  not 
been  a  republican  measure  there  would 
not   have  been  a  block  of  any  moment 
thrown  in  its  way.      But  it  gives  oi)por- 
tunity   for  some    post-mortem  slaps  at 
the   census,  and    democratic    i)artisans 
can't  let  it  go  by  without  these  vain 
cracks.    It  is  obvious  that  to  our  own 
state,  with  the  legislature  in  session  to 
carry  out  the  redistricting,  any  reason- 
ably fair  apportionment  measure  would 
be  better  than  delay,  and  there  is  no 
pretence  that  the  present  bill  is  not  as 
fair  as  is  practicable.   Other  states  want 
it  as  much  as  our  own,  and  no  state  is 
gravely  opposed  to  it.  It  should  and  will 
go  through  this  session.

Press  apppearod  Monday.  It  contains  a 
comprehensive  write  up  of  Ashland  in- 
dustries, each  fairly  illustrated.

It  is  lacking 
in  news  of  the  chief  industry  of  the 
n  )rth  shore  region— iron  mining.  It  can 
hardly  be  said  to  ba  a  good  advertise- 
ment for  the  principal  lake  shipping 
point  of  iron  ore  for  one  of  the  richest 
mineral  regions  in  the  world.  It  is 
quite  likely  the  fault  of  Two  Harbors 
itself  that  no  better  showing  is  made  in 
a  section  which  ought  to  support  a  good 
weekly  newspaper. 

The  Ely  Iron  Home  under  its  present 
management  is  much  improved.    North- 
ern St.  Louis  county  has  an   enthusias- 
tic and  able  advocate  in  the  Iron   Home. 
The  holiday  number  of  the    Winnipeg 
Free  Press  is  out.    Manitoba  in  general 
and    Winnipeg    in    particular    are  well 
rejiresented  in    its    columns.      Illustra- 
tions of  outlying  towns  and  descriptive 
matter  of  Manitoba  industries,  give    in- 
formation of    our    Northern    neighbors 
that  cannot  easily  be  obtained  elsewhere.

St.  Paul  News:  Horton's  "luck"  seems 
to  have  changed.     On  the    night   after 
the  drowning  of  his  wife  and   supjiosed 
drowning  of  his  child,  he  returned  to  his 
room  quietly  and  slept  soundly,  but  an- 
nounced in  the  morning  that  he  had  had 
"bad  luck,"  his  wife  and  child    having 
been  drowned,     lie  probably  had  a  tran- 
quil sleep  last  night,  unless    the  ghosts 
of  the  departed   disturbed   his    drenins, 
and  can  now  announce  that  he  has  had 
"good  luck."    In  other    words,    though 
sentiment  is  that  he  is  guilty,  the  jury 
acquitted  him  and  he  can   no  longer  be 
imperiled  on  that  charge.    The  case  is 
remarkable.    There  is  scarcely  a  division 
of  sentiment  in   the  public   mind  as  to 
the  man's  guilt,  but  there  was  no  divid- 
ing line.    The  jury  must  either  hang  or 
acquit  him,  and  it  would  not  be  a  safe 
precedent  to  hang  a    man    on    pt)pular 
belief,  instead  of  upon   evidence.    As  a 
consequence  the  verdict   is   to  be  com- 
mended, while  it  is  to  be  regretted   that 
the  prosecution  was  unable  to  make  out 
a  clearer  case.    The  public   will   watch 
the  future  conduct  of  the  late  prisoner 
and  Miss  Van  Wie,  and  the  world  is  not 
large    enough    for  them    to    have    any 
future  relations  without  its  being  known 
in  this  community.    Whatever  of  pun- 
ishment he  may  endure,  it   will  remain 
locked  within  his  own  breast.

Attorney   Billson    Talks 
to     a     Herald 
porter. 
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In  the  United  States  circuit  court  at 
St.  Paul  Jud>?e  KV  K.Nelson  has  made 
an  order  in  the  case  of  Charles  E.  Lo- 
vett,  Frank  R.  Webber,  Charles  A. 
Stewart  and  Hay  T.  Lewis  against 
Frederick  Prentice.  The  defendant  is 
the  man  who  has  long  laid  claim  to  much 
of  the  most  valuable  land  in  Duluth,  in 
that  part  which  is  called  Duluth  proper, 
Ihird  division. 

The  order  made  by  Judge  Nelson  will 
prove  of  interest  to  Duluth  people,  and 
IB  therefore  given  here.  After  receiving 
the  facts  the  court  goes  on  to  say: 

A  plea  in  atiatetuent  is  filed  base<l  upon  the 
stipulation  as  to  the  amount  iu  coutroversy 
aiid  it  IS  iirjfed  that  the  criterion  of  juristlic- 
t^on  Of  t  lie  le  k-ral  cvjurt  Is  to  be  detertiiined  by 
the  value  of  the  particular  lot  owned  by  Lewis 
and  bv  ^\  ebluT  The  eat*.'  is  removed  from  the 
^'  f    'o   tiu     itxuii  luurt  of  tiie  Uniteti 

Tlie!*uit  is  institute*!  to  determine  the  title 
to  the  onMrc  traet  of  land  ami  settle  the  dis- 
pute-! >'f  the  defendant.      Helsacora- 

•"^^o lyjind    i>laiutiffs  have  a  common 

ecHirte  ol  title.  While  the  complainants  re- 
spectively claim  to  own  separate  and  specific 
lots  divided  out  of  the  larjfo  tracts,  and  so  far 
their  interests  may  be  separate  and  distinct, 
yet  the  controversy  is  in  rejrard  to  a  common 
title  iu  which  the  several  complainants  are  col- 
lectively interested,  and  in  which  they  have  a 
community  of  interest.  The  relief  asked  is  to 
establish  the  Gilman  title  and  also  the  rijfht 
ot  each  intiividual  complainant  to  the  specific 
tract  claimed 
.  The  suit  belonwrs  to  tluit  class  where  a  person 

claims  a  rig-bt  a>ralust  a  Kfcat  number  of  indi- 
viduals claiming-  under  the  samcKcneralriifht. 
E«iuity  then  iuterteros  by  oblltfing  the  party 
to  abide  by  the  event  of  a  single  issue,  or  where 
a  numlH>r  of  persons  claiming'  distinct  rights 
in  the  saiBe  subject,  and  there  must  neces- 
sarily be  a  multiplicity  of  suits.  A  bill  is 
filed  to  put  an  end  to  the  controversy  by  a 
Bing-le  suit,  or  ao  better  expressed  l)y  Mr. 
Pomeroy : 

"Where  a  number  of  persons  liave  separate 
and  Individual  claims  and  riirlits  of  action 
against  the  same  party,  but  all  arise  from 
some  common  cause,  are  governed  by  the  same 
leg-al  rules  and  involve  similar  facts,  and  the 
whole  matter  might  be  settled  in  a  single  suit 
brought  by  all  these  persons  uniting  us  oo- 
plaintitfs.  or  one  of  the  persons  suingon  behalf 
of  the  others,  or  even  by  one  person  suing  for 
hiiiisfif  ali>i)t,:\" 

The  complainants  here  have  an  identity  of 
interests,  a  common  tie.  and  the  value  of  the 
matter  in  dispute  is  measured  by  the  value  of 
alt  the  land  rei)re8ented  and  claimed  by  the 
plaintiff,  whose  title  is  denied,  and  npt  by  the 
value  of  the  fCiiarate  lots  of  each.  The  amount 
of  all  the  lots  represented  by  the  comphilnants 
issutlicient  tOKive  the  rufht  of  removal,  and 
the  motion  to  remand  is  denied. 

The  same  order  will  be  entered  in  the 
suit  of  Ellen  D.  Olmsted  et  al  vs.  Freder- 
ick Prentice. 

The  case  was  removetl  first  from  the 
state  courts  tc  the  Tnited  States  circuit 
court  by  the  defendant  contrary  to  the 
wishes  of  the  plaintitTs.  Motion  was 
then  made  by  the  plaintilTs  to  have  the 
case  returced  to  the  state  court  which 
was  refused  by  Judge  Nelson  as  set 
forth  above. 

W.  W.  Billson  attorney  for  the  plaint- 
itfs  in  con ve refit iun  with  a  Herald  re- 
porter this  morning  had  the  fullowing  to 
say  concerning  the  Prentice  cases  and 
this  one  in  particular: 

"As  has  already  been  frequently 
stated,  our  plan  of  proceeding  against 
Mr.  Prentice  has  b<*tMi  to  unite  in  a 
couple  of  actions  ajxainst  him  all  of  the 

Sroperty  holders  wiiu  have  expressed  a 
eaire  to  join  in  the  proceeding. 
"As    to  all    those    persons    in    whose 
property  Prentice  claims  an  interest  ex- 
ceeding 8i't)00  in  value,  he  is  entitled   to 
remove  the  controversy   to  the    United 
States  circuit  court.     For  this  reason    it 
was  deemed  desirable  on  some  accounts 
that  instead  of  having  only  one  action 
against   Prentice  we    should  have  two, 
one  of  which   would  be  in   the    United 
States  circuit  cour  by   all  those  parties 
whose  controversy  with  Prentice  involves 
property  exceeding  -:?"JUO0   iu   value,  the 
other  in  rhe  state  court   by  those  prop- 
erty owners  whose  several   controversies 
with  Prentice  involve  less  than  62000. 

"This  plan  of  proceeding,  however, 
necessarily  raised  the  question  whether 
in  determining  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  circuit  court  over  the 
cases  commenced  in  the  state  court,  the 
amount  in  dispute  depends  upon  the 
value  of  the  separate  interests  of  the 
several  defendants,  or  whether  the  aggre- 
gate value  of  the  interests  of  all  the 
plaintiffs  is  to  Ije  considered  and  is  to 
constitute  the  test* of  jurisdiction. 

It  has  been  our  claim  that  such  an 
action  could  be  removed  to  the  Unitxl 
States  circuit  court  only  as  against  those 
plaintitTs,  whose  separate  interests  in 
controversy  exceeded  the  620lK3  limit. 
Tiie  court,  however,  now  holds  that  in 
dstermining  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  circuit  court,  the  aggre- 
g  ite  interests  of  all  the  plaintiffs  must 
oe  considered. 

The  decision  of  course  has  no  bearing 
whatever  upon  the  merits   of  our  con- 
troversy with  Prentice,   and   is  of  very 
slight  consequence  from   any  point   of 
view.      We  had  thought   it    would   be 
more  satisfactory  to  the  smaller  proper- 
ty holders  and  on  some  accounts   more 
convenient,  to  keep  their  controversies 
in  the  state  court,  but  it  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  practical  importance.    The  feder- 
al courts  have  already  three  times  adju- 
dicated  the     controversy    adversely  to 
Prentice,   while  the  state    courts  have 
never     passed     upon     the      question. 
The    question    just    decided  by    Judge 
Nelson  affects  a  matter  of  practice  which 
must  necessarily  have  been  determin^ 
during  the  course  of  the  litigation. 

"Prentice's  policy  no  doubt  is  to  pro- 
tract the  litigation  upon  every  possible 
pretext,  and  if  we  had  commenced  by 
carrying  into  United  States  circuit 
court,  the  smaller  property  holders,  he 
would,  no  doubt,  have  sought  to  delay 
the  proceeding  by  taking  the  opposite  of 
his  present  position  and  claiming  that 
the  circuit  court  had  no  jurisdiction 
over  the  parties  whose  separate  interests 
were  less  than  $2000  limit." 


TO  TIIE  WEST. 

People    in  Nebraska  Waking  to  the  »ed 
of  H   I>ulutb    Railway  Con- 
nection. 

There  is  good  prospect  that  next  spring 
will  see  the  beginning  of  the  building  of 
the  proposed  Pueblo  Jc   Duluth  railway. 
The  Herald,  in  an   interview  with  J.  \V. 
Pendleton,      of      Denver,      first    called 
attention  to  the  benefits    to  be    derived 
frotn  sueh  a  line.    On  Thursday   last,  at 
Neligh.  Neb.,  a   meeting    was    held,  and 
the  enthusiasm  manifested  over  the  road 
shows  that  the  pe<jple  along  the  line  are 
fully  aware  of  the   importance  of  having 
an  outlet  this  way.     Manv  counties  were 
represented.     D.      Hitchcock,      general 
manager  of  the    road    said:     "Can    the 
Pueblo  cfc  Dulutli  road  be    built?    Kival 
lines   mean    that    no    other    road  shall 
be  built  and  will  do  all  in  their  power  to 
hinder    this    road.     But    are  the  i)eople 
satisfied  with  their  present  facilities  and 
present  rates?     Every  line  of  road  built 
through  this  section  of  country  has  been 
built    with    sole    reference    to  Chicago 
business.    Wherever  a  man  lives   in  Ne- 
braska he  is  at  the  mercy    of    Chicago. 
Our  produce  is  lower  than  in   any  other 
state   because  we  have    no    competing 
markets.     We  need  not   only  competing 
roads     but    competing    markets.     But 
the    fact    is    that*  city    is  getting  rich 
on    our       products       while       we      are 
hardly    getting    pay     for   the    cost    of 
protluction.    Not  a  busheljof  Nebraska 
corn  has  yet   been   inspected  No.  2   in 
that  market.    Last  year  they  got  up  a 
corner  on  No.  2  corn  and  ran  it  up  to  GO 
cents.     Ours  goes  in   as   rejected   which 
is  four  cents  a  bushel  less  than    No.    2. 
But  when  the  consumer  goes    to    that 
city  to  buy  our  cheap  corn  he  can't   find 
it.     It  is  transformed  into  merchantable 
corn.    They  buy  it  at  a  ruinously  low- 
figure  and  so  manipulate  it  as  to  sell  it 
at  a  good  price. 

Duluth  has  for  two  years  been  the 
largest  wheat  market  in  the  world,  and 
when  proper  connectioa  is  secured  it 
will  be  the  greatest  corn  market.  At 
Pueblo  this  road  will  connect  with  the 
Rio  Grande,  the  Mexican  and  proposed 
South  American  systems. 

Resolutions  favoring  the  building  of 
the  line  and  the  issuance  of  county 
bonds  for  its  construction    were  passed. 

"Strobeika." 

The  museum  attracted  large  crowds  of 
ladies  and  children  at  the  special  perfor- 
mances yesterday,  and  each  child  attend- 
ing received  a  Christmas  present  direct 
from  tlie  hands  of  old    Santa  Clans  him- 
self.

St.  Pah-  Dec.  ■J.;.-G.  O.  Shields,  of 
Chicago,  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Chicago  Air  Slup  company,  ia  in  St. 
Paul.  ile  says,  rolative  to  the  experi- 
ment of  aerial  navigatimi  about  to  be 
tried: 

*'\Vt>  know  that  we  have  solved  the 
problem.  We  have  applied  for  patents 
on  twenty-two  distinct  points  and  ex- 
pect to  be  successful  in  obtaining  letters 
on  all.      We  snali  carry  gas  enough  to 

lift  nearly  the  entire  weight  of  the 
vessel,  the  remainder  to  be  lifted  by  a 
system  of  wind  wheels,  or  fans,  working 
horizontally,  and  to  be  propelled  by 
others  working  vertically.  These  wheels 
will  be  driven  by  a  powerful  engine  at 
the  rate  of  llXK)  revolutions  a  minute, 
and  the  lifting  or  ilriving  power  that 
they  will  develop  is  a  matter  that  has 
been  demonstrated  too  often  to  admit  of 
any  doubt." 

"What  rate  of  speed  do  you  expect  to 
make?" 

"That  is  the  only  problem.  We  confi- 
dently believe  the  tirst  vessel  we  build 
will  make  fifty  miles  an  hour,  and  it  may 
make  'JOO  miles.  We  know  that  the  air 
otfers  a  great  deal  of  resistance  to  any 
body  in  motion,  but  we  shall  build  our 
vessel  of  such  a  shape  as  to  incur  the 
least  possible  resistance,  and  by  utiliz- 
ing the  vacuum  and  scaling  principles 
we  may  be  able  to  travel  at  a  rate  of 
speed  that  would  simply  annihilate  dis- 
tance." 

"How  is  it  that  if  these  principles  were 
known  so  long  a^o  they  have  not  been 
utilized  more  generally?" 

"Why  did  not  Franklin  lay  an  Atlantic 
cable  and  striug  a  telephone  wire  from 
Philadelphia  to  New  York?  W^hy  did  not 
Fulton  build  an  ocean  greyhound  or  a 
submarine  torpedo  boat.  Why  did 
not  Stephenson  build  a  locomo- 
tive that  would  haul  fourteen  coaches 
tifty  miles  an  hour?  These 
are  all  matters  of  evolution,  and  it  re- 
mained for  the  Yankee  of  the  last  half 
of  the  19th  century  to  overcome  the  ob- 
stacles on  which  his  father  and  fore- 
fathers stumbled.  Yes,  we  have  done 
all  the  other  wild,  impossible  things  but 
navigate  the  air,  and  we  shall  do  that 
just  iyo  sure  as  Xew  Years  shall  come 
next  Thursday.  You  may  expect  to  be 
assigned  to  go  to  Chicago  and  accom- 
pany an  air  ship  on  her  first  trip  to

"Many  persons  ask  us  if  the  air  ship 
will  not  be  on  extiibition  at  the  world's 
fair.  Why,  bk^ss  your  souls,  we'll  have 
"20  of  tht-iii  running  before  the  opening 
of  the  fair.  We  shall  convey  people 
to  the  fair  from  all  parts  of  the  conti- 
nent, poosibly  fron*  Europe." 

The  ship  is  constructed  almost  entire- 
ly of  aluminum,  a  very  light  and  strong 
metal. 


NO    COLLEGE    THERE. 

Will  Opp**"*'"  "»♦'    Krectlon  of   Any    Public 
Iii<<litutiou. 

New  York,    Dec.    26. — The    court    is 

likely      to      be      invoked      to    prevent 

the     Christian      Brothers,     an     order 

of  the    Roman    catholic    church,    from 

erecting  at    Irviugton-on-the-Hudson    a 
rew  Manhattan  college  at  a    cost  of  Sl,- 
000,000,  which  is  intended    to  accommo 
date  100<>  scholars. 

Some  time  ago  the  order,  through  its 
trustees,  purchased  sixty-five  acres  of 
ground  in  the  aristocratic  neighborhood 
before  mentioned,  and  inclose  proximity 
to  the  palatial  residences  of  .Jay  Gould 
and  Cyrus  W\  Field.  It  happened,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  deed  to  part  of  the 
property,  Mr.  Astor,  the  former  owner, 
bound  himself  not  to  establish,  or  suffer 
to  be  erected,  any  livery  stable,  theater, 
railroad  depot,  opera  house,  or  other 
■public  institution.  This  provision  was 
made  simply  because  Irvington  has  the 
reputation  of  beiug  a  very  quiet  place, 
and  is  considereil  a  very  desirable  resi- 
dence district. 

According  to  the  Christian  Brothers, 
they  were  not  aware,  at  the  time  of  the 
purchase,  of  this  restriction.  But  it  is 
given  out  that  the  college  shall  not  go 
up  and  a  big  lawsuit  over  the  matter  is 
inevitable. 

Mr.  Field  ^ays  that  he  is  not  actuated 
by  bigoted  motives  and  that  he  would 
oppose  the  erection  of  a  protestant  col- 
lege just  as  quickly  as  that  of  a  catholic. 
Attorneys  for  the  order  say  that  if  they 
are  beaten  they  will  still  have  twenty 
acres  of  unrestricted  property  upon 
which  to  ereot  a  structure,  and  that 
they  are  fully  determined  to  have  a  col- 
lege at  Irvington  and  nowhere  else.

A  Geriuan    Musician  to   be  Tried  for  De- 
sertion. 

New  York,  Dec.  2G.— Charles  Bern- 
hardt spent  his  Christmas  loaded  down 
with  chains  in  the  pribon  ward  of  the 
United  States  war  ship  Chicago  on  a 
diet  of  bread  water.  Bernhardt'e  case  is 
an  unfortunate  one.  He  is  a  young 
German  ignorant  of  the  English  lan- 
guage. A  year  ago  last  July  he  enlisted 
for  the  outward  cruise  of  the  Chicago  as 
a  first  class  musician. 

When  the  Chicago  returned  to  New 
York  in  October,  Bernhardt  lost  no  time 
in  getting  ashore.  His  .  whereabouts 
were  soon  discovered,  he  'was  arrested, 
brought  back  to  New  York,  and  placed 
on  shipboard.  Some  of  his  countrymen 
who  took  an  interest  in  his  case  pro(iu red 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  there  have 
been  already  three  hearings  before 
United  States  District  Judge  Benedict. 
Should  the  decision  of  the  court  be  un- 
favorable to  him  he  will  be  tried  by  a 
court  martial  for  desertion. 

Saw  telle  Guilty. 

Dover,  N.  H.,  Dec.  26.— At  8  o'clock 
last  evening  Sawtelle  was  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  was 
sentenced  to  be  hanged  the  first  Tues- 
day in  January  1891.

With  unOHUiiil. 

Hinckley,  Minn.,  Dec.  2().— Yesterday 
three  of  the  Kane  boys  visited  a  place 
here  having  gone  there  from  their  camp 
in  the  lumber  regions,  and  at  once  pro- 
ceeded to  get  intoxicated.  Becoming 
troublesome  they  were  placed  under  ar- 
rest by  Marshal  Booth.  Two  of  them 
resisted  arrest  and  set  upon  the  officer, 
trying  to  escape  and  also  to  punish  him 
for  the  arrest.  He  shot  both  through 
the  head,  one  dying  instantly,  the  other 
lingering  a  few  hour-  and  then  dying. 

The  surviving  one  was  placed  in  jail. 
They  were  single  men  and  hail  from 
Hastings,  Minn.  Their  bodies  lay  in  the 
hospital  awaiting  the  result  of  the  coro 
ner's  inquest.  Marshal  Booth  gave  him- 
self up  to  Sheriff  MaeLaughlin.

Guy  Henry  is  leading 
the  famous  negro  troopers  of  the  Ninth 
Cavalry.  Capt.  Taylor's  Indian  scouts, 
led  by  the  famous  guard  went  in  ad- 
vance. The  Indian  contingent  is  made 
up  aluiost  exclusively  of  Sioux.  Many 
of  Buffalo  Bill's  performers    are    in   the 

squad. 

The  order  for  the  Ninth  to  march 
came  unexpectedly,  but  within  an  hour 
the  command  was  on  the  way  to  the  Bad 
Lands.  One  hundred  pack  mules  and 
mules  with  Ilotchkiss  guns  followed  the 
troopers.  The  trail  leading  to  the  Bad 
Lands  is  well  beaten  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  cavalry  last  night  was  within 
two  hours'  march  of  the  Indiacs,  When 
the  blow  is  struck  it  will  come  at  day- 
break, unless  the  Sioux  should  assault 
before,  which  is  not  likely.  In  the  mean- 
time other  troops  are  slowly  tightening 
the  cordon  around  the  redskins.  Unless 
Kicking  Bear,  Short  Bull,  Iron  Uawk, 
and  the  rest  of  the  chiefs  surrender  at 
the  command  of  Col.  Henry,  hostilities 
will  begin. 

Gen.  Miles  was  heard  to  say  in  Rapid 
City  today  that  he  was  tired  of  fooling 
with  these  Indians,  and  thought  that  the 
beet  thiug  to  be  done  was  to  attack  them 
without  any  further  delay. 

Indians  are  still  carrying  on    depreda- 
tions as  usual,  and   are    growing  much 
bolder.    A  half   breed    who    came    into 
camp  says  that  he  left  Pine  Ridge  agency 
a  few  days  before  the    500    friendly    In- 
dians left  there  for  the  Bad  Lands  to  in- 
duce their  hostile  brethren  to    come  in, 
and  he  declared  the  number    of    friend- 
lies  is  greatly  exaggerated,  and  that  they 
did  not  number  over  150  in  all.    He  says 
he  was  in  one  of  their    tepes    outside  of 
Pine    river    agency    where      a      num- 
ber   of    bucks    were  congregated   and 
that  the  squaws  were  crying  and  sayi.^g 
that  they  would  never  return  and    com- 
menced singing  the  death  dance  around 
them.     He  says  there  are    at   the    least 
calculation    from    500    to    600  warriors 
among  them,  all  well  armed  and   all    de- 
claring that    they    would    fight.    They 
also  told  him  of  a    young    Indian  whom 
they  had  put  to  death  by  torture  a    few 
days  before  because  he  came    to  try  and 
induce  them  to  return  to  the  agency.  He 
also  says  he  entertains  great  fears  as  to 
the  135  friendlies  who  went  out,  as  he  is 
almost  sure  that  the  majority,  if    not  all 
of  them,  will  be  killed. 

Auother  Rival  to  Koch. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Dec.  27. — Dr.  Hen- 
ry, of  Wingate,  Ind.,  has  invented  a 
method  of  curing  consumption.  The 
preparation  used  is  any  of  the  modern 
antiseptic,  disinfectant  or  germicide 
agents  except  toxic  substances.  The 
patient  inhales  through  a  rubber  tube 
the  fumes  of  a  preparation.  In  this  way 
the  germs  may  be  disinfected,  cica- 
trized and  rendered  completely  asceptio.

Will  Ask  an  Increase. 

Dec.  27.— The  engi- 
neers of  the  Cincinnati,  Wabash  and 
Michigan  line  are  preparing  to  wait 
upon  President  Ingalls  of  the  "Big 
Four"  system  with  a  request  for  an 
increase  of  wages  to  the  schedule  paid 
upon  other  parts  of  the  sysiem.  The 
passenger  engineers  are  now  receiving 
2.C  cents  a  mile  and  they  wish  an  ad- 
vance to  3.5  cents  with  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  wages  of  freight  and 
yard  engineers. 

State  Prison  Burning. 

Auburn,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  27,— [8  a.  m.]— 
The  foundry  of  the  prison  is  burning. 
The  flames  are  spreading  and  the  entire 
fire  department  are  within  the  prison 
walls.  At  9  a.  m.  the  fire  in  the  prison 
burned  the  collar  shop,  partially  de- 
stroyed the  broom  shop  and  slightly 
damaged  the  foundry.  The  flames  are 
now  under  control. 

The  prison  fire  is  now  under  control. 
The  slate  shop  was  destroyed,  the  broom 
shop  badly  damaged,  the  storeroom  of 
the  collar  shop  partly  burned  and  the 
chair  shop  slightly  damaged.  No  esti- 
mate of  losses  can  be  given  as  yet,  neither 
is  it  known  how  or  where  the  fire 
started.       

No  Bible  in  Chicago  Schools. 
Chicago,  Dec.  27.— By  a  majority  of 
one  the  Chicago  board  of  education  has 
sat  down  emphatically  upon  the  propo- 
sition that  the  Bible  be  read  in  the  pub 
lie  schools.  The  matter  originated  in  a 
petition  which  was  presented  to  the 
board,  but  the  committee  on  school  man- 
•.gemontof  which  Thomas  Brenan,  finan- 
cial agent  of  Archbishop  Feehan,  is 
chairman,  reported  that  it  was  not  advis- 
able to  grant  the  petition.  The  report 
was  adopted. 


New  York,  Dec.  27. — Frauds  which 
have  robbed  the  government  of  over 
$1,000,000  within  the  past  twelve  months 
have  just  been  brought  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  treasury  officials  and  a 
searching  investigation  is  in  progress. 

The  frauds  have  been  committed  by 
consuls  and  consular  agents  in  Canada 
and  by  the  exporters  of  Can- 
adian goods  to  the  United  States. 
Some  twenty  consuls  out  of  about  seven- 
ty, the  largest  number  stationed  in  the 
province  of  Ontario,  are  implicated  in 
the  charges  which  are  under  investiga 
tion.  The  process  of  the  frauds  have 
consisted  of  illegal  fee.°.  Consular  cer- 
tificates in  blank  signed  by  the  consuls 
and  consular  agents  have  been  sold  for  a 
nominal  sum  for  the  use  of  exporters  in 
making  false  returns  of  the  value  on 
goods  sent  to  the  United  States.  The 
evidence  is  not  complete  as  yet  as  to  the 
percentages  allowed  by  exporters  for  the 
privileges  of  undervaluation,  but  enough 
is  known  to  show  that  a  systematic 
scheme  of  petty  swindling  has  been  car- 
ried on  by  means  of  the  consular  certifi- 
cates. The  law  regulating  fees  author- 
izes consular  agents  who  receive  no 
stated  Salary  to  reserve  from  the  fees  re- 
ceived, a  certain  sum.  The  consuls  also 
receive  a  certain  proportion  of  the  fees 
received  by  the  consular  agents  in  their 
districts. 

A  number  of  the  consuls,  including 
several  whose  names  are  quite  well 
known,  were  quick  to  appreciate  the 
point  that  there  was  more  money  for 
them  in  having  exports  presented  for 
certification  at  the  consular  agencies 
in  the  outlying  towns  than  at  the 
consulate  itself.  They  accordingly  made 
terms  with  the  exporters  by  which  the 
latter,  in  violation  of  law,  carried  goods 
from  right  under  the  nose  of  the  consuls 
before  whom  they  should  have  been  cer- 
tified, to  smaller  towns  where  consular 
agents  were  on  duty.  These  consular 
agents  were  in  the  pool  and  they 
promptly  accepted  the  certificates  which

The  in- 
surance on  the  building  was  $17,000.

Chicago,    Dec.     27.— It     had     been 

thought  that  the  ebb  mark    in    S.    A. 

Kean's  bank  assets  had   been  reached, 

but  the  sum  to  be    distributed  amon^ 

depositors  has  been  further  diminished 
by  upward  of  $100,000. 

It  looks  much  as  if  from  5  to  10  per 
cent  will  be  all  the  creditors  will  receive. 
Of  the  original  figures  of  $270,000  for 
bills  receivable,  $135,000  vanished  early, 
it  being  found  that  large  amounts  of 
Kean's  personal  notes,  accommodation 
paper  of  his  friends  and  worthless  claims 
were  included.  Now  the  expert  account- 
ant says  that  fully  $80,000  consists  of 
protested  notes,  whereby  the  makers  are 
entirely  insolvent.  Many  of  these  notes 
are  long  past  due,  some  of  them  more 
than  a  year. 

In  addition  to  this  $10,000  on  deposit 
at  the  American  Exchange  bank  of 
New  York  has  been  applied  on  Kean's 
paper  held  by  it.  A  Boston  bank  did 
the  same  thing  with  $3,500  in  its  vaults. 

The  criminal  case  against  banker 
Kean  for  receiving  deposits,  knowing 
the  bank  to  be  insolvent,  came  up 
this  morning.  The  justice  continued 
the  case  to  Jan.  3,  as  investigation  in 
the  county  court  is  expected  to  reveal 
matters  of  vital  importance  in  the  crim- 
inal case.

The  Richest  KeKion  In  the  Countrj'— Min- 
nesota, U'iscoDHiu,  Mlchis^an. 
Hon.  George  H.  Ely,  of  Cleveland,  who 
ranks  among  the  leaders  in  the  iron  ore 
interests  of  this  country,  has  prepared  a 
brief  on  the  importance  of  encouraging 
home  production,  from  which  we  take 
some  luteresting^memoranda  relative  to 
the  Lake  Superior  district. 

Mr.  Ely  makes  two  very  important 
points  regarding  the  Northwestern  inter- 
estr,  when  he  says  that  in  these  mines, 
railroads,  docks  and  ships,  through 
which  there  was  produced  6,292,754  tons 
of  a  total  of  14,096,427  tons  of  ore  pro- 
duced in  the  whole  country  during  the 
year  1889,  there  are  investments  of  at 
least  8150,000,000,  and  that  tlie  average 
daily  wages  per  man  the  last  eight  years, 
in  mines  producing  hard  specular  ores, 
is  82.10  ' 

Over  half  last  year's  production  of  pig 
iron  came  from  Lake  Superior  ore,  dis- 
tributed mainly  throughout  Ohio,  Penn- 
sylvania, West  Virginia,  New  \  ork  and 
Illinois.  While  there  are  numerous  im- 
portant sections  of  ore  production,  none 
of  them  compares  with  these  mines  of 
Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota.

Wages  per 
day  for  common  laborers  at  Bilboa,  36  to 
60    cents;    Cleveland,    72    to    84  cents; 
Lake    Superior,    81.60    to    82.      Wages 
per  day  for  boys  and    women    at  Bilboa, 
24  to  36  cents;  Cleveland,  boys  or  women, 
24  to  60  cents;  Lake  Superior,    boys,  81 
to  81.25,  but  no  women  employed.  Wages 
of  miners,  then,  on    Lake    Superior    are 
over    three    and    three-quarters    times 
what  they  are  at  Bilboa  and  more  than 
double   those  in  the  Cleveland  district. 
The  average  metallic    contents  of   Lake 
Superior  ore  is  a  little  more  than  Bilboa, 
but  the  labor  cost  of  a  ton  of  iron  ore  m 
the    Lake    Superior    region,  is  at    least 
eight  or  nine  times  at  Bilboa. 

The  capital  invested  in  mining  is 
planted  on  the  spot,  forever.  There  it 
wastes  and  finally  disappears.  Uncer- 
tainties and  risks  always  attend  one 
mining.  Even  when  large  inveetmenta 
are  made  in  docks,  railroads  and  mining 
plants,  in  a  single  week  the  ore  may  be- 
come so  mixed  with  rock  and  other 
foreign  substances  as  to  be  worthless;  or 
it  may  be  worked  out  and  the  pick  of  the 
miner  strike  a  solid  wall  of  rock. 

There  are  on  the  list  of  Lake  Superior 
region  158  mines.  Only  ninety-four  of 
these  produced  ore  in  1880,  and  sixty- 
four  mines  have  in  the  last  few  years 
been  abandoned.  The  Lake  Superior 
region,  while  the  largest  producer  in  this 
country,  is  the  farthest  removed  of  any 
other  from  the  great  centers  of  manu- 
facture.

BRAD3TREETS  REVIEW. 

Bradstreets  is  noted  for  the  conserva- 
tive character  of  its  weekly  review,  and 
The  Herald  takes  pleasure  in  presenting 
this  week  a  satisfactory  showing  by  that 
agency. 

Today's  issue  of  Bradstreets  in  New- 
York  reports  no  very  material  change  in 
the  state  of  trade  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  week,  except  at  Boston,  where 
there  is  more  activity  in  the  movement 
of  staple  goods.  The  change  in  the 
weather  promises  to  stimulate  the  de- 
mand for  seasonable  fabrics.  Iron  is 
twenty-five  to  fifty  cents  off  on  lighter 
request.  Manufacturers  of  textiles  and 
metals  characterize  trade  settlement  as 
slow.  At  Western  points  live  cattle, 
except  for  prime  beef,  are  weak- 
Wheat  has  been  quieter,  and  quota- 
tions have  gone  off  ;»€  during  the  week. 
The  available  stocks  east  of  the  Rocky 
mountains  increased  last  week  lS9,ltX) 
bushels.  Wheat  and  ttour  exports  from 
bath  coasts  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  this  week  equal  1,431,703  against 
2,171,718  bushels  last  week  and  2,251,031 
bushels  in  the  like  week  of  1889. 

Rates  for  money  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghenies,  except  at  San  Francisco,  where 
funds  are  tight,  are  unchanged,  but 
■with  more  ease  manifest  and  a  dispo- 
sition to  lend  more  freely  to  regular 
customers.  No  trouble  is  anticipated 
in  making  the  necessary-  settlements 
and  disbursements  on  Jan.  1.  Heavy 
receipts  of  gold  for  ten  days  checked 
the  decline  in  foreign  exchange, 
but  rates  tend  downward  again  and 
further  imports  of  gold  are  not  unlikely. 
Bank  clearings  at  fifty-four  cities  for  the 
■week  are  $859,259,053,  a  decrease  from 
this  week  last  year  of  1.5  per  cent.  New 
York  city's  cleErings,  which  constitute 
56.9  per  cent  of  the  grand  toial,  are  less 
than  those  for  the  same  period  last  year 
by  19.6  per  cent,  while  in  fifty-three 
other  cities  the  gain  is  9.10  of  1  per  cent. 
Business  failures  reported  to  Bradstreets 
number  360  in  the  United  States  last 
■week,  against  370  the  week  previous  and 
237  this  week  last  year.  Canada  reports 
25  this  week  against  35  last  week.

The  Greatest  of  all  Plants  to  be  Erected  In 

Southern   California;    Also    One 

in  Wisconsin. 

San  Franclsco,  Cal.,  Dec.  27. — Con- 
tracts have  just  been  signed  between  the 
Oxnard  Beet  Sugar  company  and  Rich- 
ard Gird,  millionaire  of  Chino  Ranch, 
San  Bernardino  county,   for    building  a 

big  sugar  factory  and  refinery,  which 
will  work  500  tons  of  beets  and  turn  out 
over  fifty  tons  of  sugar  daily.  Henry  T. 
Oxnard,  Jwhose  company  will  expend 
81,000»000  for  buildings  and  machinery, 
said  yesterday  that  the  success  of  his 
beet  sugar  factory  at  Grand  Island,  Neb., 
induced  him  to  enter  on  this  work.  He 
added: 

"We  will  begin  on  Monday  to  erect  at 
Chino  one  of  the  largest  and  most  per- 
fectly equipped  beet  sugar  factories  in 
the  United  States.  The  success  of  our 
company  is  a  brilliant  example  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  republican  party  when, 
true  to  its  doctrine  of  protection  of  home 
industries,  it  gave  a  bounty  to  manufac- 
turers of  home  grown  sugar.  The  ma- 
chinery has  been  ordered  from  Cologne, 
Germany,  which  could  not  be  secured  in 
this  country,  but  the  greater  part  of  the 
plant  is  of  American  make.  The  fac- 
tory will  be  ready  for  operation  next  No- 
vember." 

Richard  Gird  is  under  contract  to 
plant  2500  acres  in  sugar  beets  this  sea- 
son and  5000  acres  every  year  thereaf- 
ter. He  will  employ  from  300  to  500 
men  on  his  ranch,  while  the  factory  will 
employ  2500.  The  factory  will  run  half 
of  the  year  as  tests  have  shown  that  the 
land  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  sugar  beet 
culture.  This  is  the  largest  beet  sugar 
enterprise. 

A  Wisconsin  Sugar  Manufactory. 
Kewaunee,  Wis,,  Dec.  27.— A  corpora- 
tion has  been  formed  here  under  the 
title  of  the  Kewaunee  Beet  Sugar  Manu- 
facturing company.  The  capital  stock  is 
$250,000,  of  which,  $91,500  has  already 
been  subscribed.  The  incorporators  are 
well-known  citizens  of  this  place,  and 
the  object  sought  is  explained  in  the 
company's  name.  Already  it  is  known 
that  the  beet  can  be  grown  here,  the 
test  of  the  year  previous  showing  good 
pro  d  uction^^ 

SAVED   AN   ENGINE. 

At  the  Risk  of  His  Own   Life   Ran  a  Loco- 
motive Out. 

The  East  End  Iron  Range  round 
house  was  destroyed  by  fire  early  this 
morning,  entailing  a  loss  of  $3000.  fully 
insured.  It  was  shortly  before  1  o'clock 
that  the  fire  was  discovered  by  one  of 
the  Short  line  engine  crew.  When  seen 
the  fire  was  under  too  much  headway  to 
control,  and  the  building  was  burned  to 
the  ground. 

Engine  No.  30  was  stalled  in  the 
round  house,  and  although  the  building 
was  a  mass  of  flames,  a  fireman  entered 
and  ran  the  badly  scorched  locomotive 
out,  saving  it  from  destruction.  It  was 
a  brave  but  foolhardy  deed,  and  should 
meet  the  thanks  of  tne  company,  as  the 
locomotive  woula  other  wise  have  been  a 
total  loss.

Movement  to  Abolish  Capital  Punish- 
ment  of   Women;    Other 
Foreign  Notes. 


London,  Dec.  27.— Queen  Victoria  did 
not  enjoy  her  baron    of    roast    beef,  the 
big  Christmas  plum  puddiny:,  or    any  of 
the  other  delicacies    that    were    spread 
upon  the  big  table  in  the  dining   hall  of 
Windsor  castle  with  that  gusto  of  appe- 
tite which  is  one  of  her    characteristics. 
It  was  the  ghost  of  Eleanor  Pearsey,  the 
handsome  London  girl,  who  on  Tuesday 
was  hung  that,  according  to  this  source  of 
information  disturbed  tlie    digesticjn  of 
England's  venerable  sovereign. 

The  hanging  of  Mrs.   Pearsey,  in   the 
face  of  the  fact  that   Forbes  Winslow, 
probably  the  greatest  living  authority  on 
nervous  disoruers,  had  declared  after  a 
searching  examination  that  she  was  ut- 
terly irresiionsible    in    a    mental    sense, 
has  aroused  a  storm  of  indignation  and 
is  characterized    in    many    quarters    as 
nothing   less    than    a    judicial    murder. 
It  is  said  of  Sir  Henry  Matthews  that  he 
would  rather  sign  a  ileath  warrant  than 
eat  a  good  dinner,  and    it    is    notorious 
that  under    his    administration    of    the 
home  office  there  has  been    more    hang- 
ings than  during  the  terms  of  his  three 
predecessors.     Even  in   the  case  of  Mrs. 
Maybrick  it  issaid  that  his    ultimatum 
in  favor  of  her  death,  although  overruled 
by  every  nth^r  member  of    the    cabinet, 
was  persisted  in  until  the  queen  declared 
thnt  she  would  not  sanction   the    execu- 
tion ot  the  American  woman.

It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  feeling 
growing  out  of  Mrs.  Pearsey's  hanging 
will  lead  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in 
the  next  session  of  Parliament  abolish- 
ing capital  punishment  so  far  as  women 
are  concerned.

SENATOB      OAUGHERTY      TALKS 


So  Do  Representatives  Boyd   and  Kin- 
ney; Kendall  out  of  the 

City. 


There  perhaps  never  was  a  seeaion  of 
the  legislature  which  ought  to  be  more 
fruitful  in  its  results  to  Duluth  than 
the  one  to  begin  next  January. 

Among  the  questions  which  will 
probably  come  up  at  that  time  of  vital 
importance  to  Duluth  are:  The  taxation 
of  the  iron  properties  on  the  iron  ranges 
according  to  value  and  not  according  to 
output;  the  division  of  St.  Louis  county; 
the  union  or  separation  of  West  Duluth 
and  Lakeside  with  Duluth;  changes  in 
the  city  charter  and  municipal  court 
act;  the  extension  of  the  operation  of 
the  Australian  law  system  to  every 
voting  precinct  in  the  state  and  the 
question  of  submitting  prohibition  and 
local  option  to  the  voters  of  the  state. 

Knowmg  the  general  interest  taken 
in  these  measures  by  the  readers  of  The 
Herald,  it  has  taken  pains  to  ascertain 
the  views  of  our  senator  and  representa- 
tives to  the  state  legislature  on  the  ques- 
tions. In  conversation  with  Hon.  F.  B. 
Daugherty,  a  Herald  reporter  was  able 
to  gam  some  understanding  regarding 
his  views  on  these  subjects  although  in 
the  main  he  was  very  guarded  in  his  ut- 
terances. 

As  regards    the    ore  tax  question,  Mr. 
Daugherty  said: 

"I  am  always  open  to    conviction    and 
am  anxious  to  do  what    is    right    in  the 
matter.     I  am  certainly  in  favor  of  equal 
taxation      in      all      portions       of      the 
county.        No     one      has      said      any- 
thing to  me  as  yet  regarding  legislation. 
It  was  thrown  out  during  the  campaign 
that  I  had  been  pledged  to  certain  mea- 
sures by  the  iron  range    interests.     This 
statement  is    wholly    false.     I    did    not 
want  the  office  and  wrote  to  my    friends 
a  few  days   before    the    primaries    were 
held  that  my  name  was   not  to    be  used 
before  the  convention.     I  was    urged  re- 
peatedly to  accept  and  did  not   make  up 
my    mind    to  allow    my     name    to    be 
used      until      4:30    p.      m.      preceding 
the  evening  on  which  the  primaries  were 
held.     You  can  see  that  in  a  case  of  this 
kind  it  would    not    be    probable  that    I 
should  be    pledged    to    any   faction.    I 
consider  my  duty  is    e<iually    obligatory 
as  regards  the  mterests  of  the  whole  dis- 
trict which  I  represent,  and  not  conrtned 
to   any   section  as    it    i3  natural   for    a 
representative  to  be.     It  will  be  my  duty 
to      consider      reasonable       legislation, 
whether  it  emanates  from    the  needs  of 
the  Minnesota    Iron    company  or    from 
an.'  other  interests  of  my  district. 

"As  regards  the  division  of  the  county, 
I  have  not  heard  as  yet  any  demand  for 
it.  I  do  not  believe  the  Towar  people 
expect  or  want  it.  It  is  time  enough 
when  the  people  find  out  what  they 
want  to  consider  the  question." 

Mr.  Daugherty  expressed  himself 
more  clearly  on  the  question  of  building 
up  one  large  city  on  the  Minnesota  side 
at  the  head  of  the  lake.  He  said:  "So 
far  as  I  can  judge  at  this  time  I  believe 
in  uniting  all  the  small  villages  to  Du- 
luth. There  are  some  things  in  which 
it  would  benefit  them  perhaps  to  be 
separate,  but  on  the  whole  it  would  be 
to  the  advantage  of  all  and  would  give 
Duluth  a  better  standing  abroad  bDth 
as  to  credit  and  as  to  future  growth  if 
all  parts  were  united.  I  have  got  con- 
siderable interests  at  West  Dulutti  my- 
self and  I  would  like  to  see  them  a  part 
of  Duluth.  I  would  like  to  see  one  large 
city  built  up  at  the  head  of  the  lakes, 
and  that  is  what  we  are  all  working  for 
as  nearly  as  I  can  make  out." 

Charter  changes  are  nearer  home  to 
us  than  any  other  legislative  measure 
now  under  consideration.  Mr.  Daugh- 
erty expressed  himsolf  as  satisfied  with 
the  present  charter.  "I  think,"  said  he, 
"that  some  amendments  are  necessary 
but  I  do  not  believe  in  tearing  the  char- 
ter to  pieces  at  every  session  of  the  leg- 
islature. Xo  definite  conclusion  has  yet 
been  reached  as  regards  these  changes 
by  the  city  authorities  themselves  and  I 
cannot  say  what  I  shall  do  until 
these  proposed  changes  are  submitted  to 
the  legislature  for  action." 

The  Australian  system  of  voting  is 
highly  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Daugherty. 
He  said:  "I  think  the  Australian  sys- 
tem of  voting  is  excellent  and  should  be 
extended  to  every  voting  precinct  m  the 
state.  On  prohibition  and  local  option 
our  senator  was  not  prepared  to  commit 
himself.  I  am  not  a  drinking  man  my- 
self, my  views  on  the  question  are  ex- 
tremely liberal  to  all.  I  shall  do,  how- 
ever, what  I  consider  right  in  the  prem 
ises  and  will  give  the  matter  careful  con- 
sideration before  I  act.  In  regard  to  the 
Duluth  &  Winnii)eg  road  I  should  like 
to  say  that  I  consider  it  a  Duluth  insti- 
tution and  one  of  the  greatest  possible 
benefits  to  Duluth.  For  that  reason,  I 
think  that  any  just  and  honorable  step 
towards  assisting  this  road  will  be  for 
the  general  interests  of  my  district." 


for  instance,  the  chief  should  be  on  the 
ground  and  in  case  of  such  an  event  at 
New  Duluth  it  would  be  imposs 
ible  for  him  to  be  on  hand 
and  his  assistant  would  be  no  less  ex- 
pensive than  our  own  chief.  The  terri- 
tory is  entirely  too  large  for  effectual 
service  at  minimum  cost. 

"What  is  true  of  fire  service  is  true  of 
all  other  branches.  Local  organization 
will  give  better  service  than  can  be  ac- 
complished by  a  large  organization  cov- 
ering such  a  long,  narrow  strip  ofcoun- 
try. 

"The  Oneota  people    are    inconsistent 
in  their  statements.     They  tried  as  hard 
as  they  could  two  years  ago  to  secure  a 
city  charter  for  AVest  Duluth,  including 
Oneota,  with  the    objectionable    feature 
that  the  then  existing    government    be 
continued    in    power  for    some  time  be- 
yond the  time  for  which  it    was  elected; 
being  defeated  in  this  they  then  started 
the  scheme  of  annexing  Oneota  to  Du- 
luth.   They  complain  of  excessive    taxa- 
tion and    debt    that  has    been  fastened 
upon  us.;  As  to  taxation,  the  rate  in  West 
Duluth  is  lower  than  in   any    municipal 
corporation  in  the  county.     The  rate    is 
for  West  Duluth,  19.7  cents,   while    Du- 
luth   18    25.9;  Tower    is  21.2;  Ely  is  up 
to      STi.S,       and      Lakeside       is     30.7. 
These    are     figures    from    the    county 
auditor.    The  Herald  stated  that    'they 
also  claim  that  taxes  will  be   lower  out- 
side tlian  in,  but  this  claim  is  not   borne 
out  by  the  county  rolls.'    The  writer    of 
that  evidently   was    prepared    to    make 
statements  without  proof  of  the  facts. 

"Superior's  'Bismarckian  policy'  in  my 
opinion  will  not  be  carried  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  absorb  all  of  its  manufacturing 
suburbs,  especially  so  if  Dulutn  adopts 
that  policy.  They  will  simply  take  the 
wise  course  of  holding  out  to  manufactu- 
rers the  opportunity  of  getting  property 
foi  their  purpose  that  will  not  be  subject 
to  expenses  incidental  to  a  large  city. 
As  to  the  debt  fastened  upon  West  Du- 
luth, well  simply  say  it  is  but  620,000  and 
about  one-half  of  that  is  now  in  the 
treasury',  Oneota  is  naturally  a  part  of 
West  Duluth  and  the  already  small  terri- 
tory of  West  Duluth  should  not  be  re- 
duced." 

"Should  the  county  in  your  opinion  be 
divided?" 

"It  appears  to  me  that  there  is  no  im- 
mediate need  of  dividing  St.  Louis 
county.  Its  population  is  largely  in  the 
present  city  and  villages  with  a  sparse 
population  throughout  the  county,  yet 
there  may  be  some  merit  in  the  proposi- 
tion." 

"What  about  extending  the  Australian 
system  of  voting?" 

"I  am  in  favor  of  extending  it  to  every 
point  where  it  can  be  made  practic- 
able?" 

"What  is  your  position  on  the  liquor 
question?" 

"I  am  a  high  license  man  and  believe 
it  18  the  only  way  to  regulate  the  mat- 
ter; don't  believe  in  local  option  or  pro- 
hibition, for  I  think  the  principle  is 
wrong." 

"What  do  you  think  of  alliance  mat- 
ters?^' 

**Well,  the  alliance  people  have  some 
good  reason  for  their  grievances  but 
make  a  great  mistake  in  taking  them 
into  politics  as  a  party.  The  different 
labor  and  secret  organizations  accom- 
plish much  more  for  themselves  by 
keeping  out  of  politics  than  they  do  by 
a  petty  organization.  To  illustrate:  The 
G.  A.  R.  has  more  influence  twice  over 
than  if  they  had  organized  as  an  inde- 
pendent party." 

"What  position  ao  you  occupy  towards 
railroads?" 

"Just  the  same  as  I  do  to  everybody 
else.  Everyone,  whether  individual  or 
corporation,  should  be  protected  in  all 
their  rights  and  restricted  from  interfer- 
ing with  thoee  of  any  other."

A  QUESTION  OF  WORDS. 

What  is  a  Peruitt  for  Sewer   Connection, 
Anyway? 

The  mayor   and  board   of   works  will 

appear  before  Judge  Ensign  at  2  o'clock 

next  Monday  afternoon   to   answer  the 

charge  that    they    have    not    complied 

with  the  terms  of  an  injunction  issued 
by  the  court  command. ng  them  not  to 
permit  the  connection  of  any  drains  or 
sanitary  sewers  with  the  East  First 
street  sewer  emptying  into  Chester 
brook. 

The  board  of  works  and  city  engineers 
claim  that  they  have  not  permitted  any 
such  connections  and  that  they  hud 
shut  oil"  the  Bailey  residence  connection, 
the  only  complaint  made  in  the  evi- 
dence on  which  the  injunction  was 
issued,  even  prior  to  the  time  that 
the  writ  was  issued.  There  is  consider- 
able doubt  regarding  the  word  "permit" 
used  in  the  writ  which  may  have  a  pres- 
ent or  future  signification  or  it  may 
apply  to  the  technical  term  "sewer  per- 
mit" or  it  may  mean  that  the  city  engi- 
neer or  board  of  works  must  stand  over 
the  sewer  with  a  shot  gun  and  prevent 
any  one  connecting  a  drain  or  sewer 
with  the  brook. 


SLIGHTLY  MIXED. 

City  Will   Not  Release  Bondsmen    In    Or- 
der to  Get  a  Dividend. 

City  olliciais  are  in  somewat  of  a  quan- 
dary as  to  what  it  is  best  to  do  in  the 
matter  of  the  city  finances  and  the  Bell 
&  Eyster    bank.    The    receiver    is   now 

asking  that  the  city  file  releases  regard- 
ing its  deposits  with  the  bank.  The 
city  is  paying  its  bills  on  8  per  cent  in- 
terest bearing  orders,  while  in  reality  the 
bank's  bondsmen  are  responsible  for 
every  dollar  of  the  city's  deposits. 

It  is  not  likely,  if  anything  can  be  de- 
termined from  the  present  tone  of  the 
financial  committee  of  the  councd,  that 
they  will  tile  a  release  in  order  to  get  a 
dividend  because  they  fear  to  release  the 
bondsmen.  The  city  is  paying  8  per 
cent  on  orders,  and  it  is  also  likely  this 
interest  with  will  be  collected  from  the 
Bell  &  Eyster  bondsmen  in  addition  to 
the  money  of  the  city  on  deposit  when 
the  bank  failed. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  council 
steps  will  probably  be  taken  regarding 
the  bondsmen  of  the  bank  and  as  re- 
gards the  matter  of  filing  releases.  The 
city  will  have  to  get  dollar  for  dollar 
from  the  bondsmen  whether  the  rest  of 
the  creditors  of  the  bank  are  paid  in  full 
from  the  bank's  funds  or  not. 

Mr.JMarkell,  the  receiver  of  the  Bell 
&  Eyster  bank,  was  seen  by  a  Herald  re- 
porter. He  said:  "My  attorney  tells  me 
that  no  payment  of  a  dividend  can  ba 
made  to  the  city  more  than  to  an  indi- 
vidual unless  a  release  is  first  filed,  but 
as  to  what  effect  that  may  have 
on  releasing  the  bondsmen  from 
their  obligation  1  am  sure 
I  do  not  know  but  there  certainly 
ought  to  be  enough  lawyers  in  the  city 
to  fix  the  matter  up  so  that  there  will  be 
no  difficulty.  Of  course  the  city  will  get 
every  dollar  that  is  coming  to  them,  but 
of  course  I  must  follow  the  law  strictly 
in  securing  a  release  before  payment  is 
made  to  creditors."

So  much  interest  has  been  shown  in 
the  two  or  three  articles  given  on  lato 
8atunlay8  in  The  Herald,  written  in 
1869  by  J.  T.  Trowbridge  that,  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  series,  given  below,  will 
of  itself  be  fnll  of  interest.  When,  how- 
ever, the  reader  transports  himself  to 
that  earlier  time,  and  notes  the  prophe- 
sies, now  fulfilled  almost  to  the  letter, 
he  will  vote  Mr.  Trowbridge's  article 
printed  below,  a  wonderful  thing. 

"While  our  business  men  are  confer- 
ring with  the  citizens,  and  discussing 
plans  for  dredging  the  inner  harbor, 
building  a  breakwater  for  the  outer 
harbor,  and  making  one  grand  harbor  of 
the  two  by  cutting  a  canal  across  Minne- 
sota point,  the  rest  of  us  have  ample 
time  to  enjoy  ourselves.  One  day  we 
accompany  them  on  a  trip  up  the  St. 
Louis  river,  to  inspect  the  grade  of  the 
railroad  at  various  points.  Now  it  is  a 
steamboat  excursion  down  the  bay  to 
the  end  of  Minnesota  point,  where  it 
tosses  the  seas  upon  the  curved  horn  of 
a  breakwater  thrown  out  into  the  lake 
for  the  protection  of  Superior  harbor; 
and  a  visit  to  Superior  city  itself,  lying 
on  a  low  plateau  across  the  channel, — a 
desolate-looking  town  of  deserted 
wharves,  broken-windowed  warehouses, 
dilapidated  shops  and  dwellings,  and 
one  hopeful  newspaper  which  keeps  up 
a  constant  warfare  with  the  rival  sheet 
at  Duluth.  Then  it  is  a  lishing  excur- 
sion up  the  trout  streams  of  the  north 
shore,  a  morning  or  moonlight  row  upon 
lake  or  bay,  and  a  visit  to  the  tioating 
islands. 

"These  are  among  the  most  interesting 
curiosities  of  the  place.  They  lie  in  full 
view  of  the  town,  mostly  off  Rice's  point 
— a  pretty  sisterhootl  of  green- wooded 
islets,  each  gracefully  toppeil  by  the 
shaggy  spires  of  its  little  group  of  tama- 
racks. They  are  actually  tioating, 
though  anchored  apparently  by  the  roots 
of  trees  rejiching  down  through  them  at 
the  bottom  of  the  shallow  basin  in  which 
they  rest  They  undulate  and  rock  in 
storms,  and  are  sometimes  moved  from 
their  moorings  by  high  winds  and  seas, 
when  they  tioat  about  till  lodged  in  some 
new  position.  Not  loag  ago  one  of  these 
green-masted  ships  parted  its  cables  in  a 
westerly  gale,  crossed  the  bay  under  a 
full  sail  of  tamarack  boughs,  and 
grounded  on  Minnesota  Point,  where  it 
still  remains.  ^ 

"Crossed  by  a  forest  road  a  little  way 
east  of  the  town  are  two  mountain 
stieams — one  of  considerable  size — which 
fill  the  deep- wooded  solitudes  with  their 
enticing  music  and  pictures.  They  come 
down  from  the  heights  beyond,  and  fall 
into  the  lake  through  wild  gorges,  whose 
leaning  rocks  and  trees  overhang  many 
a  dark  pool  of  fascinating  depth  and 
coolness,  many  a  chasm  of  rushing  rap- 
ids tumbling  over  ledges  and  stones, 
many  a  white  cascade  leaping  clear  from 
some  high  shelf,  through  an  embroid- 
ered gateway  of  green  boughs.  A  sum- 
mer residence  here,  commanding  a  view 
of  the  lake  on  one  side,  and  having  a  bit 
of  nature's  own  park,  with  two  or  three 
of  these  delicious  waterfalls  in  the  rear, 
would  not  be  very  objectionable. 

"The  hillside  is  not  quite  so  enchant- 
ing, as  I  discover.  Over  the  hummocks 
and  hollows  and  springy  places  of  the 
new  clearing,  where  hammers  resound 
on  the  roofs  of  hotel,  church  and  dwell- 
ings, I  pass  on— amid  stumps  and  rocks 
and  piles  of  lumber  and  cordwood— and 
enter  a  solitary  "avenue,"  opened  by  the 
axe,  and  extending  up  the  mountain 
elope.  On  each  side  is  a  perfect  wall  of 
woods,  which  it  is  not  hard  to  fancy  a 
wall  of  grand  house-fronts  twenty  years 
hence.  The  morning  is  soft  and  still,  a 
few  birds  twitter  amoQg  the  trees,  but 
otherwise  the  silence  of  the  place  is 
broken  only  by  the  far-off  hammers  of 
the  carpenters  and  the  echoing  strokes 
of  axes  at  the  upper  end  of  the  avenue. 
There  wood  choppers  are  at  work  cut- 
ting still  farther  into  the  forest  their  gi- 
gantic swath.  Straight,  smooth  stems 
of  pale  poplar  and  birch,  of  pine  and 
cedar  andspruce,  fall  before  them,  let- 
ting in  sunlight  upon  the  overgrown 
thicket.  My  way  lies  over  cut  boughs, 
strips  of  birch  bark  curled  up  on  the 
ground,  fresh  chips,  moss-covered,  rot- 
ten trunks,  a  trickling  brook  bridged  by 
a  fallen  tir  tree,  and  a  few  delicate, 
shade-loving  plants  nestled  beside  rocks 
and  roots,  all  soon  to  be  swept  from  the 
pathway  of  a  great  thoroughfare. 

"The  wood  choppers  show  me  a  track 
by  which  they  say  I  can  reach  the  end 
of  another  avenue  west  of  them,  and  I 
think  it  will  be  pleasant  to  return  to 
town  that  way.  But  there  is  some  mis- 
take; it  ijis  soon  evident  that  the  path 
is  carrying  ine  too  far  up  the  mountain 
side.  I  quit  it  at  length,  and,  pluuging 
into  the  intricacies  of  the  untrodden 
woods,  make  for  a  light  space  which 
seems  to  indicate  the  opening  I  am  in 
search  of.  Afrer  a  terrible  scramble 
over  and  about  tangled  tree-tops  and 
trunks  fallen  and  crossed,  gullies  and 
rocks  and  springs,  I  reach  the  space, 
which  turns  out  to  be  no  avenue,  but  a 
forest  windfall.  It  is  at  about  Fourth 
street.  I  have  passed  to  the  westward 
of  the  town,  far  above  the  rejich  of  its 
avoaues.  The  spot  is  the  haunt  of 
hawks,  pigeons,  cross-bills,  email  birds 
and  mosquitoes.  From  the  summit  of  a 
ledge  I  look  out  upon  a  wondrous  pic- 
ture of  the  world,— the  windings  of  the 
St.  Louis  river,  the  sister  bays,  the  great 
lake  itsylf,  with  tioating  islands,  dividing 
points  of  land  and  blue  lines  of  forest 
sweeping  round  distant  shores,  all  lying 
enchante.1  under  a  misty  spell.  A  steam- 
er coming  up  the  bay,  an  idle  schooner, 
and  a  canoe  on  the  lake,  appear  susoend- 
ed  in  the  glassy  stillness.  W^ith  which 
exquisitely  lovely  scene  before  _my  eyes, 
I  sit  on  a  half-burnt  log  and  tight  mos- 
quitoes, and  think  what  a  fine  place  this 
would  be  to  have  a  Rip  Van  Winkle  nap 
and  wake  up  some  years  hence,  when  all 
this  jungle  shall  have  been  displaced  by 
the  pav^  and  spacious  streets  of  a  city 
overlooking    a    harbor    thronged    with 


shipping.  Then  what  gentle  and  easy 
way  of  descent  will  there  be,  where  now 
to  reach  the  town  by  a  short  cut  I  am 
forced  to  pjiss  through  the  fanged  jaws 
of  a  wild  beast  of  a  thicket. 

"It  is  a  region  of  mirages.  Nearly 
every  day  we  disfjover  baseless  prom- 
ontories across  the  lake,  and  forests 
magnified  or  growing  downwards;  and 
I  am  told  that  it  is  no  very  uncommon 
thing  to  see  two  or  three  steamers 
when  only  one  is  approaching,  the 
real  steamer  on  the  water,  another 
inverted  above  that,  and  perhaps  still 
another  in  the  clouds.  Wonderful  sun- 
dogs  and  moon-dogs  are  seen  here  and 
throughout  the  state.  'Vou  think  the 
sun  is  rising  in  two  or  three  places  at 
once,'  said  a  lady  to  me;  who  also 
told  of  having  seen  five  moons  in  the 
heavens  on  a  winter's  night.  Around 
the  real  moon  was  a  luminous  circle, 
and  this  was  quartered  by  a  cross 
formed  by  four  bright  bars  extending 
to  four  mock  moons  through  which  the 
circle  wjis  drawn.  That  is,  the  central 
orb  appeared  as  the  hub  of  a  wonderful 
celestial  wheel  with  four  spokes,  and  a 
mock  moon  at  the  juncture  of  each 
BiKjke  with  the  rim. 

"The  winters  are  milder  and  the  sum- 
mers cooler  at  Duluth  than  at  St.  Paul 
— the  immense  body  of  the  lake  water 
serving  to  modify  the  extremes  of  tem- 
perature. The  lake  is  not  alwajs  closed 
over  with  i(;e  in  winter,  and  it  opens  to 
navigation  quite  as  early  in  the  spring  as 
Huron  and  Michigan. 

"Duluth  has  not  immediately  sur- 
rounding it  the  fertile  prairies  which 
attracted  emigration  and  fed  the  infant 
Chicago;  but  back  of  it  lies  a  magniti- 
cent  forest  belt,  invaluable  in  the  first 
place  for  its  timber,  and  next  for  its 
soil,  which  appears  peculiarly  adapted  to 
grazing  and  wool-growing,  and  the  culti- 
vation of  winter  wheat.  In  the  midst  of 
the  lumber  district,  where  the  railroad 
crosses  the  river,  some  twenty  miles  from 
its  mouth,  are  the  falls  of  the  St.  Louis 
— the  dalles  of  the  French  voyageurs — 
which  afford  a  water-power  not  inferior 
to  that  of  St.  Anthony.  The  dalles — 
flag-stones  or  steps  over  which  the  river 
falls — are  the  outcrop  of  one  of  the  most 
extensive  bodies  of  valuable  slate  in  the 
world.  It  is  available  for  all  purposes  to 
which  slate  is  ordinarily  applied;  and 
experienced  men,  who  have  visited  the 
quarries  opened  on  the  line  of  the  road, 
declare  that  the  whole  surrounding 
country,  and  the  entire  valley  of  the 
Mississippi,  may  here  be  supplied  with 
this  useful  material  for  centuries  to 
come.  Then  there  are  the  adjacent 
regions  of  copper  and  iron,  whose  im- 
portance in  the  future  development  of 
this  now  remote  district  cannot  be  cal- 
culated by  any  array  of  figures.  With 
all  which  advantages  of  position,  it  is 
inevitable,  as  I  see,  that  here  must  soon 
be  built  up  a  great  commercial,  agricul- 
tural and  manufacturing  center. 

"Yet  here  we  are  but  just  on  the 
threshold  of  the  great  new  empire  of  the 
Northwest.  Here  is  the  summit  of  the 
watershed  of  nearly  half  a  continent, 
the  hills  of  northeastern  Minnesota 
pouring  from  their  slope  streams  that 
flow  to  the  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  on  the 
east,  to  the  Mississippi  and  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  on  the  south,  and  to  Hudsons 
bay  on  the  north.  The  head  of  Laka 
Superior  is  about  equidistant  from  Bos- 
ton, New  Orleans  and  the  sources  of  the 
Saskatchewan,  towards  which  the  course 
of  empire  is  fast  taking  its  way.  Not 
far  from  this  geographical  center  we  may 
look  with  Mr.  Seward  for  the  ultimate 
political  center  of  America;  and  it  will 
not  be  many  years  before  the  frontier 
state  of  Minnesota  will  wake  up  and 
find  hersolf  in  the  heart  of  the  Union. 

"It  is  Sunday  again  (August  22,  iJSGO,) 
just  a  week  after  our  arrival,  when  the 
larger  of  the  two  little  steamers  that 
brought  us  to  Duluth  is  once  more 
thronged,  together  with  the  wharf  at 
which  she  lies,  with  a  crowd  of  people. 
There  is  much  cordial  hand-shaking, 
and  hurrying  ashore,  and  hurrying 
aboard;  and  the  crowd  t-eparates,  one 
half  remaining  on  the  wharf,  the  other 
moving  slowly  away  from  it  on  the 
steamer's  deck.  A  mutual  waving  of 
hats  and  fluttering  of  handkerchiefs, 
and  adieu  to  Duluth,  and  its  week-old 
friendships,  and  its  never  to- be- forgotten 
hospitalities? 

"Down  the  bay  we  go  tipsily  stagger- 
ing; the  crank  little  "side-wheeler" 
rolling  over  first  on  one  paddle-box 
and  then  on  the  other,  to  the  break- 
water at  the  end  of  Minnesota  point, 
where  is  moored  a  long,  black-hulled 
lake  steamer,  the  St.  Paul,  awaiting  us; 
we  are  soon  transferred  on  board  of  her; 
before  us  lies  a  dim  horizon  of  waters, 
and  soon  behind  us  is  trailing  an  endless 
black  flag  of  smoke,  miles  away,  over  the 
darkening  waves;  and  we  are  homeward 
bound.

who  ought  to  be  draped  in  something 
opaque  and  then  shot. 

How  would  you  like  to  be  a  young 
man  with  hopes  for  the  future,  and  folks 
at  heme  who  felt  an  interest  in  you,  to 
make  the  voyage  as  a  steward,  possibly 
not  feeling  very  well  yourself,  yet  en- 
joying the  most  robust  health  compared 
with  those  underyour  charge;  tht»n  after 
all  this  to  return  to  your  native  land  and 
[  hop  gaily  into  the  arm  of  a  special 
agent,  who  removes  from  your  inside 
pocket  a  package  of  French  art  that 
would  bring  a  blush  to  the  brow  of 
Pike's  Peak? 

Frequently  people  show  a  njost  inex- 
cusable ignorance  of  the  laws   regarding 
dutiable  goods,  and    thus    make    them- 
selves and  others     much     unnecessary 
trouble.      A    nabob     from     Venezuela 
sneaked  into  this  port  some  years  ago 
with  280  pieces  of  rich  jewelry  concealetl 
about   his   person.     He    was    of  course 
seized  on  suspicion   and   lodged   in  jail. 
He  alarmed  the  government  of    Vene- 
zuela.     Prominent    officials  came  post 
haste,  with  their   tongues*  hanging  out, 
speech,  and  servants, 
forth    came  here  from 
South  America  with  their  coattails  ex- 
tending forth  at    right    angles    to  their 
persons.    The  nabob  was  brought    forth 
and  required  to  give  bonds    in   the  sum 
of  $r)000,  which  he  did  by    skinning  one 
bill  off  the  top  of  a  little  roll    about   the 
size  of  Jumbo's  ankle. 

This  showed  that  he  did  not  smuggle 
because  he  had  to  in  order  to  procure 
bread  to  eat.  On  further  examination  it 
was  found  that  the  280  pieces  of  jewelry 
were  absolutely  free  all  the  time,  and 
that  all  this  agony  and  expense  and  the 
ignominy  and  other  plain  fo<id  incident 
to  a  month  in  jail  were  entirely  uncalled 
for.

Of 
course  there  is  a  valuation  written  upon 
it,  but  that  may  be  over  or  under  the 
true  valuation. 

At  the  last  sale  a  poor  man — who  will 
no  doubt  be  a  wealthy  man  before  he 
dies  if  he  should  work  it  right — bought 
a  package  of  bird  skins,  for  taxiderming 
purposes,  I  dare  say.  lie  bought  them 
for  fifty  cents,  the  price  for  bird  skins 
being  a  little  depressed  that  day,  and  the 
quotations  closing  extremely  weak  and 
enervated.  The  poor  man  took  his  bird 
skins  home,  and  undid  the  packthread 
by  which  they  were  secured.  He  showed 
them  to  several  people,  one  of  whom 
offered  him  $5  for  them.  Then  another, 
who  offered  him  810.  Finally  he  was 
offered  $100  for  the  hfty  cent  bird  skins 
by  a  thorough  taxidermist,  and  while 
the  owner  was  chewing  a  straw  and 
thinking  whether  or  not  he  would  take 
that  or  wait  for  $500  an  officer 
along  and  seized  him. 

When  I  was  at  the  custom  house  this 
man  had  just  made  the  rounds  of  the 
whole  business,  from  the  janitor  uj)  to 
the  collector,  and  like  Mr.  O'Flaherty, 
who  went  all  the  way  from  the  basement 
of  the  water  works  commission  up  to 
the  mayor  with  the  tale  that  his  name 
was  O'Flaherty;  that  he  controlled  thirty 
votes;  that  the  water  pipes  busted  in  his 
cellar  and  killed  all  his  hens,  and  that  he 
desired  damages,  was  met  by  the  mayor

Washinoton,  Dec.  29.— After  the  sen- 
ate met  the  vice-president  laid  before  it 
a  communication  from  the  governor  of 
Idaho,  transmitting  credentials  of  the 
senators- elect  from  that  state— George 
L.  Shoup  and  Wm.  McConnell.  Mr. 
Hoar  moved  that  as  Mr.  Shoup  was 
present  the  oath  of  office  be  adminis- 
tered to  him.  Mr.  Vance  remarkad  that 
Idaho  appeared    to  have    elected   more 

than  its  fair  share  of  senators,  and  he 
thought  that  the  credentials  should  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  privileges 
and  elections.  Mr.  Hoar's  motion  hav- 
ing been  agreed  to,  Mr.  Shoup  took  the 
oath  of  office. 

Mr.  Harris  subsequently  inquired  what 
had  become  of  Mr.  Vance's  motion,  and 
said  that  Mr.  Sharp  had  been  simply 
sworn  on  his  prima  facie  case.  Mr. Vance 
remarked  that  it  was  stated  in  the  news- 
papers thai  three  senators  had  been 
elected  in  Idaho  and  that  the  legislature 
had  gone  to  the  extent  of  assigning  to 
each  the  term  he  should  serve.  He 
thought  it  proper  that  the  question 
should  be  determined  by  the  proper 
committee  of  the  senate. 

Mr.  Mitchell  said  that  he  had  reliable 
information  that  neither  the  legislature 
of  Idaho  nor  senators-elect  had  at- 
tempted to  determine  which  of  them 
should  have  the  long  and  which  the 
short  term.  So  far  as  the  election  of 
three  senators  was  concerned,  he 
held  that  that  was  regular  and  in 
order.  Everyone  knew  that  the  term  of 
one  of  the  two  senators  whose  creden- 
tials had  been  presented  must  expire 
on  March  \  next,  and,  that  being  so,  the 
legislature  had  the  right  to  elect  a  sen- 
ator for  the  six-year  term  to  begin  then. 

Mr.  Aldrich  offered  his  cloture  resolu- 
tion and  at  his  own  request  it  was  laid 
over.  The  election  bill  was  then  taken 
up  and  Mr;  Hiscock  addressed  the  sen- 
ate in  its  support. 

l"o  a  United  Press  reporter  later,  Mr. 
Aldrich  eaid  that  he  would  not  ask  for 
the  consideration  of  the  resolution  to- 
morrow, but  would  let  it  go  to  the 
calendar.  It  will  require  a  vote  of  the 
senate  to  take  it  from  the  calendar  for 
consideration,  and  to  do  this  it  will  be 
necessary  thai  a  quorum  of  republican 
senators  be  present. 
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Kick  at  Kusk. 
Washington,  Dec.  29.— The  action  of 
Secretary  Rusk  of  the  department  of 
agriculture  at  Washington,  in  closing 
certain  Vermont  ports  of  entry  against 
the  importation  of  Canadian  cattle  into 
the  United  States,  owing  to  prevalence 
of  pleuropneumonia  in  the  Dominion,  is 
much  criticized.  The  government  offi- 
cials assert  that  there  is  not  a  single  case 
of  the  disease  in  the  Dominion. 


ENGLEWOOD  WRA    GL    . 

Presbyterian  Church  aud  Chicago  Presby- 
tery in  Battle  Array. 
Chicago,  Dec.  29.— The  troubles  in  the 
Englewood  presbyterian  church  have 
not  been  settled  as  was  hoped  when  the 
Chicago  presbytery  accepted  the  resig- 
nation of  the  pastor,  Rev.  H.  S.  Williams, 

and  of  the  deacons  who  headed  the  op- 
position. His  friends  feel  that  the 
resignation  was  unjustly  forced  by  the 
presbytery  and  are  inclined  to  resent  it. 
They  accordingly  met  to  consider  the 
matter,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted 
stating  that  the  presbytery  of  Chicago 
had  disregarded  the  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  church,  and  appointing  a  commit- 
tee of  five  to  take  legal  advice.  Anotliei- 
resolution  was  adopted  directing  the 
payment  of  the  pastor's  salary  until  next 
May.  

The  Mafla  in  Detroit. 
Detroit,  Mich.,  Dec.  29. — Through  the 
retaining  of  Charles  A.  Moore,  of  this 
city,  to  assist  in  the  defense  of  the 
Italians  accused  of  murdering  Chief  of 
Police  Hennessy,  of  New  Orleans,  it  has 
leaked  out  that  a  branch  of  the  Mafia  is 
in  this  city.  It  is  said  that  the  society 
here  numbers  eighteen  or  twenty  mem- 
bersf.  The  managing  editor  of  a  Detroit 
dail^  has  a  letter  signed  Mafia,  and 
which  orders  him,  under  penalty  of 
vague  threats,  to  drop  the  use  of  the 
word  dago  for  Italian  in  his  paper.

DONE    BY    HUNGER. 


Chicago,  Dec.  29. — A  most  daring 
bank  robbery  occurred  at  South  Chicago 
at  1  o'clock  this  afternoon.  Three  men 
drove  up  to  the  Merchants  Exchange 
bank  in  an  open  buggj'  drawn  by  a 
powerful  and  speedy  white  horse.  They 
entered  and  stepped  to  the  cashier's 
window,  where  two  engaged  the  bank 
official  in  conversation  while  the  third 
went  through  an  open  door,  and,  laying 
violent  hands  on  the  cashier,  beat  him 
into  insensibility.  Then  the  robbers 
cleaned  out  the  bank,  leaving  not  a  coin 
or  a  bill.  The  next  instant  they  were  in 
the  buggy,  the  lines  were  picked  up  ana 
under  a  cutting  lash  the  horse  sped  away 
from  the  city. 

Almost  immediately  the  police  were 
notified  of  the  matter  and  a  half-dozen 
officers  on  horses  and  armed  with  rifles 
and  revolvers  were  soon  in  hot  pursuit. 
After  a  chase  of  seven  miles  the  police 
captured  two  of  the  robbers  at  Madison 
Park,  five  miles  from  this  city  and  re- 
covered all  of  the  money. 

Several  shots  were  exchanged  between 
the  police  and  the  fleeing  robbers,  and 
one  of  the  latter  was  seriously  wounded 
in  the  thigh.  The  third  robber  is  stiil 
at  large.  The  police  say  the  men  are  the 
same  who  successfully  robbed  the  cash- 
ier of  AUerton's  packing  house  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  they  have  been  closely 
watching  them  for  several  days.

The  resumption  of  the  mills  is  con- 
ceded to  be  a  practical  victory  for 
Walmsley,  the  superintendent,  and  the 
spinners  who  insisted  upon  his  dismissal 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  their  strug- 
gle has  been  a  hopeless  one.

Wounded  Kkke,  S.  D.,  Dec.  29.— Sun- 
day morning  every  soldier  had  his  over- 
coat off  and  was  talking  weather.  The 
fifteen  Indian  scouts  had  been  gone  two 
days  and  no  word  from  them.

In  Porcupine  valley  they  found  Big 
Foot's  band  drawn  up  in  line  like 
soldiers  and  apparently  ready  for  battle. 
There  were  over  150  bucks,  heavily 
armed,  facing  the  cavalry  that  they  met 
in  TG  on  the  Little  Big  Horn. 

One  shot  from  any  source  and  a 
tragedy  would  have  gone  over  the  wires, 
but  Big  Foot  advanced  from  his  side 
and  Whiteside  from  the  boys  in  blue. 
Big  Foot  started  on  a  long  talk  of  how 
weary  he  was  of  running  around,  and 
said  he  wanted  to  open  his  heart  to  the 
chief  of  the  soldiers.  Whiteside  was 
there  for  business,  and  said  that  he  must 
surrender  or  fight. 

Up  went  a  flag  of  truce  and  Big  Foot 
surrendered  his  band  of  over  150  war- 
riors and  250  women  and  children. 

Gen.  Miles  will  be  in  the  saddle  after 
today.  He  started  this  afternoon  for 
Pine  Ridge,  going  through  the  Bad 
Lands  with  scouts  and  the  Sixth 
cavalry.

The  New  Air  Ship. 

The  ship  building  at  Mt  Carmel,  111., 
designed  for  aerial  navigation,  is  nearly 
complete.

The  whole 
ship,  as  large  as  a  lake  steamer,  weighs 
but  1300  pounds  without  gas  in  its  cham- 
bers, and  when  they  are  charged  with 
hydrogren  gas  ohe  craft  will  carry  two 
tons  and  still  float  of  its  own  buoyancy. 
The  100-horse  power  gas  engine  weighs 
but  250  pounds,  and  is  of  aluminum 
throughout,  except  the  cylinder  lining. 
It  is  operated  and  the  whole  machine  is 
managed  by  an  engineer  sitting  before  a 
small  switch-board,  where  with  his  fore- 
finger he  turns  the  electric  currents 
operating  the  gas  engine,  the  vertical 
propellers  and  the  rudders.

The  Big  Duluth:  Our  Christmas 
trade  has  been  remarkably  good.  Last 
Wednesday  was  the  greatest  day  we  ever 
had  in  Duluth. 

Andrew  Jackson:  I  have  done  a  tre- 
mendous business  this  year.  It  has  been 
mostly,  I  notice,  in  the  smaller  goods, 
but  it  has  far  exceeded  my  expectations. 
W.  A.  Montague:  Never  had  such  a 
jewelrj'  trade  in  my  life.  Was  far  be- 
yond my  ideas. 

Victor  Huot:  Our  trade  began  late, 
but  it  was  big.  Of  course  in  my  line  it 
naturally  would  begin  late. 

Duluth  Music  company:  Had  an  ex- 
cellent Christmas  trade. 

Duluth  Book  and  Paper  store:  Sold 
way  ahead  of  last  year;  some  days  were 
double.  But  we  ought  to,  we  have  a 
bigger  stock  and  a  tiner  store.  There 
was  more  charging  than  usual, 

G.  A.  French  i  Co.:  Its  a  constant 
wonder  to  us  the  class  of  goods  Duluth 
t)eople  buy.  Our  goods  sell  themselves, 
however,  and  we  did  a  good  trade. 

Brown  Bros.:  We  cant  complain, 
though  we  had  hardly  the  trade  we  had 
expected. 

M.  S.  Burrows  &  Co.:  Had  double  the 
number  of  clerks  we  ever  had  l>efore, 
but  they  couldn't  handle  the  trade  all 
the  time.  Even  in  the  boom  year  did 
not  do  so  well  as  last  week. 


SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 


How 


the  State  Law   has  Helped  Them ;  It 
Should  be  Extended. 

The  work  of  putting  libraries  in  the 
school  districts  of  the  county  is  pro- 
gressing well,  says  Superintendent 
Stultz,  and  now  there  is  hardly  an 
organized  district  in  St.  Louis  county 
that  has  not  its  general  library  for 
public  use,  for  the  books  are  used  not 
only  by  scholars  but  by  their  parents. 

"I've  just  come  down  from  Mesabi," 
said  Mr.  Stultz  last  evening.  "You 
know  what  MesaLi  was  two  years  ago — 
a  sidetrack  in  the  wilderness — well,  the 
other  day  I  met  the  school  directors  up 
there  and  they  ordered  a  $160  library, 
the  largest  so  far  of  any  of  the  county 
schools  outside  this  city.  It  is 
wonderful  that  in  two  years  they 
grow  to  the  nice  town  they  have, 
school,  crowded  all  the  time,  but 
mill  and  iron  mines  have  done  it. 

"Nearly  all  the  country  schools  in  the 
county  have  libraries  costing  from  $1CK) 
to  8140;  of  course  they  are  not  very 
large,  but  they  are  bought  at  the  lowest 
rates  by  the  state,  and  the  .selection  sur- 
prises one.  Under  the  state  law  every 
district  is  helped  in  its  purchase  by 
state  funds  to  a  certain  amount,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  wisest  laws  ever  passed 
in  Minnesota,  it  has  resulted  in  the  past 
two  years  in  putting  libraries  all  over 
the  state.  The  appropriation  is  ex- 
hausted and  the  law  inoperative  this 
winter,  but  the  legislature  should  see  to 
it  that  it  is  continued." 


Important  Kailwity  Meetings  tu  be  Held 
In  a  8Iiurt  Time. 

An  important  railway  meeting  wiU 
take  place  very  soon  in  the  interests  of 
Duluth.  Since  the  consummation  of  the 
Duluth,  Red  Wing  &  Southern  scheme, 
the  incorporators  have  been  considering 
an  extension  from  Zumbrota  to  Sioux 
City,  giving  Dululh  a  hold  on  the  Iowa 
wheat  and  corn  belt. 

Several  of  the  officials  of  the  Duluth 
ifc  Southern  will  leave  within  a  short 
time  for  the  south  to  visit  the  officials 
of  the  Pueblo  &  Duluth  road.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  the  result  of  this  confer- 
ence will  be  the  foundation  of  a  coali- 
tion, whereby  the  Pueblo  company  may 
come  to  Sioux  City,  the  Red  Wing  com- 
pany continuing  the  line  to  Duluth. 
The  money  market,  however,  offers  con- 
siderable obstacles  to  any  such  scheme 
at  present. 

ThoHe  Newspaper  Indian  Troubles. 

In  regard  to  the  Indian  trcubles  on 
the  Fond  du  Lac,  so  fully  exploited  by  a 
local  contemporary  that  was  short  of 
legitimate  news,  and  which  The  Herald 
has  heretofore  said  were  groundless,  the 
Cloquet  Pine  Knot  says:  "Indian  Agent 
Leahy  was  in  Cloquet  this  week  to  in- 
vestigate the  charges  by  two  or  three 
irresponsibles  on  the  reservation.  He 
called  a  council  and  invited  Julius  Ca- 
dotte  and  others,  chief  kickers,  to 
make  statements  and  present  proofs. 
Julius  didn't  appear,  neither  did  the 
others.  The  agent  found  affairs  in  a 
satisfactory  state.  It  was  also  ascer- 
tained that  Cadotte  had  forged  the  name 
of  Chief  Na-go-nub  to  some  papers  and 
the  chief  has  about  decided  to  fire  him 
off  the  reservation."

CHILD'S  PLAY. 

It  is    child's    play  to    find   fault  with 
anything  that    The    Herald    has  said  in 
regard    to    the    slovenliness      which    is 
ButTered  in  Duluth  on    the  score  of    any 
possible  injury  to    the    city   from   plain 
speaking  and    truth-telling.     The    con- 
tinuance of  this  slovenliness    is    a  daily 
nuisance  and  actual  damage  to  the  city 
which  calls  for  public  notice  and  prompt 
action  of  all   resjKJisible.     Duluth  is  the 
healthiest  city  in  the  country,    as  its  re- 
turns show,    but  its    unexampled    good 
health  affords  no^reason    and  no  excuse 
for   any    abuses   or    neglect    that  peril 
health  or  outrage  decency. 

There  is  gross  slovenliness  here  in  the 
accumulation  of  rubbish  in   back  yards 
and  vacant  lots,  and  in  the  removal  and 
dumping    of    house    refuse    and    street 
sweepings.    Whatever  the  health  oflBcer 
may  think   of  the  street    cleaning  and 
dumping  at    the    ends    of    avenues    or 
docks    or    between    the    railway    shore 
tracks,  the  fact  remains  that  these  prac- 
tices   are    slovenly    and    wasteful    and 
ought  to  be  stopped  on  this  score  if  not 
on   the    ground    of    danger    to    health. 
Every  citizen  interested,  and  every  cit- 
izen should  be   interested,    can    satisfy 
himself  by  a  short   walk  of   inspection 
that  the  dumps  are  not  covered  with  a 
BulRcient  surface  layer  of  earth  as  the 
health  officer  presumes,  and  that  many 
dumps  are  in  improper  places,  unsightly 
and  positively  offensive.    The  best  that 
is  attempted  is  the  hasty  and  needless 
burial  of  a  compost  which  could  readily 
be  made  of  great  value  to  our  park  sys- 
tem and  to  farms  and  gardens. 

It  certainly  does  not  take  the  eye  of  a 
sanitary  expert  to  see  that  our  city 
streets  are  not  cleaned  fs  they  should  be 
and  that  the  grounds  behind  and 
between  our  city  buildings  are  often  left 
in  a  disreputable  condition,  discreditable 
to  the  owners  and  the  city  at  large.  The 
Herald  calls  for  a  clean  up  of  the  city, 
and  proposes  to  urge  it  in  every  way 
possible,  until  Duluth  is  what  it  should 
be,  the  neatest  as  well  as  the  healthiest 
city  of  the  Northwest. 


reports  favorably,  congreps   is  likely   to 
pass  a  bill  carrying  out  the  measure,  as 
the  amount  called  for   in  excess  of   the 
sum  already  appropriated  for  stations  is 
not  more  than  .^90,000.

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A    SIGNAL     ACHIEVEMENT. 

One  of  the  most  striking  competitive 
achievements  of  modern  times  is  the 
building  of  ocean  steamships  at  an  in- 
land establishment  on  our  great  lakes. 
The  construction  of  the  Mackinaw  and 
the  Keweenaw  by  F.  W.  Wheeler  &  Co., 
of  Bay  City,  and^the  transfer  of  the 
former  in  two  parts  to  Montreal,  have 
demonstrated  the  entire  feasibility  of 
separable  steel  shipbuilding  for  ocean 
service  at  Duluth  or  any  other  lake  port 
where  a  cheap  supply  of  steel  can  be  ob- 
tained. 

The  lateat  issue  of  the  Scientific 
American  is  largely  devoted  to  the  illus- 
tration and  description  of  this  extra- 
ordinary feat,  carrying  possibilities  for 
the  future  of  shipbuilding  on  our  great 
lakes  of  the  most  signal  importance.  The 
Mackinaw  was  built  under  contract  for 
the  Saginaw  Steel  Steamship  company. 
It  is  a  double- bottomed  water-ballaat 
ship,  'jOO  feet  long,  built  of  steel  from 
keel  to  truck,  and  of  3578  gross  regis- 
tered tonnage.  It  is  fitted  with  triple 
expansion  engines,  steam  windlass, 
steering  gear  and  all  modern  improve- 
ments for  a  first-class  freight  steamer. 

Upon  completion  at  the  yard  of  her 
builders,  she  went  under  her  own  steam, 
making  twelve  knots  an  hour,  to  Buffalo, 
where  she  was  divided  in  a  dry  dock, 
and  run  in  two  sections  through  the 
Welland  canal  to  Montreal.  The  after 
section  containing  the  machinery  had 
steam  in  one  boiler  ran  steaming 
stern  first  without  any  diflBculty  the  en- 
tire distance  to  Montreal,  while  the  for- 
ward section  was  readily  borne  along  by 
two  tugs.  At  the  Montreal  dry  dock  the 
sections  were  closed  up  and  reriveted, 
and  the  vessel  floated  out  a  complete 
hull,  defying  an  expert  eye  to  tell  where 
the  severance  had  been  made.  Then 
the  rejointed  Mackinaw  steamed  out  in 
first-class  condition  by  way  of  the  Gulf 
of  St  Lawrence  and  the  ocean  to  New 
York  city,  ready  for  instant  service. 
That  is  what  one  of  our  lake  builders 
has  done,  and  what  one  has  done,  others 
may  and  will  do.  The  Mackinaw  is  the 
forerunner  of  a  fleet  that  will  not  wait 
the  completion  of  the  projected  canal 
improvements  to  compete  with  any  pro 
duct  of  sea  coast  yards.

A      Million      Dollar     Shipyard 
Plant  on  Puget  Sound. 


ON    LAKE    STEIIMERS, 


Ships  to  go   Around  the  Horn  in  the 
Spring;  Capt     McDougall 

Talks. 


Part  of  what  was  done  at  the  special 
meetinj?  of  the  American  Steel  Barge 
company  on  Dec.  17,  was  detailed  in  a 
late  issue  of  The  Herald.  Additional 
of  interest  is  now  obtain- 


infoimation 
able. 

Capt.  McDougall,  of  Duluth,  general 
manager  of  the  company,  starts  for  the 
Pacific  coast  in  about  two  weeks,  where 
he  goes  on  authorization  of  the  company, 

made  at  its  meeting,  to  es- 
tablish on  Puget  Sound  a  large 
yard  for  the  building  of  steel  whale- 
backs  for  the  Pacific  coasting  trade. 
The  yard  will  build  ships  for  a 
great  traffic  in  coal,  wheat,  lumber  and 
merchandise.  It  is  also  expected  that 
the  company  may,  at  that  yard,  contract 
with  the  navy  department  for  turtleback 
ships  for  the  navy,  plans  of  such  vessels 
being  now  before  the  department 
at  Washington.  Capt.  McDougall  denies 
that  another  yard  will  be  established 
in  the  East,  where  a  large  part  of  the 
lake  business  of  the  company  will  be 
done.  There  is  no  probability  of  the 
starting  of  any  Atlantic  coast  yard  tor 
some  time. 

The  Barge  company,  said  Capt.  Mc- 
Dougall today,  "will  make  some  large 
additions  to  its  business  during  1891, 
the  most  important  of  which  will  be  the 
establishment  of  a  yard  on  Puget 
Sound.  We  have  not  yet  decided  upon 
a  location,  although  there  are  several 
under  consideration.  The  Puget  Sound 
yard  will  be  much  larger  than  the  Lake 
Superior  yard,  and  will  cost  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  ^1,000,000.  The  one  here  is 
worth  over  SoOO.OcX).  In  the  new  yard 
we  will  be  prepared  to  build  any  kind  of 
ocean  vessel  and  do  the  work  quickly. 
We  can  now  build  a  ship  here  in  less 
time  than  any  yard  in  the  country. 

"By  next  season  we  will  have  boats 
running  in  the  Pacific  coast  trade.  At 
the  opening  of  navigation  we  will  send 
three  barges  to  the  West  coast  via  Cape 
Horn  from  here,  and  they  will  be  used 
for  heavy  cargoes.  Within  another  year 
we  expect  to  be  building  boats  in  Wash- 
ington. 

"Our  boats  are  doing  good  service  on 
the  Atlantic.  The  whalebacks  are  now 
running  between  Boston  and  Baltimore, 
and  they  have  earned  the  good  opinion 
of  vesselmen.  At  first,  as  here  on  the 
lakes,  there  was  a  prejudice  against 
them,  but  Easterners  now  look  at  them 
as  the  coming  boat.  Next  spring  boats 
will  be  run  between  Cuba  and  Phila- 
delphia, carrying  ore.  Members  of  the 
company  are  interested  in  Cuban  iron 
mines. 

"Our  plans*  for  next  season  are  not  yet 
fully  made.  Over  6-5,000  worth  of  new 
machinery  has  been  ordered,  and  will  be 
here  soon.  When  it  is  up  and  running 
we  will  have  the  best  yard  on  the  lakes, 
capable  of  turning  out  more  cheaply  and 
faster  than  any  other.  We  will  then  be 
prepared  to  build  any  bind  of  boat,  and, 
in  fact,  are  figuring  on  some  lake  craft 
now." 

Besides  the  five  vessels  now  under  con- 
struction at  the  company's  home  yard 
across  the  bay,  three  more  will  be  built 
next  summer,  the  115, 116  and  117.  For 
these  purchases  of  steel  are  now  being 
made  in  the  East.  Possibly  others  will 
also  be  built  during  the  summer.  The 
company  has  a  large  amount  of  vessel 
machinery  now  on  the  way  from  Britain 
for  use  in  the  new  boats.  About  fifty 
tons  daily  is  the  consumption  of  steel 
plates  at  the  yard  at  present. 

Capt.  McDougall  feels  gratified  at  the 
showing  his  company  makes  in  the  total 
of  new  tonnage  for  the  year.  "There 
will  be"  he  says  "about  100,000  tons  of 
new  tonnage  floated  for  next  year's  busi- 
ness, of  this  the  American  Steel  Barge, 
company  will  launch  a  quarter  or  25,000 
tons.  For  a  new  company  working  a 
vessel  that  all  shipbuilders  have  laughed 
at,  that  is  not  bad.  We  shall  probably 
do  even  better  in  '92  for  we  shall  have 
more  shipyards.  Nearly  all  the 
tonnage  to  be  built  is  steel, 
yards  where  they  build  wood  vessels  are 
idle,  Davidson's,  at  Bay  City,  is  the  only 
one  doing  much.  You  see  how  lake  ship- 
ping grows,  1(X),000  tons  of  new  ships  for 
next  season,  while  the  losses  of  this  year 
were  15,0(K)  tons,  making  a  net  gain  of 
85,000  tons." 

Is  the  increase  of  business  enough  to 
warrant  this  is  a  question  many  lake 
vessel  men  are  facing  with  trepidation. 
It  does  not,  however,  appear  to  greatly 
alarm  the  steel  barge  folks. 

AUTHOR    AND    STATESMAN. 

Such  Is  Donnelly    and    His    Newest    Book 
Will  Lead  Tbem  All. 

The  New  York  Star  man  ran  across 
Senator  Kellar  the  other  day,  and  wrote 
as  follows  in  his  paper: 

I  met  State  Senator  Henry  Kellar  of 
Sauk  Center,  Minn.,  a  millionaire  twine 
manufactuper,  who  has  offices  in  this 
city.  I  was  very  much  interested  in  a 
chat  with  him  about  Ignatius  Donnelly. 
Senator  Kellar  is  politically  hia  enemy, 
but  concedes  his  great  ability. 

"The  announcement  by  the  publishers 
of  'Csesar's  Column'  that  the  author  of 
that  somewhat  remarkable  book  is  Igna- 
tius;Donnelly  of  Shakspeare-Bacon  fame, 
did  not  surprise  me  as  much  as  it  might 
those  who  do  not  know  of  the  tremen- 
dous energy  of  the  Minnesota  sage,"  he 
said.  "He  is  a  literary  and  political 
steam  engine.  He  is  the  most  unique 
figure  in  some  respects  m  our  national 
history.  No  other  man  I  can  now 
recall  combines  in  himself  so  thoroughly 
the  characteristics  of  a  literary  man 
and  a  politician.  As  a  writer  he  is 
studious,  persistent  as  a  machine,  as  the 
laborious  details  in  working  out  the 
alleged  cipher  in  Shakespeare  show.  The 
cryptogram  no  less  shows  the  audacity 
of  his  conception,  which  was  faintly 
foreshadowed  when  his  fascinating  "At- 
lantis" first  appeared.  His  language 
often  leads  the  fancy  captive.  In  polit- 
ical work  he  is  a  master.  There  is  no 
stump  speaker  in  the  Northwest  who 
can  approach  him.    His  fund  of  storie 


is  inexhaustible,  and  his  vocabulary  is 
faultless. 

"Round-faced,  smooth-shaved  and  ro- 
tund, Donnelly  secures  the  attention  and 
good  will,  if  not  the  sympathy,  of  his 
audience  before  he  has  spoken  ten  min- 
utes. He  is  59  years  of  age,  and  has 
been  in  Minnesota  since  185G.  He  has 
been  in  Congress  several  terms,  and  has 
belonged  to  every  party  that  has  come 
up  in  the  last  twenty-five  years— repub- 
lican, democrat,  greenbacker,  anti- 
monopolis;  in  them  all  he  has 
taken        a        leading        part.  The 

collapse  of  any  one  had  no  effect  on  Don- 
nelly; he  always  came  up  smiling.  There 
IS  no  question  as  to  his  ability  as  a  legis- 
lator. As  a  parliamentarian  he  has  few 
equals  in  the  United  States.  How  a 
man  in  the  midst  of  such  exciting  a»d 
turbulent  political  work  has  found  time 
to  achieve  the  literary  reputation  he  has 
already  won  is  a  mystery  even  to  those 
who  know  him  beet.  He  is  the  biggest 
gun  in  the  Minnesota  alliance  today  and 
his  friends  say  he  is  riding  the  storm  out 
there  and  will  succeed  "Cush"  Davis  in 
the  United  States  senate.  And  yet, 
would  you  believe  it,  that  though  in  the 
midst  of  this  great  fight,  he  is  actually 
also  at  work  upon  a  semi-political  novel, 
which  is  based,  it  is  said,  'on  the  most 
original  and  extraordinary  conception  in 
literature.'  Look  out  for  it.  It  will  be 
interesting.  'Civsars  Column'  has  gone 
through  ten  editions  already;  the  new 
book,  I  am  sure,  will  beat  that."

Of  the  628,000  or  thereabouts  of  the 
bills  receivable,  scheduled  by  Kean, 
$20,000  is  beyond  hope  of  redemption. 
It  was  loaned  to  personal  friends  and 
acquaintances,  whose  signatures  repre- 
sent no  property  and  constitute  the  sole 
security. 

The  investigation  into  the  fail- 
ure of  the  banking  house  of  Kean 
&  Co.  at  the  instance  of  about 
300  creditors,  was  resumed  this  morning, 
Henry  L.  Hattield,  manager  of  the  New 
York  branch  of  the  bank,  being  placed 
on  the  stand.  It  is  claimed  that  funds 
to  a  total  of  $17,000  were  transferred 
from  the  New  York  bank  on  the  day 
prior  to  the  failure.  The  unlucky  de- 
positors are  also  determined  to  know 
why  so  many  other  depositors  suddenly 
concluded  to  withdraw  their  money 
from  the  bank  a  few  days  prior  to  the 
failure. 

Another  thing  that  is  to  be  investigated 
is  the  fact  that  the  books  show  an  ap- 
parent shortage  between  disbursements 
and  receipts  for  the  first  seventeen  days 
of  September  of  no  less  than  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars.  Banker  Kean's  private 
cash  book,  which  has  not  yet  been 
found,  is  expected  to  explain  this  re- 
markable shrinkage. 

The  report  of  the  assignee  differs  very 
materially  from  those  made  by  him  .  to 
the  commercial  agencies  a  short  time 
ago,  and  even  more  from  the  statement 
which  he  made  to  other  local  banks 
when  he  was  soliciting  aid  for  his  insti- 
tution.        

A  WHOLESALE  TRAGEDY. 

MInnettotan  Murders  Ul»  Wife,  Wounds 
HiK  Children  and  Then  Suicides. 

Fergus  Falls,  Dec.  29.— A  terrible 
tragedy  occurred  Saturday  night  in  the 
house  of  Henry  Reh«r,  fifteen  miles 
west  of  here  and  about  the  same  dis- 
tance from  Carlisle. 

Reher  went  home  about  9  o'clock  from 
Elizabeth,  where  he  ran  a  shoe  shop, 
and  after  some  pleasantry  about  Christ- 
mas presents,  drew  two  revolvers  and 
began  shooting  at  his  wife,  son  and 
daughters.  He  hit  his  son  twice  in  the 
arm  and  stabbed  him  in  the 
back  with  a  carving  knife 
asQhe  was  trj-ing  to  escape. 
The  three  daughters  got  outside  and  hid 
themselves,  one  of  them  with  a  bullet 
wound  in  her  shoulder.  Then  Reher 
turned  on  his  wife  and  stabbetl  her  re- 
peatedly with  the  knife.  She  crawled 
away,  but  he  followed  her  and  stabbed 
her  again  and  again.  Finally  he  re- 
turned to  the  house  and  hanged  himself 
to  a  beam,  at  the  same  time  shooting 
himself  in  the  head. 

The  son  managed  to  get  to  a  neigh- 
bor's house,  two  miles  away,  and  gave 
the  alarm.  When  the  neighbors  arrived 
they  found  Reher  dead,  his  wife  dying 
and  the  three  daughters  still  hiding. 
PhysiciacB  were  summoned  from  Fergus 
Falls  and  Wahpeton  and  dressed  the 
wounds  of  the  two  injured  ones. 

Henry  Reher,  the  son,  will  probably 
die.  The  family  is  said  to  have  borne  an 
unenviable  reputation. 

WHAT  IS  SPIRITUALISM? 

Whether  It  Is  Insanity  is  Now  Under  Ad- 
visement. 

Milwaukee,  Dec.  29.— Whether  or  not 
spiritualism  is  an  evidence  of  insanity  is 
a  point  that  Judge  Winslow,  special 
judge  in  the  circuit  court,  is  called  upon 
to  determine.  The  question  arises  in 
connection  with  the  contest  of  the  will 
of  the  late  Joseph  Colby,  during  his  life 
a  well-known  resident  of  this  city. 
He  was  a  spiritualist,  and  so  profitable 
were  his  seances  that  he  left  an  estate  of 
nearly  $30,000.  This  was  willed  away 
from  his  family.  It  is  alleged  by  con- 
testants that  he  was  of  unsound  mind  at 
the  time  he  made  the  wiU. 

Three  times  during  his  life  one  of 
Colby's  daughters  instituted  proceed- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  having  him  de- 
clared insane  and  a  guardian  appointed, 
but  in  each  case  the  court  decided  in 
favor  of  the  old  man. 

The  course  of  the  probate  court  in  ad- 
mitting the  will  was  sustained  on  ap- 
peal by  Judge  Mann,  and  against  this 
decision  the  contestants  have  taken  an- 
other appeal.  If  they  are  again  de- 
feated the  case  will  be  taken  to  the  su- 
preme court,  and  the  chances  are  that 
mighty  little  of  the  estate  will  be  left  be- 
fore the  highest  tribunal  of  the  state 
has  tinally  been  given  an  opportunity  to 
decide  whether  a  belief  in  the  doctrine 
of  spiritualism  is  prima  facia  proof  of  in- 
sanity. 

HEBREW  DIVORCE  MILL. 

nefarious  New  York  Institution  to  Beeelve 

Just  Deserts. 

New  York,  Dec.  29.— The  efforts  of  the 
United  Hebrew  chanties  to  break  up 
the  nefarious  divorce  traffic  carried  on 
among  the  ignorant  Russian  and  Polish 
Jews  by  the  so-called  "rabbis,"  yielded 
their  first  fruits  yesterday.  Rabbi  S.  M. 
Bisskind,  who  has  undoubtedly  issued 
more  of  these  fraudulent  divorces  than 
any  one  in  the  business,  was  arrested 
charged  with  obtaining  money  under 
false  pretences.  Later  he  was  released 
on  furnishing  bail. 

Sisskind's  methods  have  been  thor- 
oughly investigated  and  the  number  of 
divorcefi  which  he   has   granted  in  the

MoRKisTOWN,  N.  J.,  Dec.  20.— The 
meeting  of  the  preebyter}-  of  Xew  Jersey 
here  Uxlay  was  shorn  of  much  of  its 
usual  routine  by  the  presentation  of  a 
report  from  a  special  committee  declar- 
ing that  Professor  De  Volson  Wood  of 
Stephens  institute,  and  Frances  Wood, 
his  wife,  both  prominent  members  of  the 
denomination,  had  been  found  guilty  of 
unchristian  and  slanderous  conduct  in 
circulating  stories  reflecting  on  Rev. 
Thomas  Carter,  fi  r  eighteen  years 
pastor  of  the  First  presbyterian  church 
of  Boonton.  The  trouble  grows  out  of 
an  effort  on  the  part  of  a  portion  of  the 
congregation  to  supplant  the  Rev.  Car- 
ter by  another  divine,  Rev.  H.  T.  Beatty, 
who  filled  the  pulpit  during  illness  of 
the  regular  pastor. 

New  York's  Irish  Fund. 

New  Vork,  Dec.  29.— A  draft  for  $6000 
was  in  one  of  the  mail  sacks  of  an  out- 
going English  steamer  Saturday.  It 
represents  a  portion  of  the  amount  col- 
lected in  Chicago  as  a  result  of  the  visit 
of  the  Irish  envoys,  and  is  made  payable 
to  Messrs.  Webb  and  Kinney,  the  former 
one  of  Parnell's  most  bitter  opponents 
and  the  latter  one  of  the  supporters  of 
the  uncrowned  king.  The  funds  were 
subscribed  upon  the  understanding  that 
they  were  to  be  devoted  to  the  relief  of 
the  evicted  tenants.

Chicago,  Dec.  29.— James  R.  Garfield, 
eldest  son  of  the  late  President  Garfield, 
arrived  in  the  city  today  accompanied 
by  a  number  of  friends.  Tomorrow  he 
will  be  united  in  marriage  to  the  daugh- 
ter of  President  Newell,  of  the  Lake 
Shore  road. 


An  Unfounded  Report. 

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Dec.  29.— A  sen- 
sational report  from  Pine  Bluff  has  been 
received  to  the  effect  that  the  negroes  of 
Swan  Lake  and  Greenback  were  up  in 
arms.  This  was  unfounded.  The  re- 
port was  caused  by  a  fight  between 
negroes  in  which  one  of  them  was  killed.
